THE  BEAUCHAMPS,  BARONS 
OF  BEDFORD.

There  is  no  evidence  of  the  presence  in  England 
of  any  Beauchamp  earHer  than  Domesday  Book ;  and  the 
only  Beauchamp  there  mentioned  by  name  is  Hugh 
de  Beauchamp  of  Bedford.  But  the  Walter  named  as 
a  subtenant  of  some  property  in  Worcestershire,  under 
Urse  d'Abitot  and  others,  may  be  identified,  almost 
certainly,  with  the  Walter  de  Beauchamp  who  married 
Urse's  daughter^  and  succeeded  to  his  great  estates,  as 
also  to  the  title  and  some  of  the  lands  of  Urse's 
brother,  Robert  the  Dispenser.^  No  evidence  of  any 
relationship  between  Walter  and  Hugh  has  been  adduced 
as  yet. 

Of  the  origin  of  the  founder  of  the  family  nothing 
appears  to  be  known.  His  name — de  Bello  Campo, 
Belcamp,  or  Beau  Champ — is  evidently  taken  from  one 
of  the  several  places  of  that  name,  the  "  Fair  Field," 
in  Normandy  or  Picardy.  Mr.  Round  ingeniously  sug- 
gests that  it  is  to  be  sought  in  the  Calvados.^ 

The  Roman  figures  after  the  names  of  the  Beau- 
champs  refer  to  their  position  in  the  family  table  at  the 
end  of  this  memoir.  The  B.  (standing  for  Bedford),  is 
added  after  the  figure,  in  order  for  the  future  to  distinguish 
them  from  their  contemporaries,  the  Beauchamps  of 
Eaton  Socon,  who  often  bore  the  same  fore-names ;  that 
family,  it  is  hoped,  will  form  the  subject  of  a  future  article 
by  the  present  writers. 
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BEAUCHAMP   OF  BEDFORD 


HUGH  DE  BEAUCHAMP  (1.  B.) 

was  the  founder  of  the  line.  He  appears  at  Domesday 
(1086)  as  holding  some  43  manors;  these  lay  almost 
wholly  in  Beds. ;  he  had,  however,  a  fifteen-hide  manor 
at  Linslade,  a  four-hide  manor  at  Lathbury,  and  a 
small  holding  in  Soulbury,  all  in  Bucks. ;  as  well  as 
the  six-hide  manor  of  Bengeo,  co.  Herts. ;  the  four- 
hide  manor  of  Hunsdon,^  in  Herts.,  was  also  "of  his 
fee."  The  method  by  which  he  acquired  the  Bedford- 
shire lands  has  been  discussed  in  the  "  Notes  on  Domes- 
day" below.  Ralf  Taillebois,  who  there  is  suggested 
to  have  been  Hugh's  father-in-law,  seems  to  have  been 
succeeded  by  Hugh  in  his  public  capacity  of  Sheriff, 
as  well  as  in  his  lands.  Ralf  had  been  Sheriff  of  Bed- 
fordshire before  1086,^  but  had  died  before  that  date^ ; 
the  inference  that  Hugh  succeeded  him  as  Sheriff  is 
strongly  supported  by  two  precepts  of  WilKam  the  Con- 
queror.^ The  first  of  these  is  addressed  to  Ralf  Taille- 
bois and  Peter  de  Valognes  "and  all  faithful  servants 
French  and  English  in  whose  Sheriffwicks  (vicecomita- 
tibus)  or  bailiwicks  (ministris),"  etc.  The  second  is 
addressed  to  Peter  de  Valognes  and  Hugh  de  Beau- 
champ  "and  all  my  sheriffs."  From  other  sources  we 
know  that  Peter  de  Valognes  was  Sheriff  of  Essex  and 
Herts,  in  1086,  and  that  Ralf  Taillebois  was 
Sheriff  of  Beds,  before  that  date;  the  inference  is  that 
Hugh  de  Beauchamp  replaced  Ralf  in  his  office. 

Hugh  witnessed  a  charter  of  WilHam  H.^  and 
another  of  1080.^  But  there  is  evidence  that  Hugh 
lived  on  into  the  reign  of  Henry  I. ;  by  a  charter  pre- 
served in  the  Newnham  Cartulary,^^  is  recorded  that 
the  King  gave  Stanbridge  [co.  Beds.]  to  his  Queen 
Matilda,  and  that  she  gave  it  with  his  consent  to  Hugh 
de  Beauchamp;  this  charter  must  have  been  given  be- 
tween Matilda's  marriage  (iioo)  and  her  death  (11 18). 


MAHALD   AND   SIMON  I. 
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MAHALD  (MATILDA)  DE  BEAUCHAMP, 

is  named  as  the  mother  of  Simon  (L  B),  alive  between 
1 1 24- 1 130,  in  a  document^^  which  will  be  discussed 
below.  A  possible  parentage  for  her  is  suggested  on 
p.  67. 

SIMON  DE  BEAUCHAMP  (L  B.) 

Very  soon  after  the  latest  date  to  which  our 
evidence  for  the  existence  of  Hugh  de  Beauchamp  can 
be  ascribed,  we  find  Simon  in  possession  of  the  Bed- 
fordshire estates.  Several  documents  of  the  Abbey  of 
Ramsey  refer  to  him,  either  as  a  witness,  or  in  con- 
nection with  rights  of  boundary  and  so  forth,  at  Hol- 
well,  and  Pegsdon  (Beds.)  and  North  Crawley  (Bucks.) 
Three  of  these  are  dated  by  the  editor  of  the  Cartulary 
as  between  11 14  and  1130.  One^^  is  a  notification  by 
Henry  L  to  the  Sheriff  of  Bedfordshire  that  Reginald, 
Abbot  of  Ramsey,  has  granted  to  Simon  de  Beauchamp 
"land  of  Holewelle,"  on  condition  that  he  perform  the 
service  of  one  knight  fully  in  all  things;  in  later  records 
we  find  that  his  successors  recognised  that  service.  In 
a  second  document^*  Richard  de  Lucelles  covenants 
with  the  Abbey  for  the  use  of  water  rising  at  Pekes- 
dene  (Pegsdon  in  Shillington),  and  necessary  for  his 
mill ;  he  will  get  the  confirmation  of  his  lord  Symon 
de  Pulchro  Campo  (clearly  a  monastic  flourish  for  Bello 
Campo  or  Beauchamp). 

The  third^^  is  of  particular  interest,  as  it  furnishes 
the  only  known  evidence  for  the  name  of  Simon's 
mother,  Mahald  or  Maud.  It  is  a  notification  (assigned 
by  the  editor  to  11 24-1 130)  of  the  settlement  of  a 
dispute  about  a  boundary;  three  brothers  Foliot  quit 
their  claim  as  the  result  of  an  inquisition  or  inquiry  on 
the  oath  of  twelve  men  who  represented  three  neigh- 
bouring lordships: — four  for  the  Abbot's  lordship  of 
Cranfield,  four  of  Walter  de  Bolebec's  men  of  [North]

Crawley,  four  men  of  Simon  de  Beauchamp  and  his 
mother  Mahald.  The  land  is  said  to  be  of  the  fee  of 
WiUiam  de  Hocton,  and  David  King  of  Scots  is  tenant 
in  chief ;  the  deed  must  refer  to  the  northern  boundary 
of  Cranfield,  where  it  marches  with  North  Crawley  and 
a  thin  strip  of  Kempston  (of  the  latter  the  King  of 
Scots  was  tenant  in  right  of  his  Earldom  of  Hunting- 
don). Which  Beauchamp  lordship  was  represented  by 
the  men  of  Simon  and  Mahald  is  not  stated,  but  was 
probably  the  adjacent  Stagsden ;  the  mention  of  mother 
and  son  together  suggests  that  she  was  holding  the 
lordship  either  in  dower,  or  as  her  marriage  portion,  or 
perhaps  as  guardian  of  her  son.  As  no  document  as 
yet  has  been  found  to  give  the  name  of  any  holder  of 
the  Beauchamp  estates  between  Hugh  and  Simon,  we 
may  suppose,  till  contrary  evidence  is  produced,  that 
Simon  was  the  son  of  Hugh  of  Domesday  Book. 

In  a  further  deed^^  from  the  same  source,  the  king 
confirms  a  grant  by  which  Simon  quits  in  favour  of  the 
Abbey  his  claim  to  woodland  in  Crawley  for  20  marks 
and  2  palfreys;  the  editor  dates  this  as  of  about  11 29. 

He  was  a  benefactor  of  St.  Alban's  Abbey^^ ;  and 
his  name  occurs  in  the  Pipe  Roll  of  1130-1^^  as  ren- 
dering account  for  a  large  sum  "  for  the  bail  of  his  man 
whom  he  did  not  hold  to  right."  He  witnessed  Stephen's 
Oxford  Charter  of  Liberties  and  grant  to  Winchester 
in  1 136  as  Dapifer,  or  royal  steward^®;  and  he  probably 
died  very  soon  afterwards. 

As  there  is  still  considerable  uncertainty  as  to  the 
exact  relationship  between  Simon  and  his  successor,  it 
is  worth  while  to  set  out  here  in  full  the  available 
evidence.  Two  contemporary  writers  have  left  an  ac- 
count of  Stephen's  siege  of  Bedford  Castle  at  the  end  of 
1 137  and  beginning  of  1 138.  The  Gesta  Stephani  states^^ 
that  at  this  time  Miles  de  Beauchamp  had  custody  and 
command  of  the  castle  by  royal  licence  (Milo  de  Bello

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Campo  castello  Bedfordie  ex  regia  permissione  custos 
presidebat) ;  and  that  he  received  the  order  to  render 
up  the  castle  and  the  duty  of  service  which  he  owed 
to  the  king  (ut  et  castellum  Bedfordie  et  quam  sibi 
debebat  seruicii  uicem  .  .  .  exhiberet)  to  Hugh  "  pauper," 
brother  of  Walerand  Count  of  Meulan,  whom  Stephen 
seems  to  have  created  Earl  of  Bedford^ \  Miles 
answered  that  he  was  ready  to  obey  the  King,  except 
in  so  far  as  he  should  try  to  remove  him  from  a 
possession  which  was  due  to  him  and  his  by  right 
of  his  father  (ni  se  a  possessione  ex  paterno  iure  sibi 
et  suis  debita  amouere  temptaret).  It  will  be 
observed  that  the  precise  relationship  of  Miles  to  his 
predecessor  is  not  stated,  and  that  no  mention  is  made 
of  any  brother  of  Miles.  But  another  contemporary 
authority  relates  the  same  occurrence,  with  some  other 
details: — Orderic  VitaHs,  a  monk  of  English  birth 
(though  he  lived  at  the  Abbey  of  St.  Evroul  from  his 
tenth  year)  and  a  diligent  gatherer  of  authentic  infor- 
mation. In  explanation  of  the  siege,  he  says  that 
the  sons  of  Robert*  de  Beauchamp  held  the  fortress, 
and  they  feared  to  lose  their  whole  inheritance,  for 
they  heard  that  the  King  had  given  the  daughter  of 
Simon  de  Beauchamp,  with  her  father's  honour  [or 
barony]  to  Hugh,  surnamed  "pauper"  (filii  Roberti  de 
Bello  Campo  munitionem  tenuerunt  ....  quia  Regem 
Hugoni  cognomento  pauperi  filiam  Simonis  de  Bello 
Campo  dedisse  cum  patris  honore  audiuerunt  totam 
hereditatem  suam  amittere  uerentes.)^^  From  these  two 
accounts  we  may  conclude  that  Miles  had  at  least  one 
younger  brother ;  that  he  was  not  the  son  of  Simon ; 
and  that  Robert  the  father  of  Miles  was  dead  or  out 
of  England. 


*  Robert  occurs  here  for  the  first  time  as  a  Beauchamp  name;  and,  so 
far  as  the  Bedford  family  is  concerned,  for  the  last.  A  Robert  appears  as 
Sheriff  of  Somerset  in  the  Pipe  Roll  of  1 1 56,  and  the  name  recurs  in  his  family, 
that  of  the  Beauchamps  of  Hache  in  Somerset. 
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ROBERT  DE  BEAUCHAMP 

as  will  be  apparent  from  the  foregoing  evidence,  was 
possibly  the  son  of  the  Hugh  of  Domesday  Book,  the 
brother  of  Simon  (I.  B.)  the  Dapifer,  and  the  father  of 
Miles  and  his  brothers.  The  translator  of  Ordericus 
Vitalis  regards^^  Robert  de  Beauchamp,  Viscount  of 
Arques,  as  a  member  of  the  family,  but  cites  no  evi- 
dence in  support  of  the  suggestion;  if  it  be  correct, 
this  is  probably  the  same  man,  and  the  man  who  wit- 
nessed a  charter  given  at  Rouen  between  1111-1118, 
and  another  between  1103-1106.^*  No  evidence  has  yet 
been  found  to  show  that  Robert  ever  held  the  Barony 
of  Bedford,  which  seems  to  have  descended  directly 
from  Simon  to  Payn. 

MILES  DE  BEAUCHAMP  (I.  B.) 

In  the  Pipe  Roll  of  11 30-1  Miles  was  excused  for 
Danegeld  in  Beds,  and  Bucks,  He  witnessed  a  charter 
to  Shrewsbury  Abbey^^  dated  by  Eyton  about  1138 
to  1 141,  the  second  charter  of  the  Empress  Matilda  to 
Geoffrey  de  Mandeville  in  1142,  and  others  about  the 
same  time.^®  As  being  the  only  brother  mentioned  by 
name  at  the  defence  of  Bedford  Castle  in  II38^^  and 
as  appearing  in  the  Pipe  Roll  of  11 30-1,  while  Payn 
does  not  so  appear,  he  was  probably  the  elder  of  the 
surviving  brothers;  but,  if  so,  he  must  have  died  with- 
out heir  male,  since  Payn  certainly  inherited  the  Barony. 
By  1 141  Miles  had  recovered  Bedford  Castle  from 
Hugh  Pauper.^® 

The  subsequent  history  of  the  castle  during 
Stephen's  reign  is  obscure ;  but  its  possession  was  ob- 
viously contested.  In  1146,  Ralph,  Earl  of  Chester, 
who  had  been  among  Stephen's  opponents,  went  over 
to  his  side;  "coming  with  the  King,  he  manfully  took 
the  city  of  Bedford,  which  had  ever  weakened  the  royal 
power,  and  committed  it  when  taken  to  the  king."^^  A 
story  in  Blomefield's  History  of  Norfolk,  there  assigned 
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to  "about  1 1 50,"  probably  refers  to  this  attack.^^  The 
castle  may  then  have  been  held  for  Stephen  till  11 53, 
when  Henry  Duke  of  the  Normans  (later  our  Henry  II.) 
appears  at  least  to  have  attacked  it^^ ;  after  the  reduction 
of  the  castle  of  Crowmarsh  (Wallingford),  he  is  recorded 
as  having  besieged  Stamford,  and  thus  appears  to  have 
captured  Bedford  on  his  way ;  two  years  later  the  bur- 
gesses of  Bedford  owe  20  marks  to  the  Exchequer,^^  "  be- 
cause they  were  in  the  castle  against  the  King." 

An  entry  in  the  Testa  de  Nevill  (p.  260),  that 
"Miles  owes  52  knights  in  the  county  of  Bedford"  is 
probably  a  scribal  error.  If  correct,  it  could  only  refer 
to  this  Miles,  and  would  indicate  that  he  preceded  Payn 
in  the  barony,  which  is  quite  possible ;  but  other  entries 
of  the  same  batch  deal  with  men  who  lived  later  than 
John  and  Richard  I. ;  that  is,  later  than  any  Miles  of 
the  Bedford  family  yet  traced,  though  the  name  per- 
sists in  the  family  of  Beauchamp  of  Eaton  [Socon]. 

The  compiler  of  the  Testa  was,  therefore,  probably 
mistaken. 

The  Annalist  of  Bermondsey  probably  intended  to 
refer  to  this  Miles,  when  he  recorded^^  that  the  mill 
of  Bedford  was  given  to  Bermondsey  by  Miles  with 
the  consent  of  his  heir  Payn  in  1181;  the  date  seems 
impossibly  late,  but  this  annalist's  dates  cannot  be 
relied  upon ;  there  is  a  confirmation  of  this  gift  by 
Henry  11.^^  The  mill  belonged  to  the  Bedford  family, 
for  Simon  (II.  B.)  granted  a  tenth  from  it  to  St. 
Paul  in  Bedford  at  a  later  date.^^  The  entry  there- 
fore probably  refers  to  Miles  (I.  B.) ;  and  "  Payn  his 
heir  "  (not  "  son  and  heir  ")  was  in  that  case  probably 
his  brother,  and  probably  younger. 

PAYN  DE  BEAUCHAMP. 

That  he  was  a  brother  of  Miles  (I.  B.)  we  know 
from  a  charter  to  Shrewsbury  Abbey.^®  He  himself  was 
a  benefactor  to  the  Canons  of  St.  Paul  in  Bedford, 
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who  were  afterwards  constituted  the  Priory  of  Newn- 
ham;^^  between  1147  and  11 53,  he  and  his  wife  were 
benefactors  of  the  Priory  of  Chicksand.^^"^  About  1144 
he  married  Roheis,  widow  of  Geoffrey  de  Mandeville, 
first  Earl  of  Essex,  and  daughter  of  Aubrey  de  Vere, 
Great  Chamberlain  and  Justiciary.  Before  11 55-6,  when 
apparently  his  property  was  at  farm  for  his  son 
Simon^®  (II.  B.),  he  was  dead. 

ELLEN  DE  BEAUCHAMP 

is  named*"  as  having  granted  land  at  Stotfold  (co. 
Beds.),  to  St.  Paul  of  Bedford,  and  as  aunt  (auuncula)  of 
Simon  (II.  B).  That  Stotfold  was  still  Beauchamp  land 
as  in  Domesday,  is  shown  by  the  grant*^  of  a  fee  there 
from  this  Simon  to  Roger  de  Saleforde  (Salford,  co. 
Beds.) ;  she  was  therefore  presumably  Simon's  aunt 
by  blood  and  not  by  marriage,  and  so  sister  of  Miles 
and  Payn. 

She  is  probably  also  the  "dominella  Elena,"  who 
witnessed  a  charter  of  Payn  and  Roheis  de  Beauchamp 
to  Thorney  Abbey.*^  Further  reference  is  made  to  her 
in  the  second  charter  to  the  Priory  of  Chicksand  (Article  6) 

BEATRICE  DE  BEAUCHAMP, 

who  married  Hugh  de  Moreville,  may  have  been  a 
sister  of  Miles  and  Payn.  She  had  dower  in  Bosyate, 
CO.  Northants ;  with  her  husband  she  founded  Dryburgh 
Abbey  about  the  middle  of  the  xiith  century.*^  A  gift 
by  her  to  the  Abbey  was  confirmed  by  David  I.,  King 
of  Scots,  between  11 50  and  11 53/* 

SIMON  DE  BEAUCHAMP  (II.  B.). 

That  he  was  son  of  Payn  and  the  Countess  Roheis 
is  amply  proved  from  many  sources,  for  instance,  from 

*  Incidentally,  this  charter  shows  clearly  that  he  was  not  son  of 
Simon  the  Dapifer. 
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the  Newnham  Cartulary/^  His  name  first  appears  in 
the  Pipe  Roll  of  115  5-6;  for  nine  years  his  lands  were  at 
farm,  and  accounted  for  by  the  Sheriff  or  others ;  but 
in  the  Pipe  Roll  of  11 64-5  he  renders  his  own  ac- 
count ;  if  of  age  when  he  succeeded  he  must  have  been 
born  about  11 44-5,  and  if  so  his  mother  re-married 
very  promptly  after  her  widowhood.  At  the  great 
Inquest  of  11 66/®  he  returned  44  +  -I  +  i  knights,  and 
of  those  who  "  remained"  (unenfeoffed)^^  9  +  i  knights. 

For  some  reason,  unrecorded,  and  still  evasive,  he 
was  impleaded  by  Guy  de  St.  Walery  of  the  whole 
Barony  of  Bedford,  and  for  the  sake  of  peace  yielded 
to  him  the  Manor  of  Aspley  (Guise)^^ ;  a  fine  to  the  Crown, 
probably  imposed  for  this  arrangement,  was  charged 
against  him  in  the  Pipe  Roll  of  1179-80  and  subse- 
quent years.  In  1189-90  (Pipe  Roll)  he  paid  looli. 
for  custody  of  the  Castle  of  Bedford.  His  debts  to 
the  Exchequer  in  the  Pipe  Roll  of  11 93-4  show  his 
wealth,  for  he  was  charged  20  marks  to  avoid  service 
in  Normandy,  20  marks  as  fine  on  purchase  of  lands  at 
Bedford  (la  Sela  de  Bedeford  and  Kingsmed),  200 
marks  for  his  shrievalty  of  the  two  counties,  and  45li. 
15s.  8d.  as  scutage  for  ransom  of  King  Richard  from 
the  Germans. 

This  last  Scutage  appears  to  have  been  at  the 
rate  of  i  li.,  and  would  therefore  represent  45  +  ^  +  ^ 
fees,  the  actual  number  given  in  1201*^;  a  comparison 
of  this  number  with  the  number  charged  in  the  scu- 
tages  of  II 67-8  and  117 1-2  seems  to  show  that  the 
assessments  "  de  novo  feoffamento,"  introduced  after  the 
Cartae  of  11 66  for  un-enfeoffed  knights,^*^  had  been 
dropped;  they  do  not  re-appear  on  the  scutages  of  this 
Barony. 

Simon  gave  the  advowson  of  Astwick  to  the 
Priory  of  Chicksands^^  in  1 198-9.  He  held  a  knight's 
fee  of  the  Abbey  of  Ramsey  in  Holwelle  or  Holy- 
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well/^  where  William  (I.  B.),  his  son  held  three  and  a 
half  hides  in  1253.  He  was  at  the  Council  of  Claren- 
don in  1164.^^ 

In  either  11 79  or  11 89  (shrievalties  of  William 
Ruffus)  he  gave  to  the  Hospital  of  St.  John  in  Bed- 
ford his  chapel,  at  (or  on)  the  bridge  of  Bedford;^* 
he  also  made  grants  to  Wardon  Abbey/^ 

Simon  was  Sheriff  of  Beds,  and  Bucks,  from 
1 194-5  to  1 196-7;  by  1206  he  was  dead  (Pipe  Roll). 
He  married  Isabella/^  whose  parentage  has  not  been 
traced ;  by  her  he  had  several  children.* 

HUGH  DE  BEAUGHAMP  (11.  B.) 

a  son  of  Simon  H.  B,  has  only  been  met  in  one  reference/® 
but  some  of  the  references  assigned  to  his  contem- 
porary Hugh  of  Eaton  (HI.  E)  may  relate  to  him. 

SIMON  DE  BEAUGHAMP  (III.  B.), 

a  son  of  Simon  (II.  B.)  has  only  been  identified  by  a 
single  reference,  as  witness  to  a  charter  of  his  father.®*' 
It  is  of  course  possible  that  some  of  the  notes  on  his  father 
may  refer  to  him.  By  his  position  in  the  list  of  wit- 
nesses, he  is  likely  to  have  been  the  Simon  who  at- 
tested a  charter  to  Wardon  Abbey,  between  11 89  and 
1 194";  and  was  probably  the  Simon  who  attested  the 
great  charter  of  William  (I.  B.)  to  Newenham.®^ 

WILLIAM  DE  BEAUGHAMP  (1.  B.) 

succeeded  to  the  Barony  in  1206-7  (P-R-)»  there- 
fore probably  was  born  by  1 185-6.  Of  the  fine  of  600 
marks  and  6  palfreys  levied  on  his  succession,  a  part 

*  On  the  Beauchamp  pedigree  in  his  "  Hundred   of  Willey,"  Marsh 

Harvey  shows  Ellas  de  Beauchamp,  the  husband  of  Constance  de  Bolebec,  as 
a  son  of  our  Simon,  I.B,  This  seems  to  be  a  pure  guess  on  someone's  part. 
Elias,  who  seems  to  have  been  one  of  the  Beauchamps  of  Somerset,  was  probably 
a  son  of  Ralf  de  Beauchamp,*'"  and  Matilda,  daughter  of  Geoffrey  de  Limesia;^* 
he  had  brothers  Andrew,  John,  and  William. 
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was  to  be  paid  by  Haweis  de  Lanvaley  and  William 
her  son,"  mother  and  brother  of  his  wife  Gunnora,^* 
who  brought  Bromeleg'  (Great  Bromley,  co.  Essex),  as 
her  dower."  The  knights'  fees  charged  against  him  on 
various  aids  and  scutages  were  within  a  fraction  of 
what  his  father  left,  always  between  45  and  46  in 
number.    In  12 10  he  was  with  the  army  in  Ireland." 

In  the  troublous  times  of  King  John  he  played  a 
prominent,  but  not  always  successful,  part.  He  joined 
with  the  other  recalcitrant  Barons  at  Stamford  in 
1215^^ ;  and,  during  their  great  march  on  London,  which 
ended  in  the  grant  of  Magna  Charta,  he  entertained 
them  "reverently"  at  his  castle  in  Bedford";  but  on 
his  further  march  with  them,  the  King  sent  Fawkes  de 
Breaute  against  the  castle,  to  whom  it  was  surrendered 
and  finally  granted."  William,  however,  was  at  Runny- 
mede,  and  signed  the  Great  Charter ;  he  was  in  the 
list  of  the  Barons  consequently  excommunicated. He 
was  taken  prisoner  at  the  Fair  of  Lincoln^^  in  12 17,  but 
returned  to  "faith  and  service"  of  the  King,  Henry 
III.,  with  whose  army  he  was  at  Newark  in  1218.^^ 
At  Henry's  accession,  therefore,  he  had  lost  his  castle, 
but  his  lands,  including  the  mills  outside  Bedford  called 
the  Portmulnen,^^  were  restored  to  him,  and  he  accounts 
regularly  for  his  lands  in  the  Pipe  Rolls. 

It  had  been  decided  by  the  counsel  of  the  Mag- 
nates, that  the  castle  should  be  restored  to  him,  since 
it  was  part  of  the  agreement  with  King  Louis  that 
"  every  man  should  have  such  seisin  as  he  had  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  war,"  and  he  was  to  hold  "it  in  the 
same  manner  as  his  antecessors  had  held  it."^^  Fawkes, 
however,  had  refused  to  deliver  up  the  royal  castles  en- 
trusted to  him. 

On  the  surrender  of  Bedford  Castle  in  1224,  after 
the  defiant  action  of  Fawkes  de  Breaute,  it  was  ordered 
that  the  outer  bail  and  fosses  should  be  levelled  with 
the  ground,  and  the  walls  of  the  inner  bail  pulled  down 
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to  half  their  height ;  the  latter  were  to  remain  without 
battlements,  but  William  was  to  be  allowed  to  cope 
them  (crestare),  and  to  build  himself  houses  within 
them  if  he  pleased/^ 

In  1234  he  was  appointed  Baron  of  the  Exchequer, 
simultaneously  with  Alexander  de  Swereford/^  and  in 
1235  and  1236  he  was  Sheriff  of  Beds,  and  Bucks.  At 
the  Coronation  of  Henry  III.  and  Eleanor  of  Provence 
in  1236,  he  acted  as  Hereditary  Grand  Almoner.^^  In 
1244-5  he  was  with  the  army  in  Wales. 

While  he  confirmed  the  gifts  of  his  father  and 
grandparents  to  the  Priory  of  Newenham/®  he  main- 
tained most  strictly  his  rights  as  its  patron. In  1254, 
a  new  Prior  having  been  installed   on    the  Bishop's 
mandate  alone,  he  and  his  second  wife  Ida   made  the 
Prior  come  outside  the  gates  to  seek  installation  at  his 
hands ;  on  his  compliance,  William  was  satisfied,  took 
him  by  the  hand,  and  himself  installed  him  in  the 
choir.^^    This  was,  however,  apparently  more  than  his 
right  as  patron,  for,  at  the  Bishop's  next  visitation, 
William's  chaplain  admitted  that  his  master  had  exceeded 
his  powers,  and  undertook  that  the  patrons  should  not 
interfere   with   spiritualities   in   the   future. It  was 
probably   for  a  similar  reason    that,  in  1247,  on  the 
appointment  of  a  previous  Prior  during  William's  ab- 
sence abroad,  his  steward  came  to  loggerheads  with 
Newenham — at  the  instigation,  it  was  said,  of  Ida,  the 
second  wife.^^    WilHam  had  trouble  also  in  1254  with 
the  Abbot  of  Warden,  who  brought  seventeen  pleas 
against  him  before  the  Justices  in  Eyre  at  Bedford. 
Although  in  the  town  at  the  time,  he  refused  to  appear 
before  them.  They  appealed  to  Richard,  Earl  of  Corn- 
wall— then  Regent  during  Henry's  absence  in  Gascony 
— who  told  them  to  "omit  nothing  for  the  doing  of 
justice " ;  thereupon  they  seized  William's  barony  for 
contempt.^^    He  was,  however,  mainperned  by  Simon 
de  Pateshull  and  others;  and  the  Earl  of  Cornwall 
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directed  the  Justices,  who  by  then  had  already  reached 
Staffordshire  on  their  eyre,  to  hear  and  determine  the 
suits  at  Lichfield.  At  the  same  time  the  Sheriff  of 
Bedfordshire  was  ordered  to  restore  his  lands. This 
seems  to  have  been  done  at  once,  for  the  Barony  does 
not  appear  from  the  Pipe  Rolls  to  have  been  put  to 
farm  or  escheated.  How  the  seventeen  pleas  of  the 
Abbot  fared  is  not  told ;  they  were  probably  a  step  in 
a  dispute,  which  began  in  1252,  about  Rights  of  Free 
Warren,  which  the  Abbot  had  bought  from  the  King^® 
behind  the  back  of  the  Overlord.  Probably,  in  endow- 
ing Wardon  with  lands,  the  Beauchamps  had  reserved 
their  "  sporting  rights  " ;  indeed,  it  appears  from  plead- 
ings de  quo  warranto  that  a  tenant  had  no  power  to 
transfer  rights  of  warren.  In  these  differences  of  opinion 
with  Churchmen*  on  matters  of  law  or  feudal  and 
patronal  rights,  we  have  found  no  evidence  whatever 
of  William's  "  tyrannical  oppression,"  of  his  being  "  an 
enemy  to  the  religious  of  the  neighbourhood,"  and  "  an 
enemy  of  the  public  peace " — phrases  with  which  he 
has  been  branded  recently,  and  apparently  without 
due  consideration  of  the  available  evidence.  It 
is  certainly  the  case  that  Matthew  Paris  speaks  harshly 
of  him;  against  this  may  be  set  the  fact  that  the 
chronicle  known  as  that  of  Matthew  of  Westminster 
speaks  in  praise  of  his  behaviour  to  the  Church,^^  and 
he  was  undoubtedly  its  generous  benefactor.  We  have 
met  with  some  of  these  pleas  of  the  Abbot  of  Wardon 
(and  other  churchmen)  against  William  de  Beauchamp 
in  the  rolW^ ;  they  seem  to  have  been  ordinary  suits  to 
determine  the  extremely  complicated  relations  which 
existed  between  the  overlord  and  patron  on  the  one 
hand  and  the  religious  house  subenfeoffed  of  land  by 
his  vassal  on  the  other .  As  William  claimed  services 
from  Wardon  in  fifteen  Bedfordshire   villages,®^  these 


*  There  is  a  reference  in  Dugdale's  Baronage  of  England,  i,  224,  to  a 
dispute  with  Newenham,  which  has  not  been  found  in  the  Close  Roll  cited 
there.    (37  Hen.  iii.,  m.  9.) 
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differences  of  opinion  were  not  surprising.  The  only 
result  of  the  Abbot  of  Wardon's  seventeen  suits  which 
I  have  been  able  to  trace  was  that  he  was  fined  50 
marks  for  a  "  false  claim  "  against  William!®^ 

The  Wardon  Cartulary  is  entirely  silent  as  to 
these  troubles,  but  records  a  very  interesting  conven- 
tion of  1240  with  William,  mainly  about  water  rights 
in  Cogepol  (Cople),  Kerdyngton  (Cardington),  and 
Goldyngton ;  it  also  records  his  confirmation  of  Simon's 
grants,  and  a  quit  claim  to  pasture  in  "  Hawnyes " 
(Hawnes)'^ 

In  right  of  his  wife  Ida,  he  was  patron  of  the 
Priory  of  Newport  Pagnell;  in  1232  the  Bishop  filled 
up  the  office  of  Prior,  which  had  been  vacant  for  six 
months,  and  wrote  to  William  that  he  had  done  so.®^ 

By  1257  he  must  have  been  at  least  70  years  old, 
probably  much  older ;  and,  with  the  King's  consent,  he 
transferred  the  Barony  of  Bedford  to  his  second  son 
William  (II.  B.),  on  a  fine  of  500  marks.^* 

He  died  in  1260®^;  and  parts  of  his  Inquisition 
post  mortem  have  been  preserved.®^ 

GUNNORA  DE  LANVELAY, 

daughter  of  William  de  Lanvaley  and  Haweis  his  wife, 
was  the  first  wife  of  William  de  Beauchamp  (I.  B.)^^ 
Married  by  1207,  she  was  dead  by  1220,  when  William 
is  found  holding  Newport  Pagnell,  the  dower  of  his 
second  wife,  Ida  de  Longespee.®^ 

She  had  by  him  a  son  John,  who  was  dead  by 
1232,  leaving  an  heir  under  age;  the  service  of  this 
heir  was  claimed^®  by  John  de  Burgo  (I.)  and  Haweis  his 
wife  (niece  of  Gunnora),  for  half  the  vill  of  Hamerton,  co. 
Hunts. ;  and  Bromley,  co.  Essex,  which  had  formed 
Gunnora's  dower.  Of  this  heir  nothing  further  has 
been  found.  Hamerton  was  held  by  the  heirs  of  Beau- 
champ  from  the  heirs  of  de  Burgo  for  some  time;^*^" 
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but  Bromley  was  to  revert  to  Haweis  de  Burgo  and 
her  heirs  at  William  de  Beauchamp's  death/"^  The 
fine  of  1234-5,  which  contains  this  last  arrangement, 
seems  to  imply  that  Gunnora's  grandson  and  heir  was 
already  dead. 

IDA  (IDONEA)  DE  LONGESPEE, 

the  second  wife  of  William  (I.  B.),  was  a  first  cousin  of 
Henry  III/^^  by  blood,  though  not  in  law;  she  was 
daughter  of  William  Longespee,  third  Earl  of  Salis- 
bury, son  of  Henry  H.  by  an  unknown  mother,^"^  long 
supposed  to  have  been  "  Fair  Rosamond."  She  brought 
as  dower  from  her  first  husband,  Ralph  de  Sumery, 
the  manor  of  Neuport^"*  (Newport  Pagnell,  co. 
Bucks.),  and  was  apparently  married  before  1220,  when 
William  (I.  B.),  already  held  this  manor.''^  Matthew 
Paris,  always  bitter  against  anyone  who  resisted  the 
incessant  encroachments  of  the  Church,  attributes  to  her 
influence  her  husband's  disputes  with  Newenham  and 
Warden,  and  says  very  unkind  things  of  her;^°^  it  is, 
however,  obvious,  even  from  his  own  account,  that 
there  were  two  sides  to  the  story. 

Claiming  to  take  her  dower  at  her  choice  (ad 
Hbitum),  she  raided  the  manor  of  Craule  (probably 
Little  Crawley,  co.  Bucks.) ;  she  "  pulled  down  houses, 
cut  down  trees,  and  did  other  enormous  damage  there," 
against  Simon  de  Pateshull ;  but  eventually  she  was 
fined  for  disseisin  as  a  result.^^^  There  had  already 
been  trouble  between  the  Beauchamps  and  Simon  de 
Pateshull,  then  Sheriff,  a  year  or  two  previously. 
Presumably  she  was  claiming  dower  as  the  widow  of 
de  Sumeri,  not  of  de  Beauchamp,  because  Little  Craw- 
ley appears  to  have  been  held  by  Geoffrey  de  Beau- 
champ  of  the  Honour  of  Dudley  or  Sumeri  in  her 
time;^^"  and  later  appears  as  held  in  1284-6  by  John 
de  Pateshulle  of  Rogeri  de  Sumeri."^  Her  son  William 
(II.  B.)  granted  to  her  for  life  the  manors  of  Cuntasse 
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Belchamp  (Essex),  Dylewyk,  and  one  third  of  Wutton 
(Bedfordshire)  in  dower  or  augmentation  of  dower/^^ 

The  manor  of  Belchamp  had  been  settled  on  her 
by  her  husband,  William  de  Beauchamp  (I.  B.),  on  her 
marriage  to  him  about  1219-20;  and  she  received  it  in 
dower  on  his  death/^^  From  the  fine  dealing  with  the 
settlement  it  appears^ that  she  had  been  the  wife  of 
a  Ralph  de  Sumeri;  but  it  seems  that  the  only 
Ralph  who  can  be  readily  traced  about  that  period  suc- 
ceeded to  the  barony  of  Gervase  Paganell,  his  mother's 
father,  in  1 194-5,  died  in  12 10- 11,  leaving  a  widow 
Margaret^^^ ;  if  Ida  were  the  wife  of  this  Ralph,  the 
marriage  must  have  been  dissolved.*  At  her  death,  the 
manor  of  Newport  presumably  reverted  to  the  Sumeri 
family;  it  no  longer  appears  among  Beauchamp  lands. 

Ida  was  still  alive  in  1266-7,  when  she  received  a 
royal  gift  of  oaks  for  fuel;^^^  but  in  1269-70  her  execu- 
tors, when  about  to  go  on  pilgrimage,  appointed  an 
attorney  in  their  place/^^ 


GEOFFREY  DE  BEAUCHAMP  AND  JOAN  DAUBENY 

(DALBINI). 

In  a  charter^ to  Woburn  Abbey,  dated  1239-40, 
William  de  Beauchamp  quitclaimed  services  in  Ever- 
sholt  (co.  Beds.),  and  among  the  witnesses  was  Sir 
Geoffrey  the  grantor's  brother.  The  date  and  place 
point  to  the  grantor  being  the  first  William  of  Bedford ; 
Geoffrey  was  therefore  a  son  of  Simon  II.  B.,  and  his 
father's  relationship  (of  the  half-blood)  and  intimacy  with 
the  Mandeville  family  accounts  for  his  fore-name,  not 
otherwise  known  among  these  Beauchamps.   The  same 

*  According  to  Lipscomb's  Buckinghamshire,  iv,,  274,  Henry  III.  gave 
Newport  to  Ida  when  Roger  de  Sumeri's  lands  were  seized  for  his  refusal  of 
knighthood.  But  this  is  recorded  in  Rot.  Fin.,  17  Hen.  iii.,  m.  5  (1232-3),  and 
Ida  had  brought  the  manor  to  the  Beauchamps  about  1219-20.  She  is  said  also 
to  have  married  Walter  fitz  Robert  ^D.N.B.) 
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connection  explains  his  arms^^^ : — "  Quarterly  argent  and 
sable";  while  his  brother  William  (LB.)  bore  "Quar- 
terly or  and  gules,  a  bend  gules."  Both  of  these  are 
derivable  by  "  collateral  adoption "  from  the  arms  of 
Mandeville,  "  Quarterly  or  and  gules " ;  arms  which 
were  adopted  with  a  "difference,"  as  Mr.  Round  has 
pointed  out,  by  several  great  families  with  a  Mandeville 
connection. In  these  two  cases  the  "  differencing  "  is 
effected,  in  the  first  by  an  alteration  of  the  colours,  in 
the  second  by  the  addition  of  a  bend. 

In  1236  the  Abbot  of  Abingdon  brought  a  suit 
against  Geoffrey  and  Joan^^\  but  the  references  to  them  are 
not  numerous.  Geoffrey  seems  to  have  joined  the 
crusade  of  Simon  de  Montfort  and  Richard,  Earl  of 
Cornwall,  in  1240,  and  in  that  connection  is  described  as 
of  Bedford. In  the  same  year  he  witnessed  a  con- 
vention of  William  (I.  B.)  with  Warden  Abbey.'^^  He 
served  in  Wales  in  1245,  and  in  Gascony  in  1248.^"^  In 
1253  he  was  Provost  of  Bayonne,^^^  and,  probably  then 
and  in  that  capacity,  wrote  a  letter  to  King  Henry 
III.,  from  Bordeaux,  pointing  out  that  owing  to  the 
Barons  and  their  disloyal  followers,  things  were  so  bad 
in  Gascony  that  the  King  must  come  over  himself, 
if  he  wished  to  save  the  province.  This  the  King  did 
in  August  of  that  year.^^^  In  1234-5  he  paid  at  Hert- 
ford scutage  on  half  a  knight's  fee  for  Essex  and 
Herts. Authorised  by  writ  to  do  what  harm  he  could 
to  Gaston  de  Bearne,  he  seems  to  have  done  a  good 
deal;  and  resigned  Bayonne  to  the  King  in  I254.^^\ 

His  brother,  William  de  Beauchamp  (I.  B.)  had 
custody  of  the  lands  of  Robert  Daubeny  (d'Albini)  of 
Caynho^^^  (whose  son  Robert  was  to  marry  William's 
daughter),*  and  the  marriage  of  the  heirs. He  seems 
to  have  provided  for  his  younger  brother  Geoffrey  by 

*  The  transcript  in  the  Rolls  Series  (Pat.  R.  1216-25,  p.  317)  reads 
erroneously,  "  de  ipso  Roberto  filio  predicti  Willelmi  raaritando,"  which  is 
non-sense;  the  original  document  reads  "  filie  "  No  further  reference  to  this 
daughter  has  been  found. 
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marrying  him  to  Joan  Daubeny.t  Geoffrey  paid  homage 
and  reHef  on  8  +  i  +  (J  x  fees  in  1233-4/^^  presum- 
ably at  his  marriage ;  but  there  was  still  a  debt  on  the 
relief  in  1 260-1  (Pipe  Roll).  Joan  was  dead  by 
1240-1^^^,  when  her  inheritance  was  divided  between  her 
sisters ;  this  implies  that  she  left  no  issue.  She  is  re- 
ferred to  (Article  6),  as  a  donor  to  Chicksand. 
Geoffrey  was  apparently  alive  in  1256-7,  when  100  marks 
was  to  be  paid  to  him  for  the  arrears  of  his  fee,  and 
for  all  debts  due  to  him  from  the  King.^^* 

At  the  same  time,  though  there  is  no  improbability 
in  the  dates  assigned  above  to  this  Geoffrey,  the  possi- 
bility of  the  existence  of  two  Geoffreys,  the  one  a 
brother,  the  other  a  son,  of  William  de  Beauchamp, 
must  be  borne  in  mind.  A  Geoffrey  de  Beauchamp  was 
presented  to  the  church  of  [?  Bow]  Brickhill  by  Ralf 
Bassett^^^  between  1209  and  12 18;  this  may  have  been 
the  brother  who  witnessed  the  Woburn  charter;  but  no 
evidence  has  been  found  to  connect  him  with  the  Bed- 
ford family. 

SIMON  DE  BEAUCHAMP  (IV.  B.)  AND  ISABELLA. 

He  was  son  and  heir^^^  of  WilHam  (I.  B.),  but  did 
not  live  to  inherit  the  Barony.  In  1251  he  was  to  go 
on  pilgrimage  to  Santiago  with  his  brother  William 
II.  B.);^^^  and  the  two  brothers  witnessed  a  charter  as 
knights  in  1256.^^^  In  this  year  Simon  apparently  died, 
when  the  wardship  of  his  wife  and  heirs  was  given  to 
William  de  Clare. His  wife  Isabella  is  said  to  have 
been  sister  of  Baldwin  Lord  Wake,^^°  who  married  Ela 
de  Beauchamp,  the  sister  of  this  Simon.  Isabella 
died  about  1294-5;^^^  the  only  issue  of  the  marriage 
at  present  traced  was  a  daughter  Joan  (p.  20). 

t  Of  her  sisters,  Isabel  married  William  de  Houton,  Asceline  married 
Ralph  de  St.  Amand,  and  the  d'Albini  barony  was  divided  into 
three  parts. i^i  Isabel,  as  the  elder  sister,  had  the  chief  residence  at  Cainhoe 
in  Clophill ;  and  her  son  took  her  maiden  surname  of  Daubeney. 


WILLIAM   IL,    AMICE   AND  JOHN 
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WILLIAM  DE  BEAUCHAMP  (IL  B.),  AND  AMICE 

enjoyed  the  Barony  for  but  a  short  time.  He  must 
have  been  born  in  or  before  1230,  as  he  received 
manorial  rights  at  Lynchlad  (Linslade,  co.  Bucks.),  in 
1251;^*^  he  succeeded  to  the  Barony  during  his  father's 
Hfetime  (see  p.  14),  but  after  a  brief  tenure  of 
it,  died  in  1262^*^  by  poison,  as  was  said.^^^  Little  has 
been  recorded  of  him;  but  he  was  to  go  to  the  wars 
in  Gascony  and  Wales,  respectively  in  1254  and 
1257.-^ 

He  was  a  benefactor  to  Warden  Abbey  shortly 
before  his  death. He  seems  to  have  left  no  heir  of 
his  body.  His  wife  Amice  received  her  dower  in 
1262;^^^  it  included  the  manor  of  Belcham,  as  well  as 
fees  and  lands  in  many  Beauchamp  manors.  Her 
inquisition  was  held  in  1277-8.^^^ 


JOHN  DE  BEAUCHAMP  (1.  B.). 

On  the  death  of  William  (II.  B.),  the  lands  of  the 
Barony  of  Bedford  were  given^*^  to  Ingram  de  Fiennes 
"till  the  legal  age  of  the  heir."  John  was,  therefore, 
apparently  born  after  1 241-2. 

In  1262-3  he  laid  claim^^^  to  lands  which  his 
brother  WiUiam  (II.  B.),  was  said  to  have  given  away 
on  his  deathbed.  Between  the  battles  of  Lewes  and 
Evesham,  he  seems  to  have  disseised  one  Geoffrey  le 
Rus,  as  an  enemy  of  the  realm,  of  lands  in  various 
Bedfordshire  manors. His  homage  as  his  brother's 
heir  was  accepted  in  May,  1265,^^^  but  in  August  of 
that  year  he  was  killed  at  Evesham  fighting  on  the 
side  of  the  Barons  against  the  King.^^^  At  this  date 
he  was  apparently  still  young, and  more  than  one 
Chronicler  laments  his  early  death.  His  lands  were 
forfeit  to  the  Crown,  and  assigned  to  Prince  Edward ; 
and  by  his  death  the  Barony  of  Bedford  failed  in  the  male 
line  of  Beauchamp. 
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JOAN  DE  BEAUCHAMP, 

the  daughter  of  Simon  (IV.  B.),  in  1256,  on  her 
father's  death,  was  placed  under  the  guardianship  of 
William  de  Clare.^^^  In  1262  she  was  to  be  sent  by 
her  uncle,  Roger  de  Mowbray,  to  the  custody  of  the 
Warden  of  Windsor  Castle;^"  and  in  the  same  year 
her  marriage  was  granted  to  one  of  the  sons  of  Thomas 
of  Savoy  (formerly  Count  of  Flanders)/^^  In  1263  she 
was  to  be  taken  to  the  Queen/^^  It  has  been  stated^^^ 
that  she  married  John  de  Maunsell,  but  confirma- 
tion of  this  is  wanting;  as  the  important  John  de 
Maunsell  of  the  time  was  a  Churchman,  it  seems  un- 
likely. She  was  "recently  dead"  in  1266-7,  and  her 
heirs  were  her  aunts,  the  daughters  and  coheiresses  of 
William  (I.  B.).  Had  she  been  married  the  fact  would 
almost  certainly  have  appeared  at  the  complicated  par- 
tition of  her  lands. 

It  is  not  likely  that  Joan  ever  did  homage  for 
the  Barony,  since  it  appears  to  have  been  escheated 
and  placed  in  the  hands  of  Prince  Edward;  but  in 
any  case,  between  1265  and  1267  the  name  of  Beau- 
champ  of  Bedford  became  extinct.  The  succession  to 
the  Barony  has  been  carried  a  little  further  in  the 
annexed  table,  to  show  the  original  partition.  On 
Joan's  death,  Matilda,  who  had  married  Roger  de 
Mowbray,  was  to  receive  one-third  of  the  Barony; 
one-third,  eventually  to  be  divided  between  Joan,  Ida, 
and  Isabella  (Elizabeth),  the  three  daughters  of  Ela 
by  Baldwin  Lord  Wake,  was  to  be  held  in  the  King's 
hand  till  they  should  be  of  lawful  age;^^^  one-third 
fell  to  Beatrice,  then  wife  of  Thomas  Fitz  Otto.''^ 

The  site  of  Bedford  Castle,  as  the  chief  seat  of  the 
Barony,  passed  with  the  eldest  daughter  to  the  Mow- 
brays;  it  remained  with  that  family  until  the  extinction 
of  their  direct  line  and  the  division  of  their  property  be- 
tween Howards  and  Berkeleys  in  the  time  of  Richard  III.

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CLERICAL  SUBSIDIES  IN  THE 
ARCHDEACONRY  OF  BEDFORD, 
1390-2,  1400-1. 

BY  THE  REV.  J.  E.  BROWN. 


INTRODUCTION. 

The  foundation  of  the  English  ParHament,  with 
which  rests  the  imposition  of  taxes,  was  laid  by  Edward 
I.  The  Church  was  strong  enough  to  secure  exemp- 
tion for  the  clergy  from  the  taxes  voted  by  the  Lay 
Parliament;  and  to  exercise  the  right  of  self-taxation 
in  her  own  assemblies  or  convocations. 

As  the  14th  century  advanced,  it  became  the  re- 
cognized custom  for  the  Convocations  representing 
the  clergy  to  assemble  at  the  same  time  as  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  laity.  The  Parliament  granted  sub- 
sidies to  the  King  to  be  collected  from  the  laity  of  the 
kingdom ;  the  convocations  fixed  the  amount  to  be  paid 
by  the  clergy.  The  clerical  subsidies  were  collected 
under  the  authority  of  the  Archbishops  of  Canterbury 
and  York. 

The  number  of  clergy  at  the  end  of  the  14th  cen- 
tury was  larger  than  we  are  accustomed  to  think.  The 
secular  clergy  (living  in  the  world,  i.e.,  in  saeculo)  in- 
cluded— (i)  those  in  charge  of  parishes,  as  rectors  or 
vicars;  (2)  those  who  were  called  "  capellani "  (chap- 
lains). These  were  generally  priests  whose  office  it  was 
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to  say  Mass  at  Chantry  altars  or  chapels ;  (3)  a  consider- 
able number  of  persons  designated  "  clerici,"  some  of 
whom  were  perhaps,  in  minor  orders — sub-deacons  or 
readers — some  being  what  we  understand  by  the  name 
of  clerk,  and  others  who  had  secured  the  privilege  of 
clergy  by  attachment  of  some  kind  to  the  churches. 

The  regular  clergy  were  those  who  belonged  to 
monastic  establishments,  and  were  included  under  the 
general  name  of  "religiosi."  These  Religious  Houses 
varied  very  much  in  wealth  and  importance,  as  well  as 
in  the  class  of  persons,  men  and  women,  who  were 
attracted  to  them. 

The  rolls  preserved  in  the  Public  Record  Office, 
under  the  title  of  "  Clerical  Subsidies,"  are  mostly  the 
commissions  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  to  the 
persons  whom  he  appoints  to  collect  the  subsidies 
granted  by  the  clergy  in  convocation.  These  are  gener- 
ally of  little  interest.  But  among  those  for  the  Diocese 
of  Lincoln  there  is  a  bundle  (marked  "  Clerical  Sub- 
sides"  35/24)  of  five  rolls  giving  the  subsidies  levied 
from  parishes  in  five  Deaneries  within  the  Archdeaconry 
of  Bedford.  There  were  at  that  time  six  Deaneries'^  in 
Bedfordshire — Bedford,  Clapham,  Eton,  Dunstable, 
Fleete,  and  Shefford.  Unfortunately,  the  Deanery  of 
Bedford  is  wanting.  The  accounts  of  the  other  five 
Deaneries  are  complete,  and  (with  the  exception  of  the 
latter  part  of  Shefford)  are  fairly  legible. 

These  accounts  are  tied  up  in  one  bundle,  but 
they  are  not  all  of  the  same  date.  In  the  modern  index 
to  clerical  subsidies,  Dio.  Lincoln,  this  bundle  is  de- 
scribed as  "  a  roll  of  5  membranes  containing  the  names 
of  Religious  on  whom  a  subsidy  granted  by  the  clergy 
to  the  King  ought  to  be  levied  in  the  Deaneries  of 
Clapham,  Eton,  Shefford,  Dunstable,  and  Flitte,  which 
are  in  the  Diocese  of  Lincoln."  The  date  is  specified  as 
"  18°  Richard  IL,"  that  is  1394-5.     This  is  fixed  by  the

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entry  of  Walter,  Vicar  of  Caddington,  whose  successor  was 
instituted  May  15th,  1395  (Lincoln  Register).  But  Wil- 
liam of  Wenlock,  Master  of  Farley  Hospital,  died  in 
1392  (Cobbe's  "Luton  Church"),  and  Henry  was  in- 
stituted Rector  of  Aspley  Guise  in  1390  (Page-Turner), 
so  that  1 390- 1 392  would  be  a  more  correct  date  for 
four  out  of  the  five  Deaneries,  that  is  Clapham,  Eton, 
Dunstable,  and  Fleete. 

But  the  preamble  of  the  account  for  Shefford  leads 
to  a  different  date  for  that  Deanery.  We  are  prepared 
for  a  difference  by  the  opening  words.  All  the  other 
Deaneries  are  introduced  by  the  words,  "  Nomina  Reli- 
giosorum,  etc."  The  date  of  the  Parliament  in  which  the 
subsidy  was  granted  is  not  given,  nor  are  the  names  of 
the  collectors  recorded. 

The  Shefford  account  is  headed  by  "  Hec  inden- 
tura,  &c."  The  names  of  the  collectors  are  given,  and 
the  date  is  signified  as  "  in  parliamento  ultimo  apud 
Westmonasterium  anno  regni  Regis  secundo."  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  the  King  is  Henry  IV.,  and  that 
the  subsidy  was  granted  in  the  year  1 400-1. 

Looking  through  the  commissions  issued  by  the 
Archbishops  we  find  that  the  custom  was  to  appoint 
the  Abbot  or  Prior  of  one  or  other  of  the  Religious 
Houses  within  the  Archdeaconry  as  collector  of  the  sub- 
sidies. 

In  the  five  Deaneries,  of  which  the  accounts  are 
before  us,  there  were  104  Churches.  If  we  add  another 
15  for  the  Deanery  of  Bedford,  the  accounts  of  which 
are  lost — this  gives  us  the  number  of  parishes  within 
the  Archdeaconry  as  119.  In  77  out  of  these  104 
parishes  there  were  one  or  more  chaplains ;  the  total 
number  of  chaplains  being  178.  These  were  undoubtedly 
all  in  priest's  orders ;  so  that  there  were  (including  in- 
cumbents and  chaplains)  282  priests  to  minister  in 
parishes  which  are  now  served  by  not  more  than  140 
clergy  (120  incumbents  and  20  assistant  curates).  In 
several  cases  the  chaplains  are  defined  as  "  Capellani 
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Parochie."  This  may,  perhaps,  signify  what  we  now 
call  "  curates  in  charge "  (the  incumbent  being  non- 
resident), or  it  may  imply  some  other  duties  or  some 
more  permanent  connection  with  the  parish  or  the 
parish  church  than  the  tenure  of  a  chaplaincy  in  a 
chantry. 

The  value  of  the  benefices  is  generally  given  in 
marks  (13s.  4d.) ;  in  some  cases  in  pounds  and  shillings. 
Where  the  rectory  of  a  parish  is  held  by  a  Religious 
House,  it  is  stated  that  the  subsidy  is  paid  in  the 
Diocese  or  Archdeaconry  or  Deanery  where  the  House 
stands. 

The  last  general  valuation  of  benefices — previous 
to  this  subsidy — was  the  Taxatio  Ecclesiastica,  made 
by  the  authority  of  Pope  Nicholas  in  1291.  And  it  is 
upon  this  valuation  that  the  amounts  due  are  calculated. 
No  doubt  the  value  of  the  benefices  had  increased  during 
the  hundred  years  1 291-1392,  but  the  estimate  of  the 
incomes  was  left  unchanged  to  the  advantage  of  the 
incumbents.  It  did  increase  very  considerably  in  the 
period  1392-1534,  when  Henry  viii's  Valor  Ecclesiasticus 
was  issued,  t 

In  the  five  Deaneries  before  us  there  were  eight 
Religious  Houses — Dunstable  Priory,  Beaulieu  Priory  (in 
Clophill,  a  cell  of  St.  Alban's  Abbey),  Woburn  Abbey, 
Bushmead  Priory,  Chicksands  Priory,  Warden  Abbey, 
Markyate  Nunnery,  and  Plarrold  Nunnery.  In  most  of 
these  there  is  a  schedule  annexed,  giving  the  names  of 
the  religious,  from  which  we  can  estimate  the  prosperity 
of  the  Houses.  If  the  valuation  for  the  Deanery  of  Bed- 
ford had  been  preserved,  we  should  also  have  had  the 
Religious  Houses  of  Newenham,  Caldwell,  Elstow,  and 
St.  John's  Hospital,  Bedford. 

The  amount  of  subsidy  to  be  paid  is  not  fixed  '  pro 
rata.'  The  charge  is  made  for  benefices  of  under  or  over 
a  certain  value.

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Benefices  valued  at  15  marks  or  less  (80)  v/ere 
charged  2s. 

Benefices  valued  at  15  marks  and  under  30  (22) 
were  charged  5s. 

The  exact  principle  on  which  the  higher  incomes 
were  assessed  is  not  quite  obvious,  but  the  cases  may  be 
summarised  thus:  five  benefices  (of  25,  30,  over  30  and 
under  60,  31,  40,  marks)  paid  los. ;  two  (of  30,  60  marks) 
paid  13s.  4d. ;  three  (of  60,  80,  over  100  and  under  150, 
marks)  paid  20s. ;  and  four  (over  200  and  under  300 
marks)  paid  30s. 

The  last  sum  only  affects  the  larger  monasteries. 
The  chaplains  are  charged  2s.  each.  The  canons  of 
Dunstable,  and  the  monks  of  Woburn,  Warden,  and 
Chicksand  paid  (or  rather  their  Houses  paid  for  them) 
IS.  8d.  each.  The  Nuns  of  Markyate,  who  seem  to 
have  been  ladies  of  noble  families,  were  charged  is. 
each,  while  the  Nuns  of  Harrold  paid  no  more  than 
4d.,  which  was  also  the  charge  on  the  Brethren  of 
Beaulieu  and  Bushmead.  The  "  clerici,"  whatever  their 
titles  suggest,  uniformly  paid  4d.,  as  did  also  the 
deacons  and  sub-deacons. 

The  document  is  in  fair  condition,  but  the  writing 
rather  careless.  The  difficulty  of  distinguishing  c  from  t, 
u  from  n,  is  greater  than  usual ;  for  example,  the  Rector  of 
Colmworth  may  have  been  called  Bonne,  Bonu[m],  or 
Boune  (Bohun).  The  scribe  wrote  indifferently  subsidium, 
ad  subsidium,  or  de  subsidio ;  similarly  clericus  or  clerus 
(cl'icus,  cleric',  clerc',  cler').  Occasionally  he  used  the 
Anglo-Saxon  symbol  for  the  soft  g ;  this  has  been  replaced 
by  y  or  gh  in  the  transcript.

DOMESDAY  NOTES. 


BY  G.  HERBERT  FOWLER. 

Certain  puzzles  remain  in  the  Domesday  Book  for 
Bedfordshire,  even  after  the  pubHcation  of  text,  index, 
and  an  introduction  by  Mr.  Round  in  the  Victoria 
County  History,  and  of  Mr.  Baring's  "  Domesday 
Tables,"  have  cleared  up  many  difficulties. 

1.    Chainhalle  and  Ravensden. 

One  of  these  puzzles  is  the  position  of  the  Manor  of 
Chainhalle,  in  the  Half-Hundred  of  Buchelai.^  Its  site 
has  been  regarded  (so  far  as  I  know,  merely  from 
a  similarity  of  sound  in  the  name),  as  perhaps 
indicated  by  Channel  End  in  Colmworth ;  but 
Colmworth  seems  to  be  already  sufficiently  ac- 
counted for  as  a  five-hide  manor. ^  The  name 
of  Chainhalle  as  a  manor  or  other  holding,  so  far  as  I 
know,  never  re-appears  after  1086.  But  when  one 
plots  on  a  map  the  Domesday  tenants-in-chief,  it  is  at 
once  noticeable  that  in  this  neighbourhood  the  only 
township  left  blank  and  unaccounted  for  is  Ravensden. 
Now  Chainhalle  was  held  at  Domesday  for  five  hides 
as  a  manor  by  Hugh  de  Beauchamp  of  Bedford^ ;  and 
when  Ravensden  emerges  into  the  dim  twilight  thrown 
on  the  first  half  of  the  xiiith  century  by  the  so- 
called  "  Testa  de  Nevill,"  it  is  held  of  Hugh's  suc-

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cesser,  William  de  Beauchamp,  for  five  hides  and  a 
virgate/  The  inference  is  obvious.  Chainhalle  fills 
the  blank. 

Due  north  of  Bedford,  in  what  is  now  a  limb  of 
Goldington,  lay  the  Domesday  Manor  of  Putenhou, 
the  name  of  which  is  preserved  by  Putnoe  Farm.  Here 
Hugh  de  Beauchamp  held  a  manor  of  four  hides,^  and 
we  read  further  that  he  also  held,  as  belonging  to  this 
manor  of  Putenhou,  a  half-hide  in  Chainhalle,  and  in 
Goldington  a  virgate.  Ravensden  touches  both  Puten- 
hou and  Goldington. 

Thus,  so  far  as  it  goes,  the  evidence  is  in  favour 
of  identifying  Chainhalle  with  Ravensden. 

2.    Anschil,  Ulmar,  and  their  successors  in  Bedfordshire. 

For  consideration  of  the  origins  of  the  great  Beau- 
champ fief,  some  analytical  figures  have  been  worked 
out,  a  note  on  which  may  save  time  and  trouble  to 
someone  else. 

The  names  of  two  Saxons,  who  were  large  holders 
of  land  under  King  Edward  the  Confessor,  appear  very 
frequently  in  the  Beds.  Domesday: — AnschiP  of  Ware 
in  Herts.,  and  Ulmar  (Wulfmar)  of  Eaton  Socon.  By 
1086  their  estates  in  this  county  had  been  divided 
between  practically  only  three  people,  Eudo  the  Dapifer 
(King's  Steward),  Azelina  the  widow  of  Ralf  Taille- 
bosc,  and  Hugh  de  Beauchamp  (founder  of  the  Bedford 
family) ;  in  addition  small  portions  were  in  the  hands  of 
Osbern,  son  of  Walter  (3  hides),  and  William  de  Ow 
(3  virgates).  What  will  now  be  said  about  the  descent 
of  these  lands  must  be  taken  to  apply  to  Bedfordshire 
only. 

In  the  following  analysis  are  included,  not  only  all 
the  lands  which  Anschil  and  Ulmar  themselves  held  in

Turning  the  analysis  the  other  way,  in  order  to  see 
how  much  of  the  estates  of  Eudo,  Azelina,  and  Hugh  were 
due  to  these  sources,  we  find  that- — 

Of  Eudo's  15  holdings,  46  p.c.  had  been  of  Ulmar  or  his 
men. 

Of  Azelina's  13  holdings,  30  p.c.  had  been  of  Ulmar  or  his 
men. 

Of  Azelina's  13  holdings,  23  p.c.  had  been  of  Anschil  or  his 
men. 

Of  Hugh's  58  holdings,  29  p.c.  had  been  of  Anschil  or  his 
men. 

Hugh  had  no  land  of  Ulmar's ;  Eudo  had  no  land  of 
Anschil's ;  Azelina  acquired  from  both.  If  one  met 
facts  of  this  sort  at  a  somewhat  later  date,  one  would 
look  for  a  marriage  to  explain  them,  and  there  probably 
is  a  marriage  concealed  behind  them  somewhere. 

On  further  analysis,  we  find  that  in  five  cases  it 
is  stated  that  the  land  is  part  of  Azelina's  marriage- 
portion,  in  a  sixth  it  is  called  part  of  her  dower,  in  a 
seventh  she  is  holding  land  which  Hugh  claims  on  the 
ground  that  it  was  not  part  of  her  dower.    The  early

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rolls  of  the  King's  Court  and  Justices  Itinerant  contain 
many  such  cases  as  this  last,  where  a  widow  defends, 
as  part  of  her  dower,  lands  which  her  son  or  other  heir 
of  her  husband  claims  as  his  inheritance.  The  facts  un- 
doubtedly suggest  the  possibility  that  Hugh  was  son-in- 
law  of  Azelina.  We  know  that  Ralf  had  at  least  one 
daughter,  for  she  held  in  Hunsdon,  co.  Herts.,  four 
hides  "of  the  fee  of  Hugh  de  Beauchamp,"  to  which 
one  had  been  added  by  her  father,  presumably  when 
Sheriff,^  but  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  this  was 
Hugh's  wife.^  He  also  had  a  nephew,  Ranulf,  brother 
of  Ilger,  who  held  land  in  Bedfordshire  and  elsewhere. 

While  this  suggestion  would  account  for  the  rela- 
tions between  these  two,  and  for  the  fact  that  Azelina's 
lands  mainly  fell  to  the  estate  of  Beauchamp  of  Bedford 
eventually,  it  would  not  account  for  her  relations  with 
Eudo. 

It  is  definitely  stated  in  D.B.^  that  Hugh  de 
Beauchamp's  predecessor  in  his  Anschil  lands  was 
Ralf  Taillebosc,  Azelina's  husband.  Now  Azelina's 
dower  would  be  settled  on  her  by  her  husband,  while 
her  marriage-portion  would  be  given  by  her  father  or 
other  head  of  her  family.  In  one  of  the  two  cases  in 
which  her  dower  is  mentioned,  Anschil  was  the  prede- 
cessor, as  might  have  been  expected ;  but  when  we 
examine  the  marriage-portion,  in  two  out  of  the  five 
cases  Ulmar,  or  a  man  of  Ulmar,  is  mentioned  as  the 
predecessor  ;  remembering  then  that  Ulmar's  Beds,  lands 
were  divided  exclusively  between  Eudo,  Azelina,  and 
Osbern  fitz  Walter,  we  are  drawn  to  infer  that  we  have 
here  to  deal  with  a  family  arrangement  of  property.

On  this  view,  the  successor  to  Ulmar's  Bedfordshire 
estates  immediately  before  D.B.  would  have  been 
Eudo,  who  gave  to  Azelina  her  marriage-portion  out 
of  these  estates.  Ralf  Taillebosc,  on  the  other  hand, 
had  held  Anschil's  Bedfordshire  lands,  and  dowered  his 
wife  with  certain  of  them.  It  must  be  added  that  she 
lield  also  lands  formerly  of  Anschil  and  Ulmar,  which 
are  not  described  as  either  portion  or  dower,  but  the 
omissions  of  D.B,  are  unfortunately  notorious,  and 
many  of  the  Saxon  socmen  whose  lands  she  held 
at  D.B.  may  easily  (except  in  two  cases)  have  been 
"  men  "  of  Anschil  or  Ulmar. 

The  later  history  of  Azelina's  lands  also  bears  on 
the  point.  Of  the  eleven  vills  in  the  county  where  she 
held  land,  {a)  in  three  the  Beauchamps  of  Bedford 
apparently  did  not  come  to  hold  land;  {b)  in  two, 
Hugh  de  Beauchamp  had  also  held  at  D.B.,  so  that 
these  yield  no  evidence  on  either  side ;  {c)  in  six  vills, 
where  they  did  not  hold  at  D.B.,  these  Beauchamps  or 
their  heirs  are  found  to  hold  at  a  later  date;  these  six 
include  three  cases   where  Azelina  had  a  marriage- 
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portion,  and  one  (Chicksand),  which  may  have  been 
either  her  dower  or  marriage-portion,  or  both  combined 
into  one  holding. 

The  path  by  which  Eudo's  lands  in  Bedfordshire 
descended  has  not  yet  been  traced,  but  it  brought  most 
of  them  ultimately  to  the  Beauchamps  of  Eaton.  The 
general  question  of  the  succession  to  Eudo's  widely- 
scattered  estates  is  too  far-reaching  to  be  handled  here. 
But  as  regards  his  Bedfordshire  lands,  we  have  the 
facts,  not  only  that  the  Beauchamps  of  Eaton  are  found 
at  a  later  date  to  hold  land  in  ten  out  of  the  twelve 
vills  in  which  Eudo  had  held,  but  also  that  in  Little 
Barford  (the  only  bit  of  Ulmar's  land  in  the  county  which 
is  not  credited  by  D.B.  to  either  Eudo  or  Azelina,  but  tO' 
Osbern  fitz  Walter),  we  find  land  held  of  the  Honour 
of  Beauchamp  of  Eaton  in  1284-6.^  It  seems  possible 
that  here  also  a  marriage  is  concealed  somewhere  under 
the  facts. 

To  avoid  misconception  we  must  repeat  that 
what  has  been  said  as  to  the  descent  of  these  lands 
must  be  taken  to  apply  to  Bedfordshire  only.  In  other 
counties,  even  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  neither 
the  source  nor  the  fate  of  Eudo's  lands,  nor  the  post- 
Conquest  allotment  of  the  estates  of  Anschil  and 
Ulmar,  were  always  the  same  as  here.  But  in  Cam- 
bridgeshire, on  the  Beds,  border,  Ulmar  was  succeeded 
by  Eudo  in  Gamlingay,  and  by  Azelina  Taillebosc  in 
Tadlow;^  the  first  of  these  does  not  seem  to  have 
fallen  to  either  house  of  Beauchamp,  but  about  1230 
we  find  that  the  Prior  of  Chicksand  held  from  the 
Barony  of  William  de  Beauchamp  of  Bedford  a  hide 
and  a  virgate  in  Tadlow;^  this  was  Azelina's  exact 
holding  in  D.B. ;  so  that  here  also  her  land  followed 
the  same  path.

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Neither  Ralf  Taillebosc  nor  Eudo  the  Dapifer  seems 
to  have  immediately  succeeded  the  Saxons  Anschil  or 
Ulmar.  It  is  expressly  stated  in  D.B.,  in  the 
case  of  a  good  deal  of  Anschil's  land,  that  Ralf 
Taillebosc  had  it  in  exchange  for  Ware  " ;  ^  the  latter 
manor,  in  Hertfordshire,  was  assessed  at  24  hides,  and 
the  Bedfordshire  lands  at  2  2f  hides  (the  figures  are 
from  Mr.  Round).  Thus  Ralf  appears  originally  to 
have  received  Ware,  and  to  have  exchanged  it  for 
Anschil's  Bedfordshire  estates,  perhaps  with  Hugh  de 
Grentmesnil,  who  held  Ware  at  D.B. 

Similarly  Eudo,  who,  in  Mr.  Round's  opinion, 
cannot  have  been  of  more  than  middle  age  in  1086, 
seems  to  have  had  a  post-Conquest  predecessor  in 
Ulmar's  lands.  There  are  indications  that  Lisois  de 
Moustiers,  who  found  the  ford  over  the  Yorkshire  Aire 
for  Wilham's  army  in  1069,  preceded  Eudo  in  at  least 
some  of  his  estates:  Beeston,  co.  Beds.-/  Gamlingay 
CO.  Cambs.  ;^  Lackingheath  and  Brandon,  co.  Suff. 
Mundon  and  perhaps  Harlow,  co.  Ess.  ;^  and  five 
vills  in  Norfolk.' 

If  the  facts  above  given  have  been  rightly  inter- 
preted, the  descent  of  the  Bedfordshire  lands  of  Ulmar 
and  Anschil  (except  for  William  de  Ow's  three  vir- 
gates)  can  be  thus  expressed  in  general  summary: —

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death  such  of  his  lands  as  had  not  been  given  to  her 
as  portion,  may  have  been  assigned  to  Eudo.  Either 
hypothesis  would  fit  the  facts ;  and  now  that  attention 
has  been  thus  drawn  to  the  question,  one  may  hope 
that  other  facts  may  be  noticed  which  will  throw  more 
light  on  it. 

3.  Estone. 

The  manor  of  Estone  in  the  Hundred  of  Stod- 
den  has  not  been  satisfactorily  identified.  Mr.  Airy 
suggested  that  it  was  Little  Staughton ;  Mr.  Round 
identified  it^  with  Easton  in  Hunts.,  on  the  other  side 
of  Kimbolton ;  he  gave,  however,  no  reason  why  it 
should  not  be  Little  Staughton,  but  showed  that  it 
might  be  Easton.  The  accompanying  plan  (below) 
shows  the  relative  position  of  the  adjacent  parishes, 
and  the  way  in  which  the  holdings  of  the  three  chief 
men  concerned  (William  de  Warenna,  the  Abbot  of 
Ely,  and  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln),  lay  to  their  head-

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manors  of  Kimbolton,  Spaldwick,  and  Great  Staughton 
respectively.  As  Domesday  Book  for  Hunts,  has  not 
yet  been  subjected  to  the  intimate  study  which  has 
interpreted  its  meaning  for  some  more  fortunate  coun- 
ties, one  is  more  uncertain  of  one's  ground. 

While  it  is  not  rare  to  find  in  D.B.  cases  in 
which  a  small  piece  of  land  has  become  attached  to  a 
manor  in  another  county  and  renders  its  geld  there, 
or  even  in  which  a  whole  manor  in  a  single  tenure 
(for  example,  Westoning)  belongs  to  some  more  im- 
portant manor  of  another  county,  still  the  presumption 
is  against  such  a  case  as  Estone  being  assessed  in  the 
heart  of  another  county,  consisting  as  it  did  of  a 
broken  township  with  three  important  holdings  and  five 
important  holders ;  they  represented  a  devolution  of  at 
least  seven  separate  estates.^ 

Further,  Easton  co.  Hunts.,  seems  to  be  already 
sufficiently  accounted  for,  without  throwing  the  Beds. 
Estone  into  it, — not  in  Domesday,  where  it  hardly 
appears  by  name — but  in  the  older  Inquisitio  Eliensis, 
a  survey  of  the  lands  of  the  Abbot  of  Ely,  which  was 
probably  prepared  for  the  purposes  of  the  Domesday 
return.  In  this  we  read :  "  In  the  county  of  Hunting- 
don. Spaldwick:  the  Abbot  of  Ely  holds  fifteen  hides 
to  pay  geld,  between  the  manor  and  the  berewicks 
[dependencies]  Stow,  Easton,  and  Barham.  And  fif- 
teen ploughs  can  till  that  land  In  all  three 

leagues  long  and  two  leagues  broad."^ 

The  only  reference  in  D.B.  of  Huntingdonshire 
to  Easton  appears  to  be  the  following,  among  the 
claims  to  disputed  lands :  "  The  county  bears  witness 
that  the  third  part  of  a  half  hide,  which  Hes  in  [iacet

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in]  Estone  and  pays  geld  in  Bedfordshire,  belongs  to 
[pertinet  ad]  Spaldwick  a  manor  of  the  Abbot  of  Ely, 
and  the  Abbot  held  it  as  such  in  the  time  of  King 
Edward  and  for  five  years  after  the  coming  of  King 
William.  This  [land]  Eustace  [the  Sheriff]  by  force 
reft  from  the  Church  and  kept."^  There  can  be  little 
doubt  that  this  entry  refers  to  Easton,  for  Eustace  held 
a  half-hide  in  Graf  ham,  the  next  township  to  Easton, 
but  held  no  land  in  Bedfordshire. 

Apart  from  this  reference,  neither  Stow,  Easton, 
nor  Barham  appear  in  D.B. ;  they  are  merely  returned 
under  the  15  hides  of  Spaldwick. 

If,  then,  the  presumption  is  against  Estone  being 
assessed  in  another  county,  and  Easton  in  Hunts,  is 
sufficiently  accounted  for,  it  is  necessary  next  to  con- 
sider what  evidence  can  be  found  to  identify  Estone 
with  Little  Staughton.  For  this  purpose  we  must  com- 
pare those  who  held  land  of  the  King  in  the  former, 
with  those  who  held  in  the  latter  at  a  later  date. 

Among  the  seven  landholders  in  Estone  at 
Domesday,  the  successors  of  four  have  not  yet  been 
traced ;  the  other  three  were  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln, 
William  de  Warenna,  and  Hugh  de  Beauchamp.  Turn- 
ing to  the  Testa  de  Nevill,  we  find,  in  Little  Staughton, 
about  a  hundred  and  fifty  years  later,  that  the  Bishop 
of  Lincoln  held  i-34th  of  a  knight's  fee  (apparently 
of  the  Honour  of  Betun  or  Albemarle),  that  i-20th  of 
a  fee  was  held  of  the  Honour  of  Hereford  (into  which 
the  Warenna  lands  in  Hunts,  had  fallen),  and  that 
i-ioth  of  a  fee  was  held  of  the  Honour  of  Beauchamp 
of  Bedford.^  The  conclusion  that  Little  Staughton  is 
the  Estone  of  D.B.  is  almost  irresistible.  On  the  other 
hand  none  of  these  three  holders  appear  in  Easton,  co. 
Hunts.,  as  to  which,  indeed,  the  Testa  appears  to  be 
silent;  it  is  probably  included  in  the  statement  that  the

The  name  Estone  still  remains  a  puzzle.  Great 
Staughton,  just  across  the  Hunts,  border,  appears  in 
D.B.  as  Tochestone,  a  manor  of  the  Bishop  of  Lin- 
coln, held  of  him  at  a  later  date  (so  far  as  I  can 
trace),  by  d'Auberville,  Kyriol,  and  Cretinge  in 
rsuccession.^

A    LEASE    OF  CADDINGTON 
MANOR  IN  1299. 


BY  C.  GORE  CHAMBERS. 

INTRODUCTION. 

The  Manors  of  Caddington,  then  called  Cadyndon  or 
Cadendon,  and  of  Kensworth,  belonged  to  the  Cathedral 
of  St.  Paul,  London,  when  Domesday  Book  was  com- 
piled in  the  last  quarter  of  the  eleventh  century.  But  the 
possessions  of  the  Cathedral  must  not  be  in  any  way  con- 
fused with  lands  held  by  the  Bishop  of  London.  "  Though 
the  statutes  of  the  Cathedral,"  says  the  Editor  of  the 
Domesday  of  St.  Paul's  (Archdeacon  Hales,  Camden 
Society,  1858),  "describe  the  thirty  Prebendaries  as 
forming  with  the  Bishop  one  body  (unum  corpus)  there 
is  no  evidence  of  his  sharing  with  them  any  part  of  the 
revenue,  or  living  in  intercourse  with  them.  The  Bishops 
of  London  appear  to  have  possessed  their  manors  in  Anglo- 
Saxon  times  in  their  own  right  ...  no  traces  of  any  of 
the  episcopal  lands  having  at  any  time  belonged  to  the 
Cathedral."  The  volume  of  the  Camden  Society,  from 
which  this  quotation  is  made,  contains  a  number  of  varied 
forms  of  lease  of  the  Chapter  Manors  in  the  12th  century 
(pp.  122-139),  an  inquisition  of  manors  in  1181,  known  as 
the  Domesday  of  Ralph  de  Diceto,  then  Dean,  and  a 
Visitation  of  the  Manors  in  1222,  together  with  a  valuable 
introduction  and  commentary.  This  volume,  which  is  the 
authority  for  most  of  the  information  offered  in  the  notes 
below,  will  be  referred  to  as  D.S.P.     In  it  are  given  a 
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lease  of  Caddington  Manor  in  the  reign  of  Henry  I.,  a 
lease  of  Kensworth  Manor  in  the  reign  of  Henry  II.,  and 
important  fragments  of  the  visitations  of  both  in  1 1 8 1 , 
with  a  fuller  account  of  the  1222  visitations. 

In  another  volume,  published  by  the  Camden  Society, 
"  Visitation  of  Churches  belonging  to  St.  Paul's  Cathedral 
in  1297  "  (Ed.  W.  Sparrow-Simpson,  1895,  Camd.  Soc. 
N.S.),  will  be  found  a  description  of  the  condition  of  the 
fabric,  furniture,  books,  vestments,  etc.,  of  Caddington  and 
Kensworth  Churches  in  1297.  There  are  other  MS. 
documents  dealing  with  both  parishes  in  the  Library  at 
Lambeth  Palace. 

The  document  printed  below  is  the  draft  of  a  lease 
of  Caddington  and  Kensworth  Manors  by  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  to  one  of  the  Canons  of  St.  Paul's.  The  Victoria 
County  History  of  Beds.  (Vol.  ii.,  314-5)  has  given  a  sketch 
of  the  history  of  those  manors  in  Caddington,  but  it  does 
not  clearly  state  the  significance  of  the  threefold  division, 
and  a  few  words  of  explanation  seem  desirable.  There 
were  thirty  Prebendaries  of  St.  Paul's.  Each  of  these 
had  assigned  to  him  a  manor,  as  his  Prebend  or  Pro- 
vision, and  of  that,  as  long  as  he  remained  a  Prebendary, 
he  became  the  Freeholder,  as  fully  as  a  Rector  or 
Vicar  is  Freeholder  of  the  land  of  his  benefice.  But 
the  Dean  and  some  twelve  or  fifteen  of  the  Canons 
and  Prebendaries  were  Residentiaries  (stagionarii),  and 
performed  duties  in  connection  with  the  cathedral. 
These,  and  the  establishment  which  served  them,  were

The  lessees 
of  such  manors  were  generally  some  of  the  Canons 
themselves,  and  the  rent  was  paid  partly  in  money  and 
partly  in  produce  (cf.  notes  2  and  5).  The  unit  of 
the  Firma  (rent)  in  produce  was  a  week's  supply  of 
grain  sufficient  to  supply  the  whole  London  establish- 
ment. Some  manors  paid  several  weeks'  firma  in  the 
course  of  the  year,  Caddington  and  one  other  had 
only  to  provide  one ;  Kensworth,  which  was  always  let 
with  Caddington,  paid  in  money  only.  In  Domesday 
Book  (Beds.)  Caddington  is  said  to  be  a  ten-hide 
manor  belonging  to  St.  Paul's.  But  the  hide,  as  there 
used,  can  only  be  regarded  as  an  unit  of  assessment, 
and  gives  little  help  to  calculation  of  area,  the  actual 
amount  of  land  amounting  to  about  2400  acres  (D.S.P. 
Introd.).  Out  of  this  estate  the  Chapter  had  carved 
three  manors ;  two  of  them  known  as  Caddington 
Major  and  Caddington  Minor,  both  of  them  in  Bedford- 
shire, were  assigned  to  two  Prebendaries.  The  third, 
known  as  Caddington  Manor,  was  in  Hertfordshire,  but 
is  now  in  Bedfordshire ;  it  was  one  of  the  Manors  re- 
served for  the  support  of  the  Cathedral  establishment. 
This  is  the  manor  to  which  all  documents  in  D.S.P. 
relate,  as  well  as  that  which  is  printed  below.  It  is 
the  draft  of  a  lease,  and  is  one  of  a  miscellaneous 
collection  of  deeds  preserved  at  the  Record  office,  and 
is  calendared.  Ancient  Deeds  A.  4686.

term  and  on  the  Sunday  next  after  the  exaltation  of  the 
holy  Cross^  he  shall  render  every  year  at  the  brewery  one 
week's  bread  or  two  marks.  He  shall  render  also  every 
year  into  the  Chamber^  of  St.  Paul  at  four  terms^  thirteen 
pounds  sterling*^  for  Cadyndone  and  twenty  pounds  thir- 
teen shillings  and  fourpence  sterling  for  the  manor  of 
Kensworthe,  viz.  at  the  festival  of  St.  MichaeP°  eight 
pounds  eight  shillings  and  four  pence  and  at  the  festival 
of  the  Nativity^^  of  our  Lord  eight  pounds  eight  shillings 
and  four  pence  and  at  the  festival  of  the  Nativity  of  St. 
John  the  Baptist^^  eight  pounds  eight  shillings  and  four- 
pence  :  and  for  the  tithe  of  the  Church  of  Cadyntone  [sic] 
forty  marks  and  for  the  tithe  of  the  Church  of  Kensworthe 
twenty-eight  marks  into  the  Chamber  of  St.  Paul  in  Lon- 
don yearly  at  the  four  terms  of  the  audit^^  of  the  said 
Chamber,  viz.  at  the  audit  of  the  Ascension  of  the  Lord 
seventeen  marks,  at  the  audit  of  St.  Peter  ad  Vincula 
seventeen  marks,  at  the  audit  of  Saint  Martin  seventeen 
marks  and  at  the  audit  of  the  Ashes  seventeen  marks. 
And  be  it  known  that  the  said  Richard  began  to  make 
the  first  payment  for  the  aforesaid  churches  at  the  audit  of 
the  Ascension  of  the  Lord  in  the  twelve  hundred  and 
ninety-ninth^^  year  of  the  same,  for  the  autumn  crops  next 
following,  for  which  he  will  owe  nothing  when  he  gives 
up  the  said  farm.  The  said  Richard  shall  also  have  the 
chancels  of  the  said  churches,  in  so  far  as  concerns  the 
roofing  and  the  glazing  of  the  windows,  so  sufficiently 
repaired  as  often  as  there  be  need  and  so  secured  that  the 
divine  mysteries  can  be  decorously   celebrated  therein 
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misteria  celebrari.  Idem  autem  Ricardus  statum  dic- 
torum  maneriorum  cum  redditibus  consuetudinibus  debi- 
tis  et  seruiciis  antiquis  fideliter  seruabit  nec  ea  remittet

And  if  any  (of  the  said 
rents  etc.)  be  dissipated  and  alienated  in  his  time  he  shall 
recover  them  at  his  own  expense  and  shall  preserve  in 
their  integrity  all  that  he  finds  there,  nor  shall  he  make 
over  to  farm  the  aforesaid   manors  to  anyone  either 
covertly  or  openly ;  but  shall  have  the  same  faithfully 
kept  and  without  fraud  by  himself  and  his  own  servants, 
so  that  he  sell  give  nor  take  aught  from  the  woods  except 
only  for  Heybote,  Housbote,  and  Furbote,^^  and  enclosure 
of  the  Grove  betv/een  the  manor  and  the  church  of 
Cadyndone,  and  to  make  the  due  deliveries  to  tenants 
and  this  by  the  view  of  four  goodmen  of  the  manors  and 
on  one  side  only  of  the  woods.       Moreover,  all  that  is 
upon  the  land  in  stock  and  in  buildings,  weynage,  and 
foldings  and  the  like,^^  as  they  are  entered  below,  the 
said  Richard  shall,  when  he  gives  up  occupation  of 
the  manors,  in  person  or  by  his  attornies^^  restore  or  cause 
to  be  restored  in  as  good  condition  as  he  received  them 
or  better,  and  whatever  improvement  shall  have  been 
made  in  his  time  on  the  aforesaid  manors  in  buildings, 
enclosures,  ditching,  folding,  manuring,  marling,  and  other 
conveniences  in  the  said  matters,  shall  remain  free  and 
quit  to  the  aforesaid  Church  of  St.  Paul,  without  claim 
for  compensation  after  he  shall  have  relinquished  the 
aforesaid  manors.     The  following  are  the  stock  and  store 
which  the  said  Richard  took  over  and  will  restore,  viz.  At 
Cadyndone  six  oxen  each  valued  at  8  shillings,  eight 
stots^^  each  valued  at  6  shillings  and  8  pence,  one  cow 
and  one  bull  each  valued  at  6s.  8d.,  a  hundred  and  fifty 
sheep  each  valued  at  12  pence,  fifteen  pigs^^  each  valued 
at  1 2d.    Item  he  received  in  the  said  manor  2  great  barns, 
very  serviceable  and  sufficient,  one  of  which  is  wholly  of 
oak.     Item  one  new  barn  of  beech.     Item  he  received 
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cum  dispensa^^  et  botelleria^®  ad  orientem  et  paruum 
solarium^^  desuper  sufficiens  tegulis  coopertum  sine  gar- 
deroba^^  et  ad  occidentem  aule  solarium  magnum  bonum 
et  nouum  bene  tegulis  coopertum  cum  garderoba.

Item  a 
hall  half  of  it  roofed  with  shingles,^^  and  the  other  half 
with  tiles,  with  a  spense^^  and  buttery^^  at  the  east  end, 
and  a  small  upper  room  above  them,  roofed  with  tiles,  and 
without  a  ward-robe ;  and  at  the  west  end  of  the  hall  a 
good  large  new  upper  room  well  roofed  with  tiles  and  a 
wardrobe  adjoining  it.  Item  a  chapel  built  of  stone  and 
roofed  with  tiles,  with  a  good  cellar  beneath  with  a  tile- 
roofed  enclosure  before  the  cellar  door.  Item  a  tile- 
roofed  passage^^  (?)  between  the  chapel  and  the  hall.  Item 
a  granary,  very  serviceable  and  well-roofed.  Item  a  new 
stable,  with  a  good  tiled  roof,  together  with  a  building  for 
cart-horses  under  the  same  roof.  Item  a  sufficient  upper 
room  over^°  the  gateway,  and  a  small  stable  on  one  side 
of  it,  and  a  small  room  on  the  other  side.  Item  a  small 
tile-roofed  building  for  smith's  work.^^  Item  a  thatched 
cart-house.  Item  a  thatched  dairy.  Item  a  thatched 
drying-kiln.^^  Item  a  small  thatched  room  near  the 
herb-garden.^^  Item  a  sufficient  thatched  pigsty.  Item 
a  serviceable  thatched  sheep-cote  at  Gerdlers^^  with  a 
thatched  building  for  the  use  of  the  shepherd.  Item  a 
very  serviceable  sheep-cote  near  the  gate  of  the  manor. 
Item  a  welP^  with  a  wheel,  and  the  roof  of  the  same  above 
it.  Item  an  outer  thatched  gateway.  Item  a  wind-mill. 
Item  he  received  in  the  same  manor  sixty  acres  of  land 
well  sown  with  wheat  and  four  score  acres  well  sown 
with  oats ;  a  hundred  and  five  acres  at  fallow,^^  ten  of 
which  were  fallowed  {and  he  is  not  bound  to  leave  more 
than  ten  fallowed  when  he  relinquishes  his  occupation  of 
the  manor}. 

Further,  the  following  are  the  stock  and  implements 
which  the  said  Richard  received,  and  will  render  up  at 
Kensworthe  viz.  4  head  of  cattle,  each  of  the  value  of 
half  a  mark,  10  oxen,  each  of  the  value  of  eight  shillings, 
24  swine  and  eight  pigs,  each  of  the  value  of  i2d.,  thirty- 
two  lambs  each  6d.       Item  he  received  a  hundred  and 
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mento  et  mixtilone^^  et  quinquaginta  quatuor  acras  de 
auena  bene  seminatas  et  quinquaginta  octo  acras  ad 
Warrectum  de  quibus  decern  acre  fuerunt  warrectate

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eleven  acres  of  land  well  sown  with  wheat  and  maslin^^ 
and  fifty-four  acres  of  oats  well  sown  and  fifty-eight  acres 
in  fallow  ten  acres  of  which  were  fallowed  {nor  he  is 
bound  to  leave  more  than  ten  acres  fallowed  when  he  re- 
hnquishes  his  occupation  of  the  manor}.  Item  he 
received  a  small  hall  with  a  small  chamber  at  one  end  and 
a  small  very  serviceable  thatched  spence  at  the  other  end. 
Item  a  small  very  serviceable  tile-roofed  granary.  Item 
a  very  serviceable  thatched  bake-house.  Item  three 
serviceable  barns.  Item  one  very  serviceable  cowhouse. 
Item  a  very  serviceable  sheep-cote  within  the  yard^^  and 
a  building  for  storing  straw  at  one  end  of  it  beneath  the 
same  roof. 

These,  moreover,  the  said  Richard  received  on  the 
festival  of  St  Peter  ad  Vincula  in  the  year  1299,  and 
defrayed  at  his  own  expense  the  cost  of  the  autumn  next 
following,  and  all  these  he  shall  render  up  on  the  festival 
of  St.  Peter  ad  Vincula  whenever  he  ceases  his  occupa- 
tion of  the  premises  and  shall  be  quit  of  the  cost  of  that 
autumn  saving  to  himself  all  the  corn  and  acres  sown,  to 
wit,  with  wheat,  barley,  oats  or  pease  in  excess  of 
the  number  of  acres  on  which  he  is  bound  to  leave  a 
crop,  as  it  is  above  noted.  Further,  for  the  faithful  ob- 
servation of  this  agreement  the  said  Richard  pledged  his 
faith  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  and  found  sureties,  viz. 
Masters  Giles  Filol,  Archdeacon  of  Colchester,  and  John 
de  Saint  Clair,  canons  of  the  said  church,  and  in  case  of 
their  decease  during  the  term  of  his  farm  he  will  find  other 
fellow-canons  as  his  sureties  in  their  stead.  The  said 
Richard  also  bound  himself  in  all  his  rents,  possessions, 
and  other  property,  real  or  personal,  wherever  found,  to 
make  good  the  aforesaid  stock,  store  and  crops,  and  for 
the  faithful  observation  of  all  other  aforesaid  agreements. 
Renouncing  all  privilege  of  the  law  courts  all  appeaP'"* 
and  all  remedy  at  law  by  which  the  Church  of  the  afore- 
said Saint  Paul  would  be  prejudiced  in  the  manner 
of  the  premises.  In  witness,  moreover,  of  the  premises, 
instruments  have  been  drawn  up  between  the  aforesaid

NOTES. 

1.  Richard  of  Gravesend. — There  was  a  Richard 
of  Gravesend,  Bishop  of  Lincoln  from  1258  to  1279, 
in  which  year  he  died :  another  Richard  of  Gravesend  was 
Prebendary  of  St.  Paul's,  archdeacon  of  London  in  1273, 
and  Bishop  of  London  from  1280  till  his  death  in 
1303  (Nicolas'  Synopsis,  and  Hook's  Lives  of  the  Arch- 
bishops of  Canterbury  iv.,  371).  Clearly  the  Richard  of 
our  document  was  neither  of  these.  He  is  presumably 
Richard  of  Gravesend,  the  Treasurer,  who  was  lessee  of 
Caddington,  Kensworth,  and  two  other  of  the  Chapter 
Manors  in  13 15  (D.S.P.).  I  cannot  say  whether  he  was 
Royal  Treasurer  or  Treasurer  of  St.  Paul's. 

2.  Firma. — The  "Anglo-Saxon"  word  Feorme 
means  "  food,  meat,  entertainment,  supply."  It  was  usual 
as  late  as  the  first  half  of  the  twelfth  century,  to  pay  the 
rent  of  lands  held  "  at  farm,"  wholly  or  partly  in  produce. 
On  the  royal  manors  the  practice  is  said  to  have  become 
less  common  by  reason  of  the  repeated  absence  of  the 
early  Norman  Kings  in  Normandy.  The  author  of  the 
Dialogus  de  Scaccario  (Stubbs'  Select  Charters,  p.  193), 
who  wrote  his  account  of  the  Exchequer  in  the  latter  half 
of  the  1 2th  century,  says  that  he  had  known  those  who 
had  often  seen  the  carts  bringing  the  "  Firma  "  into  the 
courtyard  from  the  various  royal  manors.  Domesday 
Book  (Beds.)  enters  such  "  farms  "  as  due  from  the  royal 
manors  of  Leighton  and  Luton  in  Beds.,  thus,  Leighton 
owes  yearly  ^22  by  weight,  and  half  a  day's  provision 
for  the  King  (dimidiam  diem  ad  firmam  regis)  in  wheat, 
honey,  and  other  things  belonging  to  the  supply  (ad 
firmam  pertinentibus).     The  ecclesiastical  landlords  kept

parties,  and  they  have  appended  their  seals  alternately  the 
said  Dean  and  Chapter  to  one  part  and  the  said  Richard 
to  the  other.  In  presence  of  these  witnesses.  (No  names 
given:  the  document  is  not  sealed,  and  is  clearly  a  draft). 


up  this  system  longer  than  others,  more  particularly 
where  they  had  large  establishments  to  feed  in  towns, 
and  no  sufficient  landed  possessions  in  their  immediate 
vicinity.  The  word  "  farm,"  thus  got  the  meaning  of 
rent  paid  for  an  agricultural  tenement ;  it  was  used  also 
of  the  tenure  and  of  the  tenement,  and  is,  of  course,  now 
in  familiar  use  for  an  unit  of  agricultural  exploitation, 
without  reference  to  tenure.  (See  Spelman's  Glossarium, 
and  Oxford  N.E.  Dictionary). 

3.  The  word  "  Villa  "  corresponds  pretty  closely  in 
its  use  with  our  modern  word  village.  It  was  a  unit  for 
purposes  of  jurisdiction,  administration,  and  assessment. 
Its  regular  English  equivalent  was  "town,"  and,  later, 
"  township,"  and  it  consisted  of  a  group  of  habitations  and 
the  area  they  occupied,  or  a  group  of  neighbouring  ham- 
lets. It  was  not  necessarily  conterminous  with  any  one 
manor  or  parish. 

4.  "  Quamdiu  .  .  .  servierit." — This  formula  is  of 
usual  occurrence  in  the  leases  of  the  St.  Paul's  manors  to 
canons.    (See  Forms  of  Agreement  D.S.P.). 

5.  Money  payments  due  from  the  lessees  to  the 
Chapter  of  St.  Paul's  are  referred  to  as  "  ad  denas," 
"  ad  denum  denarium,"  and  as  dizenae.  The  precise 
origin  and  grammatical  value  of  the  terms  are  "  doubt- 
ful" ;  see  note  in  p.  xlviii  D.S.P.  A  dizena  appears 
to  have  been  estimated  at  3  marks  and  yd.  Two  marks 
and  a  half  of  this  sum  were  liberatio,  i.e.,  "  livery  "  or 
wages ;  half  a  mark  was  for  constancia  pistrini  et  bracini, 
charges  for  bakery  and  brewery,  i.e.  the  cost  of  wood  for 
firing ;  and  yd.  for  alms  (eleemosina).  This  yd.  was 
devoted  to  the  support  of  the  singing  boys  of  the  estab- 
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lishment.  The  dizena  of  3  marks  yd.  was  divided  among 
49  persons  in  varying  proportions  "  from  the  Dean  to  the 
doorkeeper  of  the  brewery."  Both  Firma  and  dizena 
were  rendered  weekly  through  the  course  of  a  year 
beginning  on  St.  Faith's  Day  (Oct.  6).  A  manor  that 
paid  its  dizena  one  Sunday  sent  up  its  firma  in  pro- 
duce upon  the  next  (D.S.P.  Introd.). 

6.  Exaltation  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Sept.  14. 

7.  Camera:  chamber. — The  word  is  used  in  either 
of  two  senses ;  either  a  room,  and  particularly  a  private 
living  room,  or  the  counting  house  or  administrative 
and  financial  office  of  a  King,  monastery,  or  any  owner 
of  a  large  estate. 

8.  Lady  Day  (March  25th)  is  apparently  omitted  by 
accident,  as  only  three  of  the  four  quarter  days  are 
named. 

9.  Sterlingorum. — It  is  a  matter  of  discussion  whether 
this  genitive  plural  is  that  of  Sterlingus,  as  the  name  of  a 
coin,  or  originally  an  adjective  of  unknown  connotation 
qualifying  the  coin  in  question,  or  of  Sterlingus,  meaning 
Easterling,  an  Eastern  merchant  from  Germany.  The 
English  penny  was  called  Sterlingus  at  least  as  early  as 
Edward  I.,  and  more  than  a  century  and  a  half  earlier 
(circ.  1 100)  Orderic  Vitalis  speaks  of  "librae  sterilenses," 
where  sterilensis  appears  to  be  of  like  origin  with  Ster- 
lingus. Such  a  date,  and  the  adjectival  form,  seem  to 
preclude  the  translation  "  of  the  Easterlings."  (See  Oxf. 
N.E.  Diet.  S.V.). 

10.  Michaelmas  Day,  September  29th. 

11.  Christmas  Day,  December  25th. 

12.  Nativity  of  St.  John  Baptist,  June  24th. 

13.  The  audit  days  of  St.  Paul's:  Ascension  Day, 
a  movable  feast  depending  on  Easter;  Saint  Peter  ad 
Vincula,  or  St.  Peter  in  chains,  August  i,  called  also 
the  Gule  of  August;  the  ordination  of  St.  Martin  of 
Tours,  Martinmas,  November  11;  "Ashes,"  or  Ash 
Wednesday,  a  movable  feast  depending  on  Easter. 
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14.  Ascension  Day  or  Holy  Thursday  is  the 
Thursday  in  Rogation  Week,  Rogation  Sunday  being 
the  fifth  Sunday  after  Easter.  In  1299  Easter  Day 
was  on  April  19th,  Ascension  Day  May  28th. 

15.  Ea  (it)  is  a  blunder  for  eis  (them). 

16.  A  Nativus  or  neif,  was  a  labourer  bound  to 
the  manor.  At  the  end  of  the  xiijth  century,  nativus  is 
often  loosely  used  as  equivalent  to  villanus ;  thus,  for 
example,  A  brought  an  action  on  a  writ  of  nepty  (nativi- 
tate),  claiming  B  and  C  as  his  neifs,  on  the  ground  that 
they  had  acknowledged  themselves  to  be  the  villans  of  his 
ancestor  (Year  Books,  Rolls  Series,  20  and  21,  Ed.  i). 
More  strictly,  all  nativi  were  villani,  but  not  all  villani 
were  necessarily  nativi  (Vinogradoff ;  Villeinage  in  Eng- 
land, 142-144). 

17.  Heybote,  Husbote,  Furbote  (or  Fyrbote). — 
The  Anglo-Saxon  botu,  bote,  or  bot,  =  remedy,  amends, 
compensation,  boot.  The  tenant  of  land  was  often  thus 
limited  to  the  use  of  wood  for  repair  of  hedges  or  haws, 
or  fences  (Heybote),  of  Elouses  (Husbote),  and  for  firing 
(Fyrbote) ;  with  further  restriction  of  delivery  before  wit- 
nesses, and  of  place  of  cutting.  Such  a  right  is  some- 
times called  in  legal  documents  a  "  reasonable  estover," 
or  supply. 

18.  Claustura  should  be  clausturara. 

19.  Implementum,  staurus,  or  staurum,  instauramen- 
tum ,  restauramentum,  and  the  plural  of  each  of  the 
neuter  forms,  are  used  somewhat  indiscriminately, 
to  indicate  the  stocking  of  the  manor,  dead  or 
alive,  including  grain  in  store  or  in  the  ground. 
In  the  present  document  implementa  are  subdivided 
into  staura,  and  "weynage,  folding,  and  the  like." 
In  one  12th  century  Form  of  Agreement  for  a  manor  in 
Essex  (S.P.D.,  p.  123)  we  find  "totum  reddet  implemen- 
tum et  nominatim  implementum  bladi  .  .  .  quod  in  dominio 
reperietur.  Restauramentum  autem  tale  est;  carruce 
de  quinque  waynagiis  x  boum,  sexta  viii  boum,  equi,  vacce, 
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porci,  anseres,  galline  " ;  that  is,  "  He  will  render  up  the 
whole  implementum,  and  expressly  the  implementum  of 
grain,  which  shall  be  found  in  the  demesne.  Moreover 
the  stock  is  as  follows :  ploughs  of  five  teams  of  lo  oxen, 
a  sixth  of  8  oxen,  horses,  cows,  pigs,  geese,  poultry."* 
In  other  words,  implementum  is  first  used  in  its  wider  con- 
notation, then  again  subdivided  into  implementum  in  its 
more  limited  sense  of  grain  stock,  and  restauramentum 
including  plough-teams  and  live  stock.  In  a  Kensworth 
lease  of  the  reign  of  Henry  II.  instauramenta  includes  all 
livestock  and  grain,  whether  stored  or  in  the  ground. 
Sometimes  the  details  of  the  stock  are  given,  but  no  general 
term  is  used,  as  in  a  Caddington  lease  of  the  reign  of 
Henry  II.  (D.S.P.,  122-39).  Wainage  is  here  used  of 
the  ploughs  and  gear  of  the  ploughing  teams,  as  it  is  in 
the  familiar  concession,  "  salvo  wainagio  suo,"  "  saving 
his  ploughing  gear."  Sometimes  it  means  "  ploughing  "  ; 
thus,  "  Potest  fieri  wainagium  manerii  cum  duabus  carrucis 
viii  capitum,"  "  The  ploughing  of  the  manor  may  be  done 
with  two  ploughs  of  8  head."  So  in  Domesday  Book, 
"tempus  wainagii"  is  found  for  "the  ploughing  season.'' 
It  is  even  used  for  land  ploughed,  e.g.  "wainagium  vetus," 
"  old  plough  "  is  contrasted  with  "  recently  broken  land," 
or  "novum  essartum "  (D.S.P.,  p.  28). 

20.  Aturnatus  =  "  attorney  "  in  the  sense  it  still  retains 
in  a  "  power  of  attorney,"  which  any  layman  may  hold  for 
another.  One  who  represented  the  principal  in  a  case 
before  a  judicial  court  was  so  called.  It  had  not  yet  the 
secondary  sense  of  a  qualified  member  of  a  legal 
profession. 

21.  Stot  =  horse  for  agricultural  use,  called  in  simi- 
lar lease  forms  iumentum  or  equus. 

22.  Porci,  "  swine  "  generally,  is  sometimes  restricted 
to  young  pigs. 

23.  Plumbum. — A  "lead,"  a  large  bowl  or  vat  for 
heating  water  ;  compare  "  copper." 

24.  Cindula  or  Scindula  =  shingle,  a  wooden  "tile."" 
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25.  Dispensa. — The  "  Spence  "  or  "  dispence,"  was  a 
provision  room  or  pantry  where  the  food  was  given  out 
from  store.  In  the  Tale  of  Gamelyn,  which  is  just  about 
contemporary  with  our  document  (about  1300),  Adam 
Spenser  is  the  Butler  or  Manciple  of  the  house.  "  Adam 
took  Gamelyn  .  .  .  And  ladde  him  into  Spence  .  .  .  and 
set  him  to  soper  right  in  a  prive  stede  "  (Skeat's  Edition, 
c.  425,  etc.). 

26.  The  Butlery  served  similarly  for  dispensing 
wine  and  beer,  which  were  stored  in  bulk  in  the  cellar, 
as  "in  my  brother's  seller  fyve  tonne  of  wine."  (lb. 

316). 

27.  Solar,  an  upper  room. 

28.  Garderoba,  an  inner  private  room  opening 
from  a  chamber,  and  originally,  as  its  name  implies,  a 
wardrobe.  It  often  bears  the  second  sense  of  "  privy  " 
as  containing  a  latrine. 

29.  Trezantia,  or  tresantia. — This  word  presents 
some  difficulty.  I  do  not  find  it  in  Ducange,  but  it  occurs 
in  the  description  of  several  of  the  St.  Paul's  manor  houses. 
At  Edolvesnara  (D.S.P.,  p.  129)  "  Et  ibi  est  aula  et 
camera  et  tresantia  et  due  private  domus  et  coquina, 
etc.,"  "  and  there  is  there  a  hall  and  a  chamber,  and  a 
Tresantia,  and  two  private  rooms  (or  buildings),  and  a 
kitchen,  &c.,"  does  not  throw  much  light;  nor  does  the 
description  of  Ardele  manor  house,  "hallam  et  cameram 
et  trisantiam,  &c."  (lb.  136).  The  house  at  Thorpe, 
(near  Colchester)  has  the  old  hall  with  solar  and  fireplace 
and  garderobe  at  top  on  west,  and  a  great  chamber  with 
tresantia  at  the  same  end  of  the  hall.  A  note  by  the 
Editor  (D.S.P.,  xlix.),  says  that  the  tresantia  appears  to 
have  been  that  "  part  of  the  hall  or  chamber  which  was 
separated  by  a  screen,  and  might  form  an  antechamber  or 
recess."  He  adds  that  in  1283  the  manor  house  of  Sutton 
had  "  una  camera  divisa  cum  trisantiis  ad  clericos,"  "  a 
chamber  divided  with  trisantias  for  the  use  of  clerks." 
This  last  quotation,  taken  with  the  passage  in  our  present 
document,  suggests  that  the  word  means  a  passage,  or  space 
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divided  from  another  space  by  partitions.  It  can  hardly 
be  restricted  to  a  part  of  a  room  screened  off,  as  in  our 
document  it  is  between  hall  and  chapel,  and  has  its 
own  roof.  Mr.  Sparrow  Simpson,  the  editor  of  the  two 
Camden  Society  Volumes  which  deal  with  visitations  of 
Churches  belonging  to  St.  Paul's,  quotes  Stratmann  as 
explaining  the  word  by  "corridor"  (Camden  Miscel- 
lany, Vol.  ix.,  1895),  which  would  suit  the  present  passage 
admirably.  C.  T.  Martin  (Record  Interpreter,  1890), 
translates  tresencia  by  "  passage,  cloister,  part  of  a  cloister 
reserved  for  reading " ;  such  tresancie  were  probably 
recesses  divided  off  in  the  bays  of  a  cloister  for  the  use 
of  students.  The  cloister  was  the  only  part  of  many 
monasteries  in  which  the  monks  read  and  wrote.  (Wilhs 
Clark;  Customs  of  Augustinian  Canons,  pp.  xxxviii.,  and 
62,  63). 

30.  Ultra :  over. 

31.  Opus  fabrile,  probably  included  smiths*  and 
carpenters'  work. 

32.  Torale. — A  maltkiln  or  drying  house,  for  malt  or 
grain,  an  "oast  house."  It  is  more  commonly  written 
torrale,  and  became  "torraille"  in  13th  century  French, 
as  in  Blonde  d'Oxford  (Camden  Society).  The  word  is 
clearly  dealt  with  in  Spelman's  Glossary.  The  editor  of 
the  visitation  of  St.  Paul's  Churches  (Camden  Miscel- 
lany, Vol.  ix.),  oddly  mistranslates  "a  heap,"  and  sug- 
gests "  a  manure  heap  "  in  a  similar  inventory ! 

33.  Herbarium  was  presumably  a  kitchen  garden, 
many  of  the  plants  grown  in  which  were  for  medicinal 
and  kindred  uses. 

34.  Gerdlers. — It  is  hoped  that  some  reader  with 
local  knowledge  may  be  able  to  identify  this  site. 

35.  Puteus. — It  is,  at  least,  possible  that  the  well  was 
one  of  the  deep  wells  worked  by  a  donkey  in  a  large  wheel, 
such  as  are  still  in  existence  at  Caddington  and  Kens- 
worth.  One  wheel  at  Kensworth  has  a  17th  century  date 
upon  it,  but  I  am  unable  to  quote  any  evidence  for  their 
existence  three  centuries  earlier. 
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36.  Warrectum  =  fallow. — The  summer  fallow  pro- 
perly prepared  for  sowing  with  winter  corn  was  said  to  be 
"  warrectatum." 

37.  Mixtilio. — Mixed  grain,  e.g.,  rye  and  wheat. 
"  Melange  de  seigle  et  de  froment,"  were  called  "  mes- 
tuel,"  in  xiiith  century,  later  "  meteil " ;  see  Littre  s.v. 
Maslin  appears  to  be  the  correct  English  equivalent, 
mixtilion  being  only  used  by  translators  of  mediaeval 
documents,  according  to  Oxford  Dictionary,  s.v.  In 
his  "  Six  centuries  of  work  and  wages,"  Thorold  Rogers 
says,  "  Sometimes,  under  the  name  of  mixtil  wheat  and  rye 
are  sown  together  "  on  some  of  the  Merton  College  Estates 
in  the  14th  century;  but  he  quotes  no  instance  of  the 
use  of  the  word. 

38.  Curia  is  used  indifferently  for  a  yard  about  a 
house,  for  a  manor  house,  and  for  the  manorial  adminis- 
tration or  jurisdiction  exercised  in  the  manor  house. 

39.  Appeal  was  used  in  two  different  senses  in  the 
xiijth  century ;  the  one,  a  form  of  legal  process ;  the 
other,  a  reference  to  a  higher  authority.  Appellatio  must 
be  understood  in  the  second  or  modern  sense.  (Oxford 
N.E.D.,  under  Appeal  and  Appellation). 
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Supplementary  to  my  articles  on  the  above  in  "  Beds. 
N.  and  Q.,"  Vol.  III.,  pp.  1-7,  257-260,  I  am  now  able  to 
add  a  few  more  notes  which  may  be  helpful  in  eluci- 
dating the  difficulties  in  connection  with  Sir  William 
Harper  and  his  two  wives.  On  making  an  exhaustive 
search  a  few  years  ago  in  the  Parish  Registers  of  St.  Paul's, 
Bedford,  I  came  across  the  record  of  the  burial  of  Dame 
Margaret  Harper,  which  has  hitherto  escaped  the  notice 
of  those  who  have  worked  at  the  Harper  pedigree ;  it  is 
thus  recorded: — - 

"  1594  Nov.  3  Dam  margret  harper  (bur.)" 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  above  entry  records  the 
burial  of  Margaret  Lether,  the  2nd  wife  of  Sir  William 
Harper,  although  it  may  be  objected  that  when  she 
died  she  was  the  wife  or  widow  of  Edward  Maxie,  her 
third  husband,  but  it  was  either  the  custom  in  those  days 
for  a  widow  to  retain  the  name  and  style  of  her  late 
husband  or  else  it  was  a  display  of  pardonable  vanity 
which  caused  her  thus  to  perpetuate  her  connection 
with  her  first  husband.  Sir  William  Harper. 

The  Registers  of  St.  Alban's  Abbey  contain — as 
stated  on  p.  29,  Vol.  I.  of  "  Beds.  N.  and  Q." — the  record 
of  her  marriage  with  Edward  Maxie  in  1583,  and  the 
Registers  of  St.  Peter's  in  St.  Albans  record  the 
burial  of  her  father  thus : — 

"  1590-1   Feb.  23  WilHam  Lether  father  to  the 
Ladie  Harper  (bur.)" 
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Administration  to  the  estate  of  the  above  William 
Lether  was  granted  to  Thomas  Raper,  Citizen  and 
Clothworker,  of  London,  on  the  8th  May,  1591.  I  have 
quoted  the  above  extract  in  confirmation  of  my  con- 
tention that  the  entry  in  the  P.R.  of  St.  Paul's,  Bed- 
ford, is  a  record  of  the  burial  of  Dame  Margaret 
Harper,  for  it  will  be  noted  that  in  both  extracts  she 
is  accorded  the  name  and  rank  of  her  former  husband, 
though  subsequently  married,  but  to  resolve  any  doubt 
there  may  be  as  to  the  place  of  her  burial  I  now  produce 
from  the  dupHcate  P.R.  of  St.  Paul's,  Bedford,  the 
record  of  her  burial,  which  reads  thus : — 

"  Margrett  Harper,  wiffe  to  Sr.  Will'm  Harper, 
bueried  the  iijth  of  November  (1594)." 

This  sets  the  place  of  her  burial  at  rest,  but  it  is 
rather  curious  that  both  the  late  Mr.  G.  D.  Cary 
Elwes,  who  contributed  an  article  on  Sir  William 
Harper  ("  Beds.  N.  &  Q.,"  I.,  pp.  9,  27),  and  also  the  writer 
of  the  Supplement  to  the  "  Ousel "  Christmas  Number, 
1899),  should  have  overlooked  this  entry,  and  have 
arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  Dame  Margaret  Harper 
was  not  buried  at  St.  Paul's,  Bedford. 

And  now  for  another  puzzle :  Some  time  since,  when 
studying  the  Marriage  Licences  at  the  Faculty  Office 
of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  (Harl.  Soc,  Vol. 
XXIV.,  p.  11),  I  noted  the  following: — 

"1547    No.    18.   William    Harper    &  Alice 
Chauntrell,  widow  (mar.)". 

At  the  time,  I  did  not  connect  this  entry  with  Sir 
William  Harper,  but  quite  recently  I  came  across  an 
item,  purporting  to  be  a  certified  copy  of  an  Agree- 
ment to  levy  a  fine  dated  i  Nov.,  1596,  which  is  thus 
described : — 

"931.  Certified  Copy  of  Agreement  to  levy  a  fine, 
I  Nov.,  1596.    Richard  Cupidge  of  War- 
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ford,  CO.  Herts.,  and  Margaret  his  wife,  the 
late  wife  of  Christopher  Gibson,  cit.  & 
Vintner,  deed,  and  John  Duncombe  of  Lit- 
Hngton  Park,  co.  Beds.,  and  Cristofer  Gibson 
son  and  now  heire  of  the  said  Christopher, 
and  Thomas  Fisher,  cit.  and  skinner.  Mes- 
suages, Inn,  &c.,  heretofore-  the  inheritance 
of  Dame  AHce,  deed,  sometyme  the  wife  of 
John  Chauntrell,  deed.,  and  after  the  wife  of 
Sir  WilHam  Harper,  knt.  cit.  &  alderman, 
deed,  in  St.  Andrew's  and  St.  Giles  in  the 
fields,  and  St.  Clement  Danes,  Certified 
by  Waller,  Cole,  Salmon  and  Miles  (circa 
1680)." 

The  above  note  is  taken  from  a  catalogue  of 
Middlesex  Deeds,  issued  by  F.  Marcham  in  1909  (Vol.  I., 
Part  3,  p.  13).  Here  we  have  another  Alice,  or  else  the 
same  Alice  with  another  husband !  According  to  authori- 
ties quoted  in  the  preceding  articles  Alice  Thorne  married 
(i)  Thomas  Jackman,  and  (2)  Sir  William  Harper; 
according  to  the  foregoing  we  must  now  assign  her  a 
third  husband,  viz.,  John  Chauntrell,  who  comes  in 
between  Thomas  Jackman  and  Sir  WilHam  Harper. 
The  crux  is,  however,  how  to  account  for  the  names 
of  Tomlinson  and  Harrison  in  connection  with  Alice,  the 
1st  wife  of  Sir  William  Harper.  Unfortunately,  Mr. 
Cary  Elwes  quoted  no  authority  for  the  assertion  that 
her  maiden  name  was  Tomlinson,  and  I  must  also 
plead  guilty  to  the  same  fault  for  having  failed  to  give 
my  authority  for  the  name  Harrison.  I  note  that  the 
writer  of  the  article  in  the  "  Ousel "  quoted  above  states 
that  Dame  Alice  was  the  widow  of  Richard  Harrison,  of 
Shropshire,  and  he  likewise  fails  to  give  his  authority 
for  this  statement.  Discarding  then,  in  the  absence  of 
proof,  the  alleged  alliances  with  Tomlinson  and  Harri- 
son, I  have  constructed  the  following  table  of  the  alH- 
ances  of  Sir  William  Harper's  two  wives,  with  their 
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several  husbands,  which  I  venture  to  think   may  be 
accepted  as  correct :  — 

Harper,  Knt.  born  circa  1496, 
Knighted  at  Westm.  15  Feb.  1562-3,  Lord 
Mayor  of  Ldn.  1561.  Founder  with  his  wife 
Dame  AHce  of  the  Bedford  Grammar  School 
1566.  Ob.  27  Feb.  1573-4.  Will  dat.  27 
Oct.  1 573,  pr.  6  Apr.  1 574  (P.C.C.  14  Martyn). 

=  (i)  Alice,  d.  of  Robert  Thornc  cit.  and  mcht.  of 
Bristol,  marr.  for  her  ist.  husb.  Thomas  Jack- 
man,  deed,  ante  1533.  She  marr.  2ndly  John 
Chauntrell,  m.l.  dat.  18  Nov.  1547  (F.O.),  and 
was.  bur.  at  St.  Mary  Woolnoth  1 5  Oct.  1 569 
under  the  name  of  "  Dame  Alice  Harper, 
wief  of  Sir  WilHam  Harper,  Knt.  &  Alder- 
man of  London." 

=  (2)  Margaret,  d.  of  William  Lether,  m.l.  dat.  12 
Sept.  1570  (Bp.  London's  Registry).  Her  2nd 
husb.  was  Edward,  s.  of  Nich.  Thorne  cit. 
&    mcht.    of    Bristol,    to    whom  marr. 
cir.  1575,  and  her  3rd  husb.  was  Edward 
Maxie  of  Orsett,  co.  Essex,  m.l.  dat.  4 
Sept.    1583  (ibid.),  marr.  at  St.  Alban's 
Abbey  23  Sept.  1583.    Bur.  at  St.  Paul's, 
Bedford,  3  Nov.  1594. 
Before  leaving  these  genealogical  details  I  may 
here  note  that  the  P.R.  of  St.  Michael's,  Cornhill,  con- 
tains the  record  of  the  burial  of  Edward  Thorne,  the 
2nd  husband  of  Dame  Margaret  Harper,  the  Christian 
name  being  erroneously  entered  as  Edmonde: — 

"  1582-3  Feb.  II  Edmonde  Thorne,  gent,  (bur.)" 
The  Will  of  Edward  Thorne,  gent.,  of  Lincoln's  Inn, 
Middx.   and  Bristol,  was  proved  in   1582   (P.C.C.  10 
Rowe). 

We  are  yet  no  nearer  the  settlement  of  the  burial 
place  of  Sir  William  Harper,  but  all  things  considered, 
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I  am  inclined  to  the  belief  that  he  was  buried  at  St. 
Paul's,  Bedford,  for  testamentary  burials  were,  as  a 
rule,  scrupulously  carried  out,  and  were  not  lightly 
ignored.  Would  not  the  municipal  archives  of  Bedford 
— if  they  are  extant  for  the  year  1574 — afford  some 
clue?  The  minute  book  of  the  Corporation  for  that 
year  might  possibly  contain  some  reference  to  either  his 
death  or  burial.  And  of  his  place  of  birth  we  are 
left  in  ignorance ;  it  has,  I  know,  been  stated  that  his 
father's  name  was  William,  and  that  he  was  born  at 
Bedford,  but  I  have  never  seen  any  proofs  of  these 
statements.  Seeing  that  the  Thornes  were  eminent  and 
wealthy  citizens  and  merchants  of  Bristol,  as  may  be 
concluded  from  a  reference  to  their  Wills,  I  am  disposed 
to  think  that  Alice  Thorne,  Sir  William's  first  wife, 
was  well  dowered,  and  that  it  was  her  money  that  enabled 
him  to  found  the  Grammar  School,  and  possibly  a 
reference  to  the  Fine  levied  in  1596,  above  referred 
to,  might  throw  some  light  on  this  subject.  It  is  rather 
significant  that  a  William  Harper,  of  Bristol,  received 
two  legacies  of  ^10  each  under  the  Wills  of  Robert 
and  Nicholas  Thorne,  the  father  and  uncle  of  Alice 
Thorne.

P.S. — Since  writing  the  above  I  have  had  an 
opportunity  of  consulting  the  Visitation  of  London, 
1 568  (Harl.  Soc.  Pub.,  Vol.  I.,  p.  4),  and  find  that  this  is 
the  authority  for  the  names  of  Tomlinson  and  Harri- 
son, the  pedigree  stating  that  Sir  William  Harper 
married  Alice  Tomlinson,  widow  of  Richard  Harrison, 
of  Shropshire,  whose  arms  are  given  as: — Chequey  or 
and  az.  a  fess  arg.  fretty  gu.  bezante.  A  variant  of 
these  arms,  viz. : — Chequey  or  and  az.  a  fess  erm.  is 
assigned  by  Papworth  to  Calthrop. 
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EARLY   CHARTERS   OF  THE 
PRIORY  OF  CHICKSAND.

Little  material  for  the  early  history  of  Chicksand 
has  as  yet  been  published ;  indeed,  it  is  doubtful  whether 
much  is  extant.  With  the  greater  pleasure  I  lit  acci- 
dentally on  copies  of  twenty-one  early  charters  to  this 
House,  which  seem  to  have  escaped  notice.^  When 
pleading  in  1402-3  for  exemption  from  payment  to  a 
clerical  subsidy  on  the  ground  of  poverty,  the  Priory 
gave  a  list  of  its  property,  the  amount  at  which  it  was 
taxed,  and  the  history  of  its  acquisition;  under  the 
last  were  enrolled,  in  full,  copies  of  the  charters  of  the 
lands  concerned.  The  entry  is  a  long  one,  covering 
four  membranes  on  both  sides.  In  the  following  pages 
the  pleading  has  been  abstracted,  and  very  slightly  re- 
arranged. A  full  transcript  did  not  seem  to  be  neces- 
sary, since  the  roll  is  accessible  to  all  students  at  the 
Record  Office.  Two  charters  have  been  transcribed  in 
full,  and  one  given  with  slight  omissions,  on  account 
of  their  early  date,  and  of  the  importance  of  the 
grantors.  A  first  attempt  to  date  these  charters  has 
been  made,  but  several  can  only  satisfactorily  be  dated 
when  the  early  history  of  the  county  has  become  better 
known. 

When  the  Collectors  of  the  Tenth  and  half-Tenth

xxiii  dorso. 
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granted  by  the  clergy  of  the  province  of  Canterbury 
on  21  October,  4  Henry  iv.  [1402-3],  were  account- 
ing at  the  Exchequer,  special  mention  was  made  that 
nothing  should  be  exacted  from  the  benefices  of  poor 
nuns  and  hospitallars.  There  came  the  nuns  of  Chick- 
sand  by  their  attorney  Henry  Wybbe,  and  com- 
plained that  they  were  gravely  distressed  and  disquieted 
by  the  Collectors  of  the  Tenth  and  half-Tenth  afore- 
said, in  the  following  archdeaconries : —

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Then  follow  in  full  charters  by  which  the  above  possessions  were 
granted  to  the  Priory.  The  first  of  these,  given  by  Payn  de  Beauchamp  of 
Bedford,  and  the  Countess  Rohese,  his  wife,  widow  of  the  great  Geoffrey  de 
Mandeville,  has  been  already  printed  in  Dugdale's  Monasticon  Anglicanum, 
vj.  950;  and  is  Harl.  Charter  45,  I.,  7,  of  the  British  Museum;  it  can  be 
dated  as  between  1147  and  11 53;  and  the  Museum  copy  appears  to  be 
contemporary. 

The  second  charter,  by  William  de  Beauchamp  of  Bedford,  is  B.M. 
Harl.  Chart.  45,  I.,  18,  and  has  been  partly  printed  by  Dugdale  (reference  as 
above) ;  its  date  is  probably  between  1206-7,  when  William  succeeded  to  the 
Barony  of  Bedford,  and  1219,  about  which  year  he  married  his  second  wife, 
Idonea  Longespee.  The  B.M.  copy,  judged  by  the  handwriting,  is  late, 
probably  early  or  middle  xvth  century. 

The  transcripts  of  these  charters  in  the  Monasticon  are  a  little  faulty 
as  to  proper  names,  they  do  not  give  all  the  witnesses,  and  they  have  not  been 
there  translated.  For  these  reasons,  and  to  complete  the  set,  abstracts  of  them 
containing  all  proper  names,  are  here  set  out. 

Charter  I. — Payn  de  Beauchamp  and  his  wife 
the  Countess  Rohese  granted  to  the  Nuns  of  Chicksand  all 
the  lands  which  Richard  surnamed  Monachus  [le  Moyne, 
Monk]  and  Avenell  and  Warner  de  Hagnes  [Hawnes] 
held  with  the  church,  and  all  thereto  belonging ;  they 
had  satisfied  Richard  and  Avenell  and  Warner  by  giving 
them  lands  in  exchange.  They  gave  also  in  the  vill 
of  Hawnes  the  grange  and  forty  acres  which  they 
caused  to  be  assigned  to  them  by  Norman  priest  and 
Geoffrey  Lohar[eng]  with  several  witnesses,  as  they 
then  held  it;  and  Appley  Wood,  except  the  part  which 
Olave  priest  of  Hawnes  held,  and  their  own  demesne 
plantation  near  the  church.  And  the  half  virgate  which 
Lefstan  warder  of  the  plantation  held,  with  his  dwell- 
ing. And  Godric  carpenter  to  repair  the  buildings 
of  the  Nuns,  with  his  dwelHng  and  quarter  virgate. 
Also  the  church,  after  the  death  of  Philip  de  Broi. 
Besides  these,  the  mill  of  Wilitona  [Willington]  with  a 
half  virgate  and  dwelling.  In  the  vill  called  Cogopol 
[Cople]  twenty  acres  of  land  which  AdeHz  wife  of 
Wigan  gave  them  with  the  consent  of  her  sons  Ralf 
and  Walter.  In  the  vill  of  Camelton  [Campton]  three 
virgates  of  their  fee  which  Adeliz  wife  of  Walter  des 
Mareis  gave  them  with  the  consent  of  her  son  Hugh 
 for  the  love  of  God  and  of  the  Blessed  Vir- 
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gin  Mary  and  All  Saints,  and  for  the  souls  of  their 
fathers  and  mothers,  and  of  Simon  de  Beauchamp,  and 
of  all  their  kin  Witnesses:

Charter  III. — In  this,  Isabella  de  Brus,  for  the 
souls  of  Eufemia  her  daughter  and  all  her  antecessors 
and  successors,  made  a  grant,  for  the  sustenance  of  the 
infirm  of  both  sexes,  of  three  virgates  of  land  in 
Cunenton  [Conington,  co.

It  is  difficult  to  date  this  charter,  because  three  ladies  Isabella  married 
three  Roberts  de  Bruce,  and  extend  over  more  than  a  century.  I  incline  to 
think  that  this  was  the  earliest  of  the  three  :  Isabella,  natural  daughter  of 
William  the  Lion,  King  of  Scots,  who  married  Robert  de  Bruce  (IV.)  in 
1 183,  and  in  iigi  took  as  second  husband  Robert  de  Ros  (Chron.  Mailros) ; 
her  mother-in-law  was  called  Eufemia,  which  makes  it  more  likely  that  her 
daughter  should  be  so  named.  Conington  at  Domesday  was  land  of  the 
Countess  Judith,  and  presumably  passed  with  her  other  lands  to  the  Scottish 
Earls  of  Huntingdon ;  this  would  account  for  Isabella  being  able  to  deal  with 
it.    It  was  still  in  Bruce  hands  in  1316  (Feudal  Aids,  ii.  471.  473).

Robert  d'  Aubeny  died  in  1233  leaving  three  sisters  and  coheiresses; 
of  these  Joan  married  Geoffrey  de  Beauchamp,  Isabella  married  William  de 
Hocton  [Houghton],  and  Asceline  married  Ralf  de  St.  Amand ;  and  the  three 
husbands  are  found  to  be  charged  for  the  relief  on  their  wives'  lands  in  the 
Pipe  Rolls  of  1233-4,  and  1236-7,  etc.  Joan  died  about  1240-1,  when  Ralf  de 
St.  Amand  was  charged  for  relief  on  his  half  of  her  lands,  the  Sheriff 
accounting  for  the  other  half  (P.R.  85,  Beds.)  In  1241-2  an  assise  of  mort 
d'ancestor  was  brought  in  relation  to  this  very  grant,  from  which  it  appears 
that  Joan  made  it  to  the  Prior  of  Chicksand  five  days  before  her  death  (Curia 
Reg.  R.  123,  East.  26  Hen.  iii.,  m.  id.)  We  may,  therefore,  safely  date 
Charters  iv.  and  v.  as  about  1240. 


For  the  lands  in  Hargrave  they  produced  the

Geoffrey  fitz  Peter,  who  granted  this  charter,  was  fourth  Earl  of  Essex 
from  1199  to  1213.  But  it  can  be  dated  more  closely  by  the  attestation  of 
Roger  fitz  Alan,  who  was  Mayor  of  London  in  1212  and  1213;  it  belongs. 
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the  souls  of  my  father  and  mother  .  .  .  in  .  .  .  alms,  to 
buy  smocks  for  the  nuns  aforesaid,  all  the  land  with 
the  houses  .  .  .  which  I  had  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary 
of  Colechurch;  between  the  land  and  the  great  School 
of  the  Jews  which  was  of  Abraham  son  of  Raby  to- 
wards the  north,  and  twelve  shops  with  lofts  which  I 
gave  to  .  .  .  the  church  ...  of  Shuldham  towards  the 
south.

therefore,  to  one  of  these  two  years.  Of  the  other  city  worthies,  Serlo  Mercer 
was  Sheriff  in  1206,  Mayor  in  1214  and  from  1217  to  1221 ;  Henry  of  St. 
Alban  was  Sheriff  in  1206;  a  Ralph  Ashwye,  perhaps  the  same,  was  Sheriff 
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in  1234  and  1239,  and  Mayor  1241-1243;  Constantine  fitz  Alulf  was  Sheriff  in 
1 197  and  I2i2j  but  in  1222  he  raised  a  riot  against  the  Abbot  of  Westminster, 
and  was  sent  by  Hubert  de  Burgh,  the  Justiciar,  to  Fawkes  de  Breaute,  who 
hanged  him.  Conyhope  Lane,  where  was  the  Chapel  of  St.  Mary,  is  now 
Grocers'  Hall  Court.  (Kingsford's  edition  of  Stow's  Survey  of  London).  The 
great  "school"  of  the  Jews  was  probably  a  synagogue,  the  modern  Yiddish 
"  Shool,"  said  to  come  from  the  German  Schule,  carries  the  same  idea. 
Shuldham,  like  Chicksand,  was  a  Gilbertine  Priory.  Geoffrey  de  Buckland 
was  Dean  of  the  collegiate  church  of  St.  Martin-le-Grand.

Charter  X. — To  all  the  faithful  and  children  of 
Christ  both  present  and  future,  Geoffrey  Earl  of  Essex 
and  his  brothers  William  and  Robert  de  Mandeville, 
salvation  in  the  Lord !  Be  it  known  to  you  that  we 
have  given  and  securely  granted  in  perpetual  alms  to 
the  nuns  and  brethren  of  Chiksond  the  site  of  the 
grange  with  all  its  compass  which  the  aforesaid 
brethren  and  the  servants  of  the  aforesaid  nuns  have 
founded  in  the  territory  of  Chippinham,  of  the  gift  and 
assignment  of  our  mother,  the  Countess  Rohese.  And 
twelve  score  acres  of  arable  land  in  my  demesnes  of 
Chippinham,  namely  six  score  acres  of  arable  land  in 
the  field  which  lies  on  the  east  of  the  aforesaid  grange 
and  seven  acres  in  StanhuU,  and  whatever  I  had  in 
the  demesne  of  Sund'.  And  pasture  for  five  hundred 
sheep  with  their  yearling  lambs,  everywhere,  as  for  my 
own,  in  the  territory  of  the  manor  aforesaid.  And 
common  pasture  for  their  other  cattle,  and  common  in 
turbary,  and  the  meadow  assigned  to  them  by  the  gift 
of  the  aforesaid  Countess  Rohese.  And  every  liberty 
in  outgoings  and  incomings,  in  roads  and  paths,  in  fields 
meadows  pastures  and  marshes,  both  within  and  with- 
out the  vill.  And  these  gifts  and  grants  have  we  made 
to  them  free  and  quit,  and  released  from  all  temporal 
service  and  exaction,  for  the  salvation  of  us  and  my 
heirs  and  all  near  and  dear  to  me,  and  specially  for 
the  soul  of  our  father  and  the  souls  of  all  my  prede- 
cessors. And  these  presents  have  we  strengthened  by 
the  impress  and  witness  of  our  seal,  and  have  offered 
them  on  the  altar  of  Chicksond.  Witnesses  [not 
recorded.] 
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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  witnesses  to  this  very  early  charter  were 
not  recorded  in  the  King's  Remembrancer's  copy.  Geoffrey,  second  Earl  of 
Essex,  succeeded  his  father  between  1144  and  1147,  died  in  1166;  the 

charter  must  have  been  given  between  these  dates.  His  brother  William  suc- 
ceeded him ;  of  Robert,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  nothing  but  the  name  is  known. 
His  mother,  the  Countess  Rohese,  became  the  wife  of  Payn  de  Beauchamp 
(Charter  i.). 

As  to  their  lands  in  Stamphord  [Stanford,  co. 
Beds.],  Mullesworth  [Molesworth,  co.  Hunts.],  Meperte- 
shall  [Meppersall],  and  Swyneshed  [Swineshead,  then 
in  CO.  Hunts.],  the  nuns  produced  divers  writings: —

Till  the  family  de  Bueles  has  been  worked  out,  it  will  be  diflScult  to 
date  this  charter  exactly.  Henry  and  Simon  de  Bueles  and  Adam  son  of 
Drogo,  were  witnesses  to  Charter  ii.  above,  which  can  be  dated  approximately 
as  1206-19.  Auda  or  Alda,  wife  of  the  grantor,  was  daughter  of  Philippa  de 
Trailli  (Cur.  Reg.  R.  71,  3  and  4  Hen.  iii.,  m.  7),  and  of  Hugh  de  Beauchamp, 
first  baron  of  Eaton  [Socon] ;  in  1185,  she  was  aged  about  30,  had  lost  her 
first  husband  William  Maubanc,  and  had  had  her  marriage  portion  in  Roxton, 
a  manor  of  her  mother's  family.  (Rot.  Domin.,  ed.  Grimaldi,  p.  16).  For 
the  moment  one  may  place  this  charter  as  probably  of  1200-1210. 

Charter  XL — William  son  of  Walter  de  Lindescia 
for  the  salvation  of  himself,  his  father  and  mother,  and 
of  Walter  Lengleis  and  his  predecessors,  granted  eight 
score  acres  of  tillable  land  in  Mulleswrth,  and  ten  acres 
of  meadow,  and  common  pasture  both  on  the  demesne 
and  on  the  lands  of  his  men  for  twenty  score  sheep  and 
twenty-four  animals.    Witnesses: —

This  is  probably  of  about  the  same  date  as  the  last  charter. 

Charter  XII. — Robert  son  of  William  de  Meperte- 
sall  granted  "two  hundred  acres  of  land  and  fifteen  of 
arable  land";  and  all  the  meadow  between  the  meadow 
of  Everwyn  and  Farismede;  and  common  pasture  of 
the  whole  vill  wherever  he  himself  had  it ;  and  all  the  land 
which  William  Brito  held  of  him  ;  and  all  which  was  Bald- 
win's, which  Baldwin  and  Aschetil  de  Holwelle  and  his  wife 
Legardis  sold  to  the  nuns.  "  And  be  it  known  that  the  afore- 
said lands  belong  to  Bedfordshire, . .  and  lie  for  three  hides." 
He  confirmed  eleven  acres  of  the  gift  of  Adam  Tail- 
past,  and  eight  of  the  gift  of  Thomas,  and  eight  of  the 
gift  of  WilHam  son  of  Anulph.  And  he  was  pledged 
to  Robert,  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  that  he  and  his  heirs 
would  warrant  the  land,  and  the  Bishop  strengthened 
the  charter  by  his  seal.     Attested  by: —

Robert  son  of  William  of  Meppershall,  presented  the  advowson  of 
Meppershall  to  the  Priory  of  Lenton  in  the  reign  of  Henry  II.  (Cart.  Antiq. 
P.R.O.,  R.B.  34);  and  the  mention  of  Robert,  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  marks  this 
charter  as  not  later  than  1168,  when  Robert  Chesney  died.  Baldwin,  Arch- 
deacon of  Leicester,  is  not  mentioned  by  le  Neve's  Fasti.  Part  of  Meppershall 
was  formerly  reckoned  as  in  Herts.,  hence  the  statement  that  the  lands  thus 
granted  belonged  to  Bedfordshire. 

Charter  XIIL — Ralf  de  Swynesheued  and  Walter 
his  son  and  heir,  granted  the  Chapel  of  St.  John  de 
Swynesheued,  with  all  its  appurtenances  "  and  a  mill 
in  the  same  vill  on  the  water  which  is  called  Heile," 
and  common  of  his  wood  for  their  fire  and  for  hurdling, 
and  pasture  for  their  animals  everywhere  with  his  own. 
[No  witnesses.] 

As  to  their  possessions  in  Lathebury,  Wluerton 
[Wolverton],  and  Northampton,  the  nuns  exhibited  two 
other  writings. 

Charter  XIV. — Brother  N.,  Prior  of  St.  Leonard 
of  Clatercote  and  the  Canons  and  Lay  Brethren  there  of 
the  Order  of  Sempringham  nursing  the  sick  of  Clatercote, 
with  the  assent  of  their  sick  sisters  there  dwelling, 
granted  to  Chicksand  their  capital  mansion  in  the  vill 
of  Wlurinton  with  the  houses  built  there  and  all  the 
appurtenances.    Attested  by —

By  this  charter  one  House  of  Gilbertines  conveyed  part  of  its  property 
to  another  House  of  the  same  Order ;  it  is  of  value  as  giving  the  names  of  two 
Officers  and  five  Priors.  As  William,  Master  of  the  Order,  died  in  1261  and 
was  succeeded  by  Patrick,  Prior  of  Watton  (Rose  :  St.  Gilbert),  we 
may  call  it  a  charter  of  the  middle  of  the  xiiith  century. 


Charter  XV. — AHce  daughter  of  Geoffrey  Brien 
of  Gravenhurst  granted  a  rent  of  twenty-three  shillings 
and  fourpence,  of  which  Roger  de  Stockinge  was  bound 
to  pay  a  mark  for  a  tenement  in  Lathbury,  and  the 
Master  of  the  Hospital  of  St.  John  in  Northampton 
was  bound  to  pay  ten  shillings  for  land  at  Herton.

There  follows  a  general  confirmation-charter  of  Henry  II. ;  in  the 
completeness  of  this  we  can  get  the  less  that  no  cartulary  of  Chicksand  Priory 
seems  to  have  been  preserved.

Know  ye  that  I  have  granted  and  confirmed  by  my 
present  charter  all  the  gifts  alms  and  confirmations 
which  have  been  made  to  God  and  the  Blessed  Mary 
and  the  Nuns  of  Chicksand  and  their  Brethren,  clerk 
and  lay.  In  the  first  place  I  grant  and  confirm  to  them 
the  Abbey  of  Chicksand,  of  the  gift  of  Payn  de  Beau- 
champ  and  the  Countess  Roheise,  with  all  [the  gifts] 
which  were  [made]  in  the  same  territory  of  Chicksand, 
namely  those  of  Richard  [?  le  Moyne]  of  Avenel,  of 
Hugh  de  Barford,  and  of  Warin  de  Hawnes;  and  all 
the  land  in  the  same  territory  which  the  Monks  of  War- 
don  gave  them  in  exchange.  And  the  Chapel  of  Chick- 
sand, of  the  gift  of  Simon  son  of  Warin,  and  whatever 
the  same  Simon  and  William  his  brother  gave  and  con- 
firmed to  them  by  their  charters.  And  the  grange  of 
Hawnes,  of  the  gift  of  Payn  de  Beauchamp,  and  the 
church  of  the  same  vill,  and  the  wood  of  Appley,  and 
the  mill  of  Willington  with  their  appurtenances.  And 
all  the  land  which  was  of  Hugh,  son  of  Alan  in  the 
territory  of  Campton  with  all  appurtenances  to  the  said 
land,  of  the  gift  and  confirmation  of  the  same  Hugh 
and  of  Simon  de  Beauchamp  his  Lord.  And  the  grange 
of  Chippinham  with  all  its  appurtenances,  of  the  gift 
of  Countess  Roheise,  and  of  the  grant  and  confirma- 
tion of  Earl  William  de  Mandeville  her  son.  And 
whatever  Lucas  le  Poitevin  granted  and  confirmed  to 
them  in  the  territory  of  Chafle  [?].  And  the  grange  of 
Keysoe,  of  the  gift  of  Payn  de  Beauchamp  and  the 
Countess  Roheise,  and  all  the  lands  which  Roger  de 
Candos  and  Robert  Facilun  and  Nicholas  and  Wulfric 
and  Hugh  his  son  and  WilHam  Tuald  and  Payn 
Cousin,  and  William  Fortyn  and  Hugh  son  of  Ace 
and  [?]  Cadio  gave  to  the  aforesaid  Nuns  in  the  terri-

And  the  grange  of 
Meppersall,  with  all  which  Robert  son  of  William  my 
officer  gave,  and  confirmed  to  them  by  his  writings,  of 
my  Serjeantry  in  Meppersall,  in  lands  meadows  and 
pastures,  in  tofts  and  crofts,  in  roads  and  paths,  in 
wood  and  in  open.  And  whatever  Adam  Tailpast  and 
the  other  men  of  the  aforesaid  Robert  with  his  assent 
gave  to  them  and  confirmed  by  their  writings.  And 
whatever  William  Brito  son  of  Warin  granted  and  con- 
firmed to  them  in  Meppersall  and  in  Stondon.  And 
whatever  Robert  d'Aubeney  gave  to  them  and  confirmed 
by  his  writings  in  the  territories  of  Clophill  and  Cainhoe. 
And  whatever  Peverel  de  Maulden  granted  and  con- 
firmed to  them  in  the  territory  of  Maulden.  And  what- 
ever William  son  of  Robert  gave  to  them  and  confirmed 
by  his  writings  in  the  territory  of  Gravenhurst.  And 
all  the  gift  and  confirmation  which  Walter  de  Carun 
made  to  them  in  lands  and  houses,  in  meadows  and 
pastures.  And  whatever  Ralf  de  Swineshead  and 
Walter  his  son  gave  to  them  and  confirmed  by  their 
charters,  with  the  Chapel  of  St.  John  and  its  appur- 
tenances in  the  territory  of  Swineshead.  And  whatever 
Aubrey  Forester  gave  and  confirmed  to  them  in  Whittle- 
bury  [co.  Northants.]  and  pasture  for  their  mares  in 
Whittle  wood.     And  the  grange  of  Hargrave,  with  all 
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Serlo  et  ceteri  homines  eis  dederunt  in  Bedford'.

Hunts.],  and  whatever  WiUiam  de 
Lindsey  and  Walter,  his  brother,  gave  to  them  and 
confirmed  by  their  charters  in  the  territory  of  Moles- 
worth.  And  whatever  William  de  Clopton  gave  to  them 
and  confirmed  by  his  charters  in  the  territory  of  Clop- 
ton [?  Northants.]  And  all  the  lands  and  rents  which 
Serlo  and  the  rest  gave  to  them  in  Bedford.  All  these 
things  therefore  and  whatever  else  they  have  of  the 
gift  of  their  advocates  or  other  faithful  men,  whether 
by  purchase  or  by  gift,  as  their  charters  or  deeds  do 
witness,  I  confirm  and  strengthen  unto  them  in  per- 
petual alms.  This  House  of  Chicksand  also  and  its 
Prior  and  Canons  and  Nuns  and  Brethren  and  men 
and  property  and  all  its  goods  have  I  taken  into  my 
own  hand  and  ward  and  protection  for  defence,  as  my 
demesne  and  special  alms.  Wherefore  I  will  and  I  firmly 
ordain  that  they  hold  all  their  tenements  men  and  goods 
well  and  peacefully,  freely  and  quietly,  wholly  and  fully 
and  honestly,  in  wood  and  open,  forest  and  marsh, 
mead  and  pasture,  water  and  fishery,  mill  and  pond, 
toft  and  croft,  road  and  path,  in  city  and  burgh,  fair 
and  market  whosesoever  they  be,  in  transit  of  bridges  and 
sea-ports  and  in  all  places,  Free  quit  and  absolved  of 
toll  portage  passage  and  stallage,  of  danegeld  and 
all  gelds  and  aids,  of  wapentakes  hundreds  trithings 
shires  and  tenmentale,  of  murders  scutages  assises 
and  summons,  of  hidages  wards  tallages  and  frank- 
pledges, of  all  pleas  fines  suits  and  forfeitures,  of 
levies  and  of  works  on  castles  bridges  and  parks,  of 
sumpterage  and  dues  and  of  all  customs,  and  of  all  earthly 
service  and  secular  demand,  with  sake  and  soke  and 
toll  and  theam  and  infangthief.  I  forbid  also  that  any 
person  great  or  small  dare  within  [the  boundaries  of] 
their  alms  to  seize  a  man,  to  bind  beat  slay  or  shed 
blood,  or  to  do  rapine  or  any  violence;  or  that  any 
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fratres  de  tenementis  uel  de  possessionibus  uel  de  rebus 
suis  aliquid  clamauerit  siue  eos  in  aliquo  uexare  uel 
in  placitum  ponere  uoluerit  prohibeo  ne  pro  aliquo 
respondeant  nec  in  placitum  intrent  nisi  coram  me  nec 
aliquis  eos  placitare  facial  nisi  coram  me.

This  interesting  early  charter  was  probably  granted  soon  after  the 
foundation  of  the  Priory.  It  cannot  be  earlier  than  1163,  the  date  of  appoint- 
ment of  Gilbert  Foliot  to  the  Bishopric  of  London;  nor  later  than  1179,  the 
date  of  the  death  of  Richard  de  Lucy.    On  this  follows  : —

Note  on  Charter  XIII. — "  The  Heile."— Mr.  Chambers  has  called  my 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  water  from  Swineshead  joins  the  so-called  river 
Kym,  and  runs  down  to  "  Hail "  Weston,  and  "  Hail  "  Bridge.  This  strongly 
suggests  that  the  old  name  of  the  river  was  the  Heile. 


NOTES   ON  TWO  TRADES.

i.  STRAWPLAITING. 

"The  Life  of  George  Borrow,"  by  Mr.  Herbert 
Jenkins  (1912),  contains,  on  page  11,  a  description  of 
the  extensive  prison  erected  by  the  English  Govern- 
ment, in  1796,  at  Norman  Cross,  in  Huntingdonshire, 
covering  forty  acres  of  ground,  in  which  to  confine 
some  six  thousand  of  the  prisoners  made  during  the 
Napoleonic  wars.  There,  for  fifteen  months,  George 
Borrow's  father.  Captain  Borrow,  and  his  regiment, 
remained  in  charge  of  the  prisoners  on  "prison  duty 
and  straw-plait  destroying."  In  a  note  on  page  13 
we  read :  "  The  prisoners  occupied  much  of  their  time 
in  straw-plait  making;  but  the  quality  of  their  work 
was  so  much  superior  to  that  of  the  English  that  it 
was  forbidden,  and  consequently  destroyed  when 
found. " 

In  "  Lavengro,"  chapter  iv.,  George  Borrow  re- 
fers to  his  experiences  as  a  boy  at  Norman  Cross, 
and  to  the  ruthless  inroads,  called  in  the  slang  of  the 
place  straw-plait  hunts,  when  in  pursuit  of  a  contra- 
band article  which  the  prisoners,  in  order  to  procure 
themselves  a  few  of  the  necessaries  and  comforts  of 
existence,  were  in  the  habit  of  making,  red-coated  bat- 
talions were  marched  into  the  prisons,  and  at  the 
bayonet's  point  seized  the  straw-plait  and  carried  it  off 
to  be  cast  on  the  "  accursed  bonfire  and  burnt  beneath 
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the  view  of  the  glaring  eyeballs  of  the  despairing 
prisoners." 

There  is  a  tradition  in  Luton  that  the  Luton 
straw  hat  manufacturers  and  plait-dealers  used  to  visit 
Norman  Cross  for  the  purpose  of  doing  business  with 
the  prisoners.  Mr.  John  C.  Kershaw  commissioned 
Mr.  Arthur  C.  Cooke  to  paint  a  picture  representing 
Luton  manufacturers  purchasing  plait  of  the  French 
prisoners.  The  picture  was  presented  to  the  town  by 
Mr.  Kershaw,  and  it  hangs  in  the  Public  Library. 

I  should  be  glad  of  any  information  as  to  the 
truth  or  otherwise  of  the  Luton  tradition. 

About  1840  the  late  Mr.  Edward  Chilwell  Wil- 
liamson (Lawyer  Williamson)  gave  my  mother  a  lady's 
fancy  work  box,  covered  both  inside  and  out  with 
varicoloured  split-straws  depicting  houses,  trees, 
animals,  etc.  The  box  had  been  purchased  by  Mr. 
Williamson  of  the  prisoners  at  Norman  Cross  early  in 
the  century. 

In  the  Victoria  History  of  Bedfordshire  we  are 
told  that  letters  of  denization  were  granted  to  Martin 
Johnson,  "a  strawen  hatmaker,  otherwise  splyter  hat- 
maker,"  in  the  year  1530.  (Page:  Denization  and 
Naturalization,  Huguenot  Soc.  viii.,  136.) 

In  the  Hist.  M.S.S.  of  the  Earl  of  Verulam  (p.  11), 
edited  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Hardy,  F.S.A.,  at  the  foot  of  a 
petition  of  Edward  Grimston  to  Henry  VI.  about  the 
year  145 1,  is  a  representation  of  Grimston's  "seal  of 
his  arms  enclosed  in  a  straw-plait  ring."  If  Grimston's 
seal  is  correctly  described,  the  art  of  straw-plaiting  in 
England  may  have  been  known  as  early  as  145 1. 

In  1689,  in  a  petition  presented  to  the  House  of 
Lords  against  the  passing  of  a  Woollen  Manufacture 
Wearing  Bill  (afterwards  rejected),  it  was  estimated 
that  if  a  clause  in  the  Bill  enjoining  the  wearing  of 
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woollen  caps  were  to  take  effect,  "over  one  thousand 
families,  including  14,000  persons  "  (sic)  in  Luton,  Dun- 
stable, and  other  neighbouring  towns,  would  be  thrown 
out  of  employment. — (Hist.  M.S.S.  Com.  Rep.  xii.,  App. 
pt.  vi.,  264.) 

I  shall  be  glad  of  any  references  to  the  antiquity 
of  this  art  in  England. 


ii.  BRICKMAKING. 

Someries  Castle,  situate  on  the  Luton  Hoo  estate, 
about  two  miles  from  Luton,  is  a  remarkably  beautiful 
piece  of  fifteenth  century  brickwork.  It  was  erected, 
but  left  unfinished,  by  Sir  John  Wenlock,  who  died  in 
1472.  I  have  heard  it  said  that  the  bricks  were 
not  made  here,  but  imported.  Will  some  of  our 
antiquaries  enlighten  me  as  to  when  brickmaking  was 
re-introduced  into  this  part  of  the  country,  and  tell 
me  of  any  authenticated  specimens  of  fifteenth  century 
local  brickwork? 

Up  to  1850  there  was  a  duty  on  the  manufacture 
of  bricks  in  England.  Will  anyone  tell  me  when  the 
duty  was  first  imposed? 


ROLL  OF  THE  JUSTICES  IN  EYRE 


AT  BEDFORD,  1202. 

BY  G.   HERBERT  FOWLER. 

INTRODUCTION. 

No  records  throw  more  light  on  the  early  history 
of  places,  families,  customs,  and  institutions  than  pro- 
ceedings in  a  court  of  law.  For  this  reason  one  can- 
not lay  a  surer  foundation  for  local  history  than  by  the 
printing  of  local  pleas :  notably  of  such  pleas  as  are 
not  likely  to  be  printed  elsewhere,  owing  precisely  to 
that  local,  and  therefore  restricted,  interest  which  gives 
them  their  greatest  value  as  county  history.  We  are 
fortunate  in  that  one  of  the  earliest  known  Eyre 
Rolls,^  records  the  pleas  taken  at  Bedford  in  the  fourth 
year  of  King  John. 

In  the  earlier  legal  system  of  post-conquest  Eng- 
land, petty  cases  were  tried  and  settled  at  the  Courts 
which  were  held  on  nearly  every  Manor.  More  serious 
cases  were  taken  at  the  Court  of  the  Hundred  or  at 
the  Shire  (County)  Court.  From  these,  the  case,  if 
involving  a  plea  of  the  Crown  or  of  the  Realm,  could 
be  taken  before  the  Curia  Regis  (King's  Court),  and 
heard  by  the  King  in  Council,  either  at  Westminster 
or  on  his  frequent  journeys  through  the  realm.  Irregu- 
larities in  the  conduct  of  the  local  courts,  and  increas- 
ing amount  of  legal  business,    led    that   great  law- 

I.  P.R.O.  Assize  Roll,  i. 
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reformer,  Henry  the  Second,  to  institute  Justices  in 
Eyre  (in  Itinere,  or  on  Journey),  who  should  traverse 
the  kingdom  on  circuit.  It  is  the  record  of  their  visit 
to  Bedford  in  Michaelmas  Term,  1202,  from  which  we 
print  now  the  entries  relating  to  Bedfordshire. 

The  Justices  on  this  Eyre  were  Simon  de  Pate- 
shull,  Eustace  de  Falconberg,  Richard  Malebisse, 
Henry  de  Northampton,  and  Alexander  de  Pointon. 
They  seem  to  have  begun  their  work  at  Lincoln^  in 
June,  and  to  have  sat  at  Leicester,  Coventry,  and 
Northampton,^  before  reaching  Bedford ;  here  they  first 
sat  three  weeks  after  Michaelmas  (Oct.  20). 

The  editor  would  have  liked  to  print  those  cases  in 
the  Roll  which  had  been  carried  forward  from  the  other 
counties,  but  they  would  have  borne  too  heavily  on 
the  exchequer  of  the  B.H.R.S.  He  will,  however,  be 
happy  to  lend  the  photographs,  from  which  he  largely 
worked,  to  anyone  who  will  undertake  to  print  the 
pleas  for  these  counties ;  their  positions  in  the  roll  are 
shown  in  the  Index. 

After  sitting  at  Bedford,  the  Justices  were  to  hold 
an  Eyre  at  Dunstable ;  the  Roll  of  this  has  disap- 
peared; but  the  Eyre  is  vouched  for  by  the  Final 
Concords  made  thereat.^  They  were  then  to  proceed 
to  Westminster,  as  one  may  gather  from  the  postponed 
cases.  The  last  Eyre  of  Bedfordshire  before  this  seems 
to  have  been  in  1 197-8;  there  was  one  also  in  1195.* 

At  this  date  the  Justices  dealt — (a)  with  civil 
pleadings,  which  would  otherwise  have  been  taken  be- 
fore the  Curia  Regis  at  Westminster  or  elsewhere; 
these  form  Part  II.  of  our  roll;  and  Part  I.,  consisting 
of  excuses  for  non-attendance  at  the  Court,  appoint- 
ments of  attorneys,  etc.,  relates  to  similar  cases;  (b)

PART  I.— ESSOINS. 

The  first  membrane  of  the  roll  is  occupied  with 
Essoins;  that  is,  with  excuses  of  one  party,  generally 
the  defendant,  for  non-appearance  in  Court,  made  by 
someone  representing  him.  One  who  excused  himself 
on  the  ground  of  "  sick-bed  "  might  perhaps  put  off  his 
appearance  for  a  year  and  a  day,  provided  that  he 
convinced  four  men,  sent  for  the  purpose,  that  his  sick- 
ness was  real;  but  in  some  forms  of  action,  for 
example  in  "novel  disseisin"  (note  28),  only  a  brief 
respite  was  allowed.  To  many  of  the  essoins  are  ap- 
pended hasty  and  ill-written  notes,  evidently  made  by 
the  Clerk  in  Court,  appointing  a  day  for  the  case. 
These  notes  generally  run  after  this  sort: — 

Die  dominica  post  festum  omnium  sanctorum 
apud  Dunestapr  Affidatum^   Idem  dies  datus  est 
omnibus  recognitoribus. 

On  Sunday,  after  the  Feast  of  All  Saints,  at 
Dunstable.  Undertaken.  The  same  day  is  set  for 
all  recognitors. 

In  the  text  below,  these  notes  have  been  enclosed  in 
round  brackets  (  ) ;  when  they  are  merely  of  the  type 
given  above,  they  are  printed  as  (at  Dunstable  [etc.]) 
In  a  few  cases,  the  suits  were  transferred  to  West- 
minster, for  the  morrow  of  St.  Martin. 

I.  The  contraction  "Aff."  has  here  been  expanded  as  "  Affidatum,'* 
and  translated  as  "Undertaken";  on  the  day  being  given  for  hearing,  the 
essoiner  undertook  to  produce  his  principal  "to  warrant  his  statement  and 
essoin," 
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The  Essoins  are  generally  cast  in  the  following 
form :    "  A.  B.  [excuses  himself]  against  C.  D.,  on  a  plea 

of  by  E.  F.  [the  essoiner  who  presents  the 

excuse.]  [Hearing  appointed]  at  ...  on  ...  .  Under- 
taken."^ 

The  same  day  is  set  for  the  attendance  of  the 
recognitors^  or  jurors.  In  these  recognitors,  who  de- 
clared their  belief  (recognouerunt),  we  have  the  germ 
(but  nothing  more)  of  our  modern  jury.  They  were 
twelve  neighbours,  supposed  to  know  the  facts  of  the 
case,  "through  whom  the  truth  of  the  matter  may  best 
be  known  " ;  they  had  been  summoned  at  least  a  fort- 
night beforehand  by  a  writ  of  the  Sheriff,  which  set 
out  the  point  at  issue ;  they  come  into  Court,  therefore, 
as  witnesses  who  give  a  judgment. 

The  excuses  here  offered  for  non-attendance  in 
Court  are  mentioned  in  only  a  few  cases;  they  are 
"  sick-bed  "  (malo  lecti) ;  "  ill  on  travel  "  (malo  ueniendi, 
meaning  that  the  party  has  started  for  the  Court  but 
has  been  prevented ;  and  being  "  beyond  the  seas " 
(ultra  mare). 

While  the  form  of  action  is  in  some  cases  specified, 
and  the  assise  of  mort  d'ancestor  (note  25),  is,  as  usual, 
prominent,  more  than  half  the  entries  in  this  part 
appear  vaguely  as  "  pleas  of  assise  "  or  "  pleas  of  land." 
It  does  not  seem,  therefore,  to  be  right  to  add  them 
to  the  analysis  of  Part  II.,  in  which  the  cases  are  as 
a  rule  more  definitively  described,  though  even  there  a 
few  are  equally  indeterminate.  The  following  actions

PART  II.— COMMON  PLEAS. 

The  form  of  action  is  generally  clearly  stated.  In 
the  table  below  have  been  included  the  settlements  of 
unspecified  suits  by  the  parties  (licencia  concordandi), 
but  not  the  mere  appointments  of  an  attorney.  It 
would  not  be  fair  to  add  to  these  figures  the  suits 
transferred  from  other  counties,  as  some  forms  of 
action  may  be  more  likely  to  be  postponed  than  others. 

It  is  obvious  that  questions  of  inheritance  pre- 
sented the  greatest  difficulty,  as  evinced  by  the  pre- 
ponderance of  assises  of  mort  d'ancestor.  The 
troublous  times  which  preceded  John's  accession  to  the 
throne  would  have  produced  without  doubt  a  larger 
crop  of  assises  of  novel  disseisin,  had  not  a  limit  been 
set  to  the  period  within  which  this  action  for  prompt 
redress  could  be  brought  (note  28  below).  How  smoothly 
the  manorial  system  worked  on  the  whole  is  shown  by 
the  fact  that  only  two  actions  concerning  customs  and 
services  reached  the  Justices  Itinerant.

The  litigants  in  most  of  the  pleas  seem  to  have 
belonged  to  the  classes  either  of  free  tenants  or  of 
tenants  at  will — or  at  least  the  pleas  referred  to  their 
holdings.  In  some  suits  a  more  important  family, 
such  as  that  of  de  Beauchamp  or  de  Holwell,  is  con- 
cerned. But  the  mere  acreage  of  the  land  at  stake 
shows  that  a  large  number  of  the  parties  were  either 
virgators  or  half-virgators,  that  is  to  say,  holders  of 
the  typical  30  or  15  acres  which  the  Hundred  Rolls 
for  Bedfordshire  show  to  have  been  the  standard  hold- 
ings in  the  county,  for  free  tenants  as  well  as  for 
customary  tenants  or  villans.  On  villans  our  Roll  is 
all  but  silent^;  cases  affecting  them  would  rarely  reach 
the  Justices,  but  would  be  dealt  with  in  the  Manor 
Courts. 

The  following  analysis  treats  of  the  pleadings  in 
Part  II.,  and  shows  the  amount  of  land  at  stake  in  the 
various  cases ;  pleas  regarding  messuages  and  rents  are 
not  included: —

But  while  20  out  of  49  suits  dealt  with  virgates 
or  half  virgates,  it  is  important  to  note  to  what  an 
extent  these  typical  holdings  had  been  broken  up  into 
smaller  lots  on  the  one  hand,  and  aggregated  into 
larger  holdings  on  the  other.  In  an  interesting  and 
suggestive  work  on  the  "Agrarian  Problem  in  the  Six- 
teenth Century,"  Mr.  R.  H.  Tawney  has  recently 
brought  forward  sufficient  evidence  to  show  that  the 
manorial  land-system  was  really  far  more  elastic  than 
was  formerly  supposed  to  be  the  case,  and  that  it  ad- 
mitted of  a  good  deal  of  traffic  in  land  from  one  free 
tenant  to  another.  But  while  his  earliest  instances  are 
mostly  taken  from  the  xivth  century,  our  suits  carry 
the  process  back  to  the  beginning  of  the  xiijth  century, 
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to  not  much  more  than  a  century  after  Domesday  Book. 
And  the  data  are  the  more  interesting,  because  (so  far 
as  we  have  record)  there  had  been  no  universal 
calamity,  such  as  the  Famine  of  1316,  or  the  Black 
Death  of  1349,  to  throw  land  vacant  in  large  quantity. 

As  to  the  method  by  which  the  typical  holding 
was  broken  down — while,  no  doubt,  ill-luck  or  ill- 
management  might  drive  a  free  tenant  to  part  with 
some  or  all  of  his  holding — the  main  cause  is  probably 
to  be  sought  in  the  dowry  of  daughters  and  similar 
family  arrangements;  or,  as  in  No.  139,  where  a  dis- 
pute is  settled  by  the  parties  halving  the  land  at  stake. 
Again,  cases  such  as  Nos.  132,  133,  134,  which  relate 
to  the  division  of  their  patrimony  between  four  sisters, 
show  the  principle  at  work. 

The  three  cases  just  cited  raise  another  point: 
when  these  sisters  married,  their  shares  of  land  went 
in  the  normal  course  to  their  husband's  children;  and 
the  husband's  family  often  belonged  to  another  side  of 
the  county.  Accordingly  it  is  not  rare  to  find  free 
tenants  holding  in  two,  three,  or  even  more  manors. 
When,  therefore,  a  suit  is  brought  for  a  quarter  vir- 
gate,  or  a  man  appears  on  a  Court  Roll  as  holding 
only  four  or  five  acres,  it  is  not  safe  to  take  for  granted 
that  this  land  formed  the  whole  of  a  man's  livelihood, 
and  to  argue  therefrom;  this  point  seems  to  have  been 
rather  overlooked  by  Mr.  Tawney,  important  as  it  is 
for  economic  deductions. 

As  to  the  methods  by  which  larger  holdings  were 
built  up,  no  doubt  purchase  was  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant ;  the  early  charters  of  Aspley  Guise,  Salford, 
and  Holcote,  preserved  among  the  Archives  of  All 
Souls'  College,  show  small  parcels  of  land  constantly 
passing  from  hand  to  hand,  sometimes  by  lease,  some- 
times apparently  by  actual  purchase.  As  long  as  the 
Lord  of  the  Manor  received  his  rent  or  services  from 
a  free  tenant,  the  tenant's  personality  did  not  concern 
him.     But  besides  this  method  of  acquiring  land,  the 
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marriage  of  heiresses  must  have  been  as  effective, 
comparatively,  in  building  up  small  estates  among  free 
tenants,  as  it  was  among  manorial  lords  and  barons  on 
a  larger  scale.  In  No.  136  land  is  given  in  liquidation 
of  a  debt. 

Such  cases  as  71,  72,  82,  seem  to  illustrate  the 
extent  to  which  sub-letting  (?  of  parts  of  the  demesne) 
was  already  practised.  In  case  85  sub-letting  is  even 
more  prominent:  Mary  de  Trailly  holds  the  land,  pre- 
sumably in  chief  of  the  King  or  of  the  Barony  of 
Trailly;  William,  son  of  Jordan,  is  her  tenant  at  will; 
he  has,  in  his  turn,  sublet  to  Jordan  de  Fonte,  against 
whom  Richard,  son  of  Roger,  apparently  claims  the 
lease  in  virtue  of  its  having  been  held  by  his  father. 

As  regards  another  point  of  interest,  early  en- 
closures of  common  lands,  we  do  not  get  much 
information,  but  there  are  one  or  two  examples  in  the 
Roll.  Under  the  term  "  enclosure  "  are  commonly  con- 
fused two  quite  separate  operations:  (a)  the  essarting 
or  taking  into  cultivation  of  waste  land ;  (b)  the  actual 
enclosure  of  arable  or  pasture  by  a  dyke  with  fence  or 
hedge,  the  formation  of  a  "close."  Either  of  these 
might  (or  might  not)  result  in  a  diminution  of  common 
grazing  ground.  Later  enclosures  were  often  made  for 
the  conversion  of  arable  into  pasture.  Both  essarting 
and  enclosure  figure  among  our  cases.  In  No.  70  wood 
in  Harrold  has  been  essarted,  where  there  used  to  be 
common  (of  pasture  or  pannage) ;  and  further,  certain 
land  has  been  separately  enclosed  by  a  dyke  (probably 
surmounted  by  a  fence).  In  No.  86  an  essart  has  been 
granted  by  charter  to  be  held  by  certain  services;  this 
confirms  a  surmise  of  Mr.  Tawney,  that  essarted  land 
was  sometimes  granted  by  the  Lord,  not  retained  in 
demesne,  but  held  by  services,  and  thus  indistinguish- 
able later  from  older  lands.  No.  140  seems  to  yield 
another  instance  of  enclosure  by  a  dyke.  The  final 
settlement  of  No.  125  shows  the  commoner's  rights 
being  bought  out.    (See  Note  88).

For  these  cases  the  Justices  have  before  them  all 
men  who  owed  suit  at  the  County  Court ;  they  have 
a  Jury  of  twelve  men  from  each  Hundred  and 
Borough  and  some  vills;  they  have  the  Sheriff  and 
the  Coroner,  who  bring  their  Rolls  in  evidence.  The 
machinery  for  arriving  at  judgment  was  complete,  that 
for  its  execution  woefully  inadequate.  Few  murderers 
were  caught,  fewer  hanged  (in  this  Roll  none). 

The  Roll  consists  of  six  membranes,  or  skins  of 
parchment;  four  of  these  are  inscribed  both  on  front 
and  back.  The  handwriting  is  small,  and  rather  un- 
usually difficult  to  read;  the  words  are  much  con- 
tracted; some  of  it  seems  to  have  been  written  hastily 
in  Court.  The  letters  a,  e,  o,  are  often  indistinguishable, 
as  are  also  c  and  e.  The  transcription  has  been  car- 
ried out  on  the  lines  adopted  by  the  Society  (p.  vii). 
The  use  of  capital  letters  and  stops  in  the  original 
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manuscript  has  not  been  followed ;  capitals  have  been 
used  to  break  the  entries  into  sentences.  The  marginal 
Bedef  (Bedfordshire)  prefixed  to  each  entry  for  the  county, 
has  been  omitted.  The  consecutive  numbering  of  the 
entries,  and  the  headings  of  the  three  parts,  are  not 
in  the  manuscript. 

In  translation  of  such  a  document,  it  is  practically 
impossible  to  avoid  entirely  the  use  of  legal  technical 
terms.  They  summarise  in  one  or  two  words  what 
could  only  be  expressed  in  daily  English  by  a  long 
paraphrase ;  this  paraphrase  would  often  give  rise  to 
conceptions  legally  erroneous ;  and  their  bare  transla- 
tion would  require  as  much  explanation  as  the  original 
terms ;  for  example,  "  recent  dispossession "  is  no 
clearer  than  "novel  disseisin."  But  all  such  phrases 
have  been  briefly  explained,  generally  as  notes  to  an 
actual  case,  and  a  reference  to  the  explanation  will  be 
found  in  the  index. 

The  following  entries  have  been  already  printed 
elsewhere;  Nos.  70,  88,  91,  no,  135,  141  in  Baildon's 
Select  Civil  Pleas,  Selden  Soc,  iii. ;  and  Nos.  201- 
211,  230,  250,  261,  262,  in  Maitland's  Select  Pleas  of 
the  Crown,  Selden  Soc,  i.  Eleven  are  more  or  less 
incorrectly  reproduced  in  Abbreviatio  Placitorum  (Rec. 
Com.),  p.  36. 

Lastly,  the  editor  has  the  pleasant  task  of 
acknowledging  gratefully  the  help  which  he  has  re- 
ceived, both  from  Mr.  C.  H.  Jenkinson,  of  the  Public 
Record  Office,  in  deciphering  the  Roll,  and  from  Mr. 
G.  J.  Turner,  on  points  of  ancient  law.  For  any 
mistakes,  the  editor  alone  is  responsible.  For  general 
reference  he  has  relied  on  Pollock  and  Maitland's  "  His- 
tory of  English  Law  before  the  Time  of  Edward  L,"  and 
has  not  hesitated  to  borrow  often  their  actual  words.  For 
a  layman  and  no  "clerk,"  this  is  often  the  safest  course.

20.  It  will  be  noticed  that  some  cases  begin  "  A  Jury 
comes  to  declare,"  others  "  An  Assise  comes  to  declare." 
In  the  Petty  Assises  (of  which  we  shall  see  many,  such  as 
mort  d'ancestor,  novel  disseisin),  the  Assise,  generally  of 
twelve  men,  was  summoned  by  the  original  writ;  it  was 
summoned  at  the  same  time  that  the  defendant  was  sum- 
moned, and  before  his  story  was  heard ;  it  had,  as  a  rule, 
merely  to  answer  a  simple  Yes  or  No  to  the  question  set 
out  in  the  writ.  The  Jury,  or  the  other  hand,  was  not 
summoned  till  the  litigants  agreed  to  "  put  themselves  on 
the  country,"  or  "  on  a  jury  " ;  that  is,  to  take  the  testi- 
mony of  the  neighbours  on  some  question  of  disputed 
fact  Thus,  in  No.  68,  a  question  of  warranty  is  raised 
during  the  assise,  and  the  trial  at  Dunstable  will  be 
before  a  jury;  in  No.  77  "the  assise  is  turned  into  a 
jury  "  on  the  spot. — Gradually  the  old  assise  of  twelve 
was  discontinued,  and  we  find  instead  only  the  jury  of 
twelve,  who  weighed  the  evidence  and  gave  a  verdict.

[PART  II.    COMMON  PLEAS.] 

58.  A  Jury^^  comes  to  declare  whether  Henry  father 
of  Hugh  of  Sandy  gave  a  moiety  of  [the  presentation 
to]  the  Church  of  CHfton  to  Engerram  the  parson, 
brother  of  the  same  Henry,  by  reason  of  the  guardian- 
ship which  he  held  of  Olimpias  mother  of  Robert  de 
Sutton,  or  as  of  his  own  proper  right.  The  jurors  say 
that  he  gave  it  in  that  manner.  And  then  comes  Hugh, 
and  says  that  that  finding  ought  not  to  be  opposed^^  to 
him,  because  he  so  wrought  with  Robert,  who  claims  that 
advowson,  that  the  land  on  which  the  said  Church  is 
situate  should  remain  to  him  [Hugh]  by  final  concord^^ 
made  in  the  court  of  the  lord  king;  so  that  that  land 
is  now  my  inheritance;  and  he  produces  a  deed  which 
witnesses  to  the  concord  made  between  them.  And  because 


An  apparently  earlier  stage  in  this  suit  has  been 
assigned  in  Abbrev.  Placit.  67b,  to  the  eleventh  year  of 
John,  but  Mr.  Cyril  Flower  informs  me  that  the  date 
of  the  entry  is  really  Michaelmas  Term,  2  John  (Cur.  Reg.

23.  Seisin  (a  subject  to  which  a  History  of  Eng- 
lish Law  devotes  fifty  pages)  is  mere  "  possession " ; 
both  terms  imply  a  "  sitting  on  "  the  land.  Not  neces- 
sarily ownership,  because  a  free  tenant,  a  tenant  for 
life,  or  even  an  intruder,  could  be  "  seised "  of  land 
which  they  did  not  own ;  a  tenant  at  will  or  for  a  term 
of  years,  or  a  tenant  in  villanage,  was  not  "seised"  of 
his  tenement. 

24.  In  mercy:  that  is,  at  the  mercy  of  the  Court  to 
inflict  a  larger  or  smaller  fine ;  later  the  word  was  used 
for  the  fine  or  amercement  itself. 

25.  This  may  also  have  been  a  friendly  suit,  to 
prevent  the  guardian  of  a  minor  from  making  a  permanent 
claim  to  his  ward's  lands.  But  it  is  cast  in  the  form  of 
an  assise  of  mort  d'ancestor.  This  assise  of  "death  of 
predecessor  "  (not  necessarily  "  ancestor  "  in  the  present- 
day  sense)  was  instituted  by  Henry  II.  about  1176. 
Its  principle  was  that  if  a  man  died  in  possession  of  a 
tenement,  and  was  not  holding  it  merely  as  tenant  for 
life,  his  heir  was  entitled  to  obtain  possession  of  the 
tenement  as  against  any  and  every  other  person,  even 
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each  of  them  put  himself  on  the  jury  of  his  own  free  will, 
it  is  considered  that  Robert  may  have  his  seisin^^ 
thereon,  and  Hugh  be  in  mercy.^^ 

(On  the  morrow  of  St.  Martin,  and  Hugh  put  in 
his  place  [as  attorney]  Reginald  Bacun). 

59.  An  Assise^^  comes  to  declare  if  WiUiam  brother 
of  Geoffrey  was  seised  in  his  demesne  as  of  fee^^  of 
half  a  virgate^^  of  land  with  appurtenances  in  Sharn- 
brook  on  the  day  that  he  died,  etc.,  which  land  John 
de  Stanbridge  and  Peter  Lodoreng  [Lorraine]  hold.  And 
John  comes  and  says  that  he  claims  nothing  except  guar- 
dianship through  the  same  Peter,  and  Peter  admitted 
that  land  to  be  the  right  of  the  aforesaid  Geoffrey  and 
rendered  it  to  him. 

60.  An  Assise"^  comes  to  declare  if  Etelin  of  Gol- 


if  the  latter  had  a  better  title  to  it  than  the  dead  man. 
The  question  of  right  of  ownership  would  have  to  be 
settled  by  a  different  action  ;  by  a  "  proprietary  "  action, 
while  this  was  only  a  "  possessory "  action. 

26.  Seised  in  his  demesne  as  of  fee  " — that  is,  pos- 
sessed of  the  land  not  as  a  life  tenant,  nor  as  "  tenant  by 
courtesy"  (note  31  below),  or  by  other  temporary  means, 
but  really  able  by  right  to  dispose  of  the  land  and  to 
transmit  it  to  heirs. 

27.  A  "  virgate  "  was  thirty  acres.  When  "  land  "  is 
spoken  of,  it  always  means  arable  land. 

28.  This  is  a  real  suit,  brought  on  a  writ  of  "  novel 
disseisin " ;  two  men  have  newly  disseised  or  recently 
dispossessed  a  third  man  of  his  free  tenement,  without 
due  process  of  law.  This  form  of  action  was  instituted 
by  Henry  H.  in  1166  in  order  to  give  speedy  redress 
in  such  cases,  and  it  marks  a  distinct  advance  in  the 
security  of  tenure  in  England.  So  important  was  it,  and 
so  deeply  needed,  that  thirteen  years  after  the  date  of 
this  roll,  the  principle  of  the  action  was  embodied  in  a 
famous  phrase  of  Magna  Charta:    "No  free  man  .  .  . 
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ton  et  Reginaldus  filius  eius  iniuste  et  sine  iudicio 
dissaisaiuerunt  Andream  filium  Edwardi  de  libero  tene- 
mento  in  Goudinton  infra  assisam.  Juratores  dicunt 
quod  ita  eum  dissaisivit  ut  dicit.

shall  be  dispossessed  of  his  free  tenement  .  .  .  except 
by  the  legal  judgment  of  his  equals  and  by  the  law 
of  the  land." 

At  this  date  it  was  really  an  action  for  recovery  of 
seisin,  after  ejectment;  like  the  assise  of  mort  d'ancestor, 
it  was  a  possessory  and  not  a  proprietary  action.  It  had 
to  be  brought  within  a  certain  period  (infra  assisam,  Nos. 
60,  63,  76),  after  a  particular  date.  In  our  Roll  two  such 
dates  are  given:  {a)  "the  feast  of  St.  Michael  next 
before  the  first  coronation  of  the  lord  King"  (No.  152); 
as  John's  first  crowning  was  at  Westminster  on  Ascen- 
sion Day,  27  May,  1199,  this  will  be  Michaelmas,  11 98; 
{b)  "  the  coronation  of  the  lord  King  at  Canterbury " 
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dington  and  Reginald  his  son  unjustly  and  without  a 
judgment  dispossessed  Andrew  son  of  Edward  of  his 
free  tenement  in  Goldington  within  the  assise.  The 
jurors  say  that  he  so  dispossessed  him,  as  he  says,  without 
judgment.  Let  Andrew  therefore  have  his  land,  and 
Reginald  and  Etelin  be  in  mercy.  Damage  xiid. 
(Mercy  of  Etelin  half  a  mark),  (mercy) 

61.  An  Assise  comes  to  declare  if  Robert  Pince- 
ware,  father  of  Emma  Pinceware,  was  seised  in  demesne 
as  of  fee  of  one  acre  of  land  with  appurtenances  in 
Stagsden,  on  the  day  that  he  died,  etc.  which  land 
Edward  de  Stagsden  holds.  And  the  jurors  say  that 
he  did  not  die  thus  seised.  Judgment:  Let  Edward 
therefore  hold  in  peace,  and  Emma  Pinceware  be  in 
mercy  for  a  false  claim,  (mercy) 

62.  Hugh  de  Sandy,  against  whom  Agnes  daughter 
of  Ailwin  brought  an  assize  of  novel  disseisin  con- 
cerning her  free  tenement  in  Sandy,  came  and  ac- 
knowledged the  disseisin.  Therefore  let  Agnes  have 
seisin  thereof,  (mercy). 

63.  An  Assise  comes  to  declare  if  Richard  de 
Beauchamp   unjustly    and   without    a    judgment  dis- 


(Nos.  92,  131,  145,  146)  when  John  and  his  wife  wore 
their  crowns  in  State  on  Easter  Day,  25th  March,  1201. 
Miss  Kate  Norgate,  who  most  kindly  cleared  up  the  diffi- 
culty of  the  second  date,  added  that  "  the  wearing  of  the 
crown  in  public,  whch  had  been  customary  on  the  great 
Church  Festivals  every  year,  under  the  Norman  Kings,  had 
been  dropped  by  Henry  H.,  and  revived  only  at  intervals 
by  his  sons.  It  had  seemingly  thus  come  to  be,  in  their 
time,  more  noticed  when  it  did  occur,  and  regarded  as  an 
actual  renewal  of  the  coronation — though,  of  course,  it 
had  no  legal  or  religious  importance  in  itself." — After  a 
time  the  action  of  novel  disseisin  became  used  for  the  re- 
covery of  arrears  of  rent.

He  married  before  1185  Sara,  daughter  of  John 
de  Bidun  ;  and  was  still  alive  in  1231. 

Richard,  apparently  as  Over-Lord,  has  seized 
Thomas'  tenement  on  the  ground  that  it  reverted  to  him 
as  an  escheat  on  the  death  of  Thomas'  wife: — just  such 
a  high-handed  encroachment  as  the  assize  of  novel  dis- 
seisin was  intended  to  prevent.  Thomas  recovers  pos- 
session ;  the  question  of  right  to,  or  ownership  of,  the  land 
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seised^^  Thomas  le  Franklin  of  his  free  tenement  in 
Shehon  within  the  assise ;  and  Richard  comes  and 
says  that  he  has  seisin  thereof,  and  seized  it  in  his 
own  hands  as  his  escheat;  and  that  the  same  Thomas 
has  no  right  in  that  land  save  through  his  wife  whom  he 
took  with  that  land  and  she  is  dead  ;  and  that  he  [Thomas] 
has  no  tenement  in  that  vill.  (It  is  considered  that 
Thomas  may  have  his  seisin,  and  Richard  be  in 
mercy),  (mercy) 

64.  John  son  of  Turkill  brought  an  assize  of  mort 
d'ancestor  for  thirteen  acres  of  land  with  appurtenances 
in  Dean  against  Richard  de  Beauchamp,  and  did  not 
sue.  And  therefore  let  John  be  in  mercy.  His 
pledge^'^  is  Ralph  le  Breton,     (mercy  [twice]). 

65.  An  Assise  comes  to  declare  if  AHce  mother 
of  Richard  was  seised  in  her  domain  as  of  fee  of  a 
half  virgate  of  land  with  appurtenances  in  Pertenhall, 
on  the  day  that  she  died,  etc.  Which  land  Ralph  son 
of  Ace  holds ;  and  he  comes  and  says  that  he  claims 
nothing  in  that  land  save  the  guardianship  [thereof] 
which  he  has  with  the  children  whom  he  had  by  the 
same  Alice  whom  he  took  to  w^ife.^^  And  he  asks  to 
hold  that  land  all  his  life.  And  it  is  considered  that 
the  assize  may  remain,  and  that  the  same  Ralph  may 
hold  [the  land]  (and  that  Richard  take  nothing  by  the 
assise). 


would  have  to  be  settled  by  another  action  on  a  different 
writ. 

30.  To  avoid  vexatious  actions,  a  plaintiff  had  to 
find  pledges  that  he  would  sue  or  follow  up  the  case. 
As  John  has  not  followed  up  his  case,  his  pledge  will  be 
fined.

In  this  case  he  asks 
"  to  hold  that  land  all  his  life  " ;  and  is  allowed  to  do  so, 
for  Richard  his  son  "  takes  nothing  by  his  assise."  At  a 
later  date  the  husband  was  said  to  hold  "  by  the  courtesy 
of  England  "  or  "  by  the  custom  of  England." 

32.  This  call  to  "warranty"  is  frequent  in  pleas  of 
land,  even  up  to  the  xixth  century.  If  the  Lord  or  Over- 
Lord  of  land  granted  a  parcel  of  it  to  a  free  tenant,  as  a 
rule  he  undertook  to  warrant  him  that  land,  defending  it 
either  by  force  or  by  law  in  case  of  an  attack  on  the 
tenant.  Roger  Bacun's  right  being  threatened,  he  does 
not  himself  defend  the  action,  but  calls  in  Hugh  de 
Beauchamp,  who  (or  whose  antecessors)  had  warranted  the 
land  to  him  (or  his  antecessors) ;  Hugh  must  defend  the

^    Harrold,  while  the  same  Ralph  was  disseised  because 

of  his  service  to  the  lord  King  while  the  latter  was 
Count  of  Mortain.'^^  The  jurors  say  that  John  Mauduit

Henry  de  Norwood  holds,  and  he  comes  and  says  that 
there  ought  not  to  be  an  assise  thereof,  because  the 
aforesaid  Roger  had  three  sisters,  to  whom  that  inherit- 
ance descended,  and  without  them  he  does  not  wish  to 
reply  (and  therefore  the  assise  remains)  (mercy).

is  not  the  next  heir,  as  he  has  an  eldest  brother. 

81.  Walter  de  Flitton  in  mercy,  because  he  said 
that  the  view  of  land  of  a  certain  assise  was  not  carried 
out,  and  the  Jurors  have  born  witness  that  they  carried 
out  that  view.'^''  (mercy).

And  Richard  says  that,  on  the  day  when  he  took  out 
his  writ,  he  himself  held  that  very  land  of  the  same 
William,  and  therefore  put  him  in  the  writ.  And  the 
Jurors,  being  questioned  thereon,  say  that  the  same 
Jordan  did  not  hold  that  land,  save  on  lease  from  the 
same  William.

Walter  Testard,  summoned  to  receive  his 
homage  and  lawful  relief^^  from  Reginald  son  of  Jor- 
bert  for  a  half  virgate  of  land  with  appurtenances  in 
Bolnhurst,  came  and  received  his  homage  thereof. 

98.  Peter  son  of  Walter  brought  a  writ  against 
Robert  son  of  Richard  concerning  the  warranty  of 
eight  acres  of  land  with  appurtenances  in  Broom, ^® 
and  did  not  sue.

Courts,  and  bidden  "  to  come  in  to  the  King's  peace  " ;

119.  The  felon's  chattels  would  escheat  to  the  Crown, 
and  appear  in  the  Sheriff's  accounts  on  the  Pipe  Roll. 
His  lands  were  forfeit  to  his  lord,  if  he  had  them. 

120.  When  anyone  in  Holy  Orders,  however  minor, 
was  appealed  or  indicted  of  felony,  the  Church  claimed 
the  right  that  the  case  should  be  tried  in  an  ecclesiastical 
court  (Court  of  Christianity) ;  the  accused,  or  some  eccle- 
siastical officer  on  his  behalf,  claimed  his  "benefit  of

261.  Richard  Hunche  who  appealed  John  de 
Kempston  and  Simon  Gugell  of  [a  breach  of]  the 
King's  peace,  did  not  sue.  And  therefore  let  him  be 
in  mercy  and  be  taken,  (mercy). 

262.  Matilda  wife  of  Hugh^'*^  was  taken  with  a  false 
gallon  with  which  she  sold  ale.  In  such  wise  that  the 
wardens  of  measures  bear  witness  that  they  took  her 
selling  ale  therefrom.  And  because  she  is  not  able 
to  deny  this,  it  is  considered  that  she  be  in  mercy. 
She  made  fine  for  two  marks,  by  the  pledges  of  William  son 
of  Ascelin,  WiUiam  de  Solario,  Osbert  son  of  WilHam, 
Ralph  Clerk  (mercy). 

263.  Lambert  Miller^^^  complains  that  Clarice  wife 
of  Laurence  son  of  Walter  sold  ale  to  him  by  a  false 
gallon.  And  he  produces  suit  thereof  which  witnesses 
that  it  was  present  where  she  thus  sold  by  that  gallon, 
namely,  three  gallons  for  a  penny. — And  Clarice  comes 
and  defends  that  she  did  not  sell  by  a  false  gallon,  nor 
did  she  sell  by  that  gallon  which  he  declares  to  be 
false,  as  by  a  whole  gallon,  but  as  by  a  half  gallon.  Let 
her  defend  herself  by  the  twelfth  hand  at  the  coming

SOME   RECORDS   OF  NORTHILL 
COLLEGE.     No.  L 


BY  C.  GORE  CHAMBERS. 

Some  years  since,  my  attention  was  drawn  to  a  MS. 
account  of  the  Collegiate  Church  at  Northill,  drawn  up 
by  its  last  steward  in  the  early  part  of  the  17th  century. 
I  transcribed  it  at  the  Record  Office,  but  was  disappointed 
to  find  that  its  author  had  left  it  unfinished.  I  have  since 
become  aware  that  much  of  the  material  which  he  used 
is  still  available  at  the  Record  Office.  I  hoped  to  be 
able  to  go  through  the  whole  of  it  and  use  its  information 
to  fill  up  the  gap,  and  comment  upon  that  portion  of  the 
pamphlet  which  the  steward  completed.  But  the  material 
proved  to  be  considerable,  and  required  more  time  for 
transcription  and  reconstruction  than  I  have  yet  been 
able  to  give  it.  I  have,  accordingly,  decided  to  publish 
this  first  instalment,  and  hope  to  give  some  account  of 
the  rest,  and  comment  upon  the  whole,  in  a  future  volume 
of  the  Bedfordshire  Records. 

The  account  of  the  College  which  has  appeared  in 
the  Victoria  County  History  of  Bedfordshire  (iii,  244) 
will  serve  for  the  present  as  sufficient  introduction. 

THE  BOOK  OF  NORRELL  COLLEGE. 
Ann.  Dom.  1634. 

A  booke  of  The  Courte  Barron  and  Leete  belonging 
to  Norrell.  A  Booke  of  all  the  Court  Rolles  and  Rentalls 
that  are  any  wayes  appertaineing  to  the  Colledge  of  Nor- 
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rell  in  Bedfordshire,  as  alsoe  a  narration  and  declaration 
of  all  things  that  any  wayes  concern  the  Court;  begin- 
ninge  with  the  time  of  4  R.  2  (An:  dom:  1380)  and  con- 
tinued unto  the  3^ear  of  10  Jacobi  (Ann.  Dom:  1612). 

This  book  is  to  be  layed  upp  amongst  the  Courte 
Rolles  and  Rentalls  in  the  Boxe  of  the  Courte  Rolles  and 
Rentalls. 

[fo.  146].  A  Booke  of  the  Mannor  of  Norrell  of 
Bedford[shire]  in  w^^  is  sett  downe  all  things  belonging 
to  the  Colledg  of  Norrell  and  Mannor  of  Norrell  afore- 
sayd  belonging  to  the  sayd  Colledge.  In  this  Book  is 
still  the  originall  of  the  sayd  mannor  from  the  time  of 
4°R.2.  An :  Dom :  1380  unto  the  loth  yeare  of  King  James 
Ann  :Dom:  1612.  10.  Jac.  In  this  is  alsoe  a  Catalogue 
of  all  the  Court  Rolles  and  Rentalls  from  4°  R2  unto  lo^ 
Jacob:  1612.  As  alsoe  a  Catalogue  of  all  the  Tennants 
names  that  holdes  of  the  sayd  mannor  together  w^^  theire 
Rentes  teanures  and  services  sett  downe  w*^  them. 

As  alsoe  a  certeine  probate  (by  the  auncient  & 
Moderne  Rolles  and  Rentalls)  of  every  particular  Teanure 
and  Rent ;  w*=^  proofe  does  make  good  both  Teanure  and 
Rent  and  Services. 

This  belongs  to  the  Boxe  .of  the  Court  Rolles  and 
Rentalls  made:  1632  the  8*^  yeare  of  the  Reigne  of  King 
Charles. 

[fo.  147].  A  Brief e  Relation  or  Narration  of  the 
Mannor  or  Lordshippe  of  Norrell  belongeing  &  Apper- 
teining  to  the  Colledg  of  Norrell  in  Bedfordshire :  vz : 

The  Colledge  of  Norrell  in  Bedfordshire  has  be- 
longeing unto  it  Courte  Leete  &  Court  Barron ;  and  there 
are  belongeing  unto  the  sayd  Colledge  twoe  severall 
mannors :  vz.,  The  Mannor  of  Norrell  in  Norrell,  and  the 
mannor  of  Buddenhoe  in  Buddenhoe  in  the  parish  of 
Norrell ;  commonly  called  by  the  name  of  the  mannor  of 
Buddenhoe  Berels  and  ffrenches. 


I.  State  Papers  :  Domestic;  ccxxx,  46;  fo.  144. 
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Now  for  that  Mannor  w^^  is  called  the  Mannor  of 
Norrell  in  Norrell ;  it  was  anciently  belongeing  unto  the 
Colledge  in  Right  of  the  Parsonag  of  Norrell  &  allwayes 
the  Parson  of  Norrell  for  the  time  being  had  ever  a  Lord- 
shipp  or  mannor  with  Court  Leete  and  Court  Barron 
belongeing  and  apperteining  unto  his  parsonage  in  Right 
thereof ;  as  it  appeares  by  many  Court  Rolles.  And  of 
this  Mannor  wee  have  many  Court  Rolles  and  Rentalls, 
and  it  continues  still  afoote  as  a  mannor  even  att  this  very 
day  &  is  called  by  [sic]  the  Mannor  of  Norrell  in  Norrell 
in  the  County  of  Bedford ;  the  Court  Rolles  and  Rentalls 
of  w^^  are  sett  downe  in  a  Catalogue,  and  inserted  into 
this  Booke ;  as  alsoe  all  the  names  and  number  of  the 
tennants,  Rents  and  services  belonging  to  this  manor. 

The  other  Mannor  belongeing  to  the  Colledge  of 
Norrell  aforesayd  is  called  by  the  name  of  the  Mannor  of 
Buddenhoe  in  the  parishe  of  Norrell ;  commonly  called 
The  Mannor  of  Buddenhoe  Berels  and  ffrenches.  This 
mannor  is  long  since  extinct  and  fallen  to  the  ground ; 
theire  remaines  not  extant  att  this  day  any  Rentall  or 
Court  Rolle  of  it ;  nor  any  signe  of  such  a  mannor ;  But 
only  some  certain  Deedes  and  conveyances  that  mention 
that  there  was  such  a  mannor  once,  in  the  hands  of  one 
Stacy  of  Beeston  and  Buddenhoe ;  and  that  it  was  con- 
veyed by  one  Stacie  unto  the  M^-  and  Fellows  of  the 
Colledg  of  Norrell.  But  there  is  neither  Rentalls  nor 
Rolles  to  testifie  that  it  was  a  mannor,  or  that  it  had  any 
tennants  belonging  to  it ;  But  it  must  neede's  bee  that  in 
times  past  it  was  a  great  mannor  in  Buddenhoe  and  had 
besides ;  some  demesnes  to  it ;  as  well  as  services ;  for 
out  of  this  very  mannor  was  it,  that  Stacy  graunted  the  Rent 
charg  of  4  Markes  a  year  yssuing  unto  the  Master  and 
Fellowes  of  Pembrooke  Hall  in  Cambridge ;  w^^  att  this 
day  is  payeable  annually  out  of  the  Demesnes  of  Norrell 
Colledge  for,  in  respect,  and  by  reason  of  that  mannor  of 
Buddenhoe  Berells  and  ffrenches  w^^  is  now  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  Colledge  of  Norrell.  Now  concerning  the 
antiquities  of  this  Mannor  (althoughe  we    have  noe

Rentalls  nor  Court  Rolles  to  shew,  yet  wee  have  diverse 
other  deedes  amongst  the  old  Evidences  that  doe  shew 
perticularly  and  manifestly  the  true  state  and  condition 
of  it  in  former  times)  [fo.  147 d]  wee  will  then  out  of  them 
shew  the  state  of  it  thus:  vz.  That  this  mannor  had  its 
denomination  Berells  and  Frenches  uppon  this  Ground. 
That  it  was  anciently  the  Inhaeritance  of  these  two  men  vz. 
The  Berells  and  the  ffrenches,  being  anciently  theires: 
and  from  them  or  one  of  them  it  came  to  bee  conveyd  to 
Stacy  of  Buddenhoe  and  after  continued  in  the  name  of 
the  Stacies,  untill  such  time  as  they  conveyed  it  unto  the 
Master  and  ffellowes  of  the  CoUedg  in  Norrell.  As 
followes:  vz.  About  the  beginning  of  the  Reigne  of 
King  Henery  the  Sixt,  or  somewhat  before,  one  Thomas 
Stacie  did  marrie  one  Anne  whoe  was  the  Inhseritrix  of 
that  Lordshipp  and  demesnes  of  Buddenhoe  Berells  and 
ffrenches  in  right  of  whom,  the  sayd  Thomas  Stacie  came 
to  bee  owner  of  those  Lands  as  tennant  by  the  Curtisie  of 
England ;  the  said  Thomas  and  Anne  haveing  yssue 
between  them  one  Thomas  and  for  this  we  have  a  deed  to 
shewe ;  in  the  bundle  of  deedes  19  H.  6  where  Thomas 
Stacy  father  surrenders  his  estate  to  Thomas  Stacie  his 
Sonne  being  then  in  Reversion.  After  this  about  7  [or 
12  ?]  H.  7  one  WiUiam  Stacie  (a  successor  of  theise 
Stacies  aforesaid  and  heire  of  theire  estate)  makes  a  Lease 
of  the  aforesayd  mannor  of  Buddenhoe  Berells  and 
Frenches  unto  Thomas  Randolfe  (the  then  Master  of  the 
Colledge  of  Norrell)  and  to  the  Bretheren  and  fellowes  of 
the  same — then  after  this  11.  H.  7  the  said  William  Stacie 
grantes  a  Rent  charge  out  of  this  mannor  aforesayd  of  4 
markes  a  yeare  yssueing  unto  the  Master  of  and  Fellowes 
of  the  Colledge  of  Pembrooke  Hall  in  Cambridge.  Then 
10.  H.  8.  one  Edward  Stacie  sonne  and  heire  of  William 
Stacie  aforesayd  did  graunte  the  said  mannor  of  Budden- 
hoe Berells  and  Frenches  together  with  all  other  the  Lands, 
tenements,  Reversions  and  Services,  in  the  townes,  ffeildes 
and  parishs  of  Beeston  Buddenhoe  or  Norrell,  unto  one 
{Thomas}  John  Underbill  (the  then  Master  of  the  Colledge

of  Norrell)  and  to  diverse  other  ffeoffees  besides,  and  their 
heires  to  the  use  of  John  Underhill  his  heires  and  assignes. 
After  this  vz.  14.H.  8.  they  that  before  were  (with  John 
Underhill  aforesayd)  seised  to  the  use  of  John  Underhill 
(upon  his  Release  to  the  use  of  his  Last  Will,  being  now 
sole  tennants  without  him)  gave  att  his  request  the  sayd 
mannor  of  Buddenhoe  Berells  and  ffrenches,  unto  the  said 
John  Underhill  (then  Master)  and  to  the  Fellowes  of  the 
sayd  Colledge  and  theire  successors  uppon  this  Condition 
vz.    That  they  should  pray  for  the  soule  of  the  sayd  John 
Underhill  theire  Master,  and  to  keep  an  obite  for  him. 
And  thus  wee  may  see  what  this  mannor  of  Buddenhoe 
Berells  and  Frenches  is,  and  by  what  meanes  it  came  first 
to  the  Stacies  and  from  them  to  bee  conveyed  unto  the 
Master  and  Fellowes  of  the  Colledg  of  Norrell.  And 
also  wee  have  scene  how  this  Rent  Charge  of  4  Markes 
a  year  (unto  Pembroke  Hall  in  Cambridge)  was  first 
granted  and  alsoe  out  of  what  Lands  and  Revenues  it  was 
granted  ;  it  is  most  certeine  that  att  the  time  of  the  Grante- 
ing  of  this  Mannor  of  Buddenhoe  Berells  and  Frenches 
unto  the  Colledge  of  Norrell:  all  the  Closes  of  pasture 
att  Budnoe,  were  belongeing  to  it  [fo,  148]  and  besides 
them  diverse  Lands  lying  in  the  ffeildes  of  Bee[ston] 
Hatch  and  Thorncott,  as  alsoe  the  Wood  called  Stacy es 
Wood  and  other  things  besides :  And  this  appeares  by  the 
Several  Deede[s]  afore  Resiteted  [.^  Recited]  and  not 
only  by  them  but  by  the  Deed  of  the  Gra[nt]  of  the  Rent 
Charge  out  of  it  unto  Pembrooke  Hall  in  Cambrid[ge] 
And  now  att  this  day  those  Master  and  Fellowes  aforesayd 
(y^  gr[antees]  of  this  Rent  Charge)  when  they  at  any  time 
doe  distrain  the  Rent  or  the  Arrerages  of  the  Rent,  they 
come  to  distraine  uppon  the  Closes  of  pasture  that  lye  att 
Buddenhoe ;  and  noewhere  else.     But  now  this  Court 
is  utterly  extinct  and  wee  have  noe  use  of  it  nor  any  thing 
now  remaininge  to  shew  that  there  was  any  such  Mannor 
or  Court  more  then  those  Deedes  before  Resited  But 
those  auncient  demesnes  of  this  mannor  are  yet  remaine- 
ing  to  the  sayd  Colledg  of  Norrell  intermixed  with  other 
Lands  and  Possessions  of  the  same. 
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But  as  for  that  other  manner  called  the  manner  of 
Norrell  belongeing  unto  the  parsonage  of  Norrell ;  it  is  not 
extinct  but  is  still  on  foote  and  continues  a  mannor  and 
diverse  Quitt-Rentes  and  Tennants  belongeing  to  it  as 
hereafter  shall  be  certified ;  unto  which  Court  wee  [have  ?] 
diverse  Courte  Rolles  and  Rentalls  to  shewe  of  Courtes 
kept  and  Rentes  received ;  from  the  time  of  4.  R.  2. 
untill  10  Jacobi. 

[In  Margin] — Coppiehold  Lands  belongeing  to  this 
Mannor  in  ancient  times. 

In  the  beginning  of  this  Court  and  for  diverse  yeares 
after  there  were  diverse  small  coppie  hold  tennants 
belonging  to  this  mannor  as  it  appeares  by  the  first  Roll 
of  this  Courte,  but  since  that  time  the  Coppie-holds  are 
extinct ;  then  uppon  the  deathes  of  Tennants  the  Lord  had 
a  Herriott ;  But  att  this  day  nor  for  many  yeares  before 
there  has  not  ben  knowne  nor  found  uppon  the  Rolle  any 
one  coppiehold  tennant  or  Coppieholder,  but  all  of  them 
free  tennants  or  freeholders.  And  Anno.  9.  H.  6.  wee 
[find  ?]  uppon  the  Rolle  That  one  Tytchmarche  tooke 
by  coppie  of  Courte  Rolle,  a  house  and  10  Acres  of  Land 
and  meadowe  to  himselfe  and  Matild  his  wife  for  life :  to 
make  a  sute  of  courte. 

The  most  auncientest  Courte  Rolles  and  Rentalls  that 
wee  have  now  extant  to  shew  concerning  this  mannor  of 
Norrell  are  those  that  are  of  R.  2.  Wee  have  none  now 
remaineing  that  are  of  Longer  continuance:  yet  this  is 
time  ancient  innoughe  to  shew  a  sufficient  antiquitie,  and 
therefore  not  materiall  to  shew  any  of  Longer  time  The 
most  ancientest  of  all  the  Court  Rolles  is  4.  R.  2.  Ann. 
Dom.  1381. 

This  Court  was  kept  in  the  Parsonage  house  at  Nor- 
rel,  called  then  Northyevel.  Att  that  time  was  one  WilHam 
Borstall  Parson  of  Northyevel  aforesayd ;  he  kepte  a 
Court  Leete  and  Court  Baron ;    The  Court  was  kept  the 
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Wenseday  before  Sainte  Paules  Day ;  this  St.  Paule  paules 
day  is  all  wayes  on  the  25th  Day  of  January;  it  is 
called  the  Convertion  of  St.  Paul. 

The  Jurie  are  here  stiled  by  the  name  of  Decenarii: 
the  first  of  them  is  John  Buddenhoe,  dwelling  at  that  time 
att  Buddenhoe  ;  the  second  is  John  Berel ;  of  whome  cam 
the  name  of  the  Mannor  of  Berells  that  is  spoken  of  before  ; 
the  third  was  John  Cooke,  whoe  gave  the  name  to  Cookes 
Close  and  cottage  now  in  the  occupation  of  Wilkinson 
this  present  yeare  1632  and  John  Waites  and  Robert  fTuU 
of  love  was  the  last. 

Att  this  time  some  coppie  hold  tennants  were  belonge- 
ing  to  this  mannor  and  it  seems  they  were  coppieholdes  for 
lives  and  payed  Harriotts  att  there  deaths  to  the  Lord. 

In  this  time  was  it  that  him  [sic]  whom  att  this  day 
they  call  Jack  of  Buddnoe.  It  was  the  very  same  man  whoe 
is  called  John  Buddenhoe  and  was  of  the  Jurie  aforesayd ; 
his  name  was  written  John  Bodenhoe :  at  this  day  hee  is 
stiled  Jack  of  Buddnoe.  And  now  att  this  day  when  Norrell 
Men  do  in  theire  common  speech  speak  of  one  Jack  of 
Buddnoe:  [fo.  I48d]  then  this  is  that  man  of  whome 
they  speake  that  lived  in  the  time  R.  2  att  Buddenhoe ; 
and  was  then  commonly  called  John  Bodenhoe ;  or  John 
Buddenhoe. 

In  theise  times  was  one  William  Jewell  liveing  at 
Thornecott  att  the  ffarme  called  St.  Annes  ffarme ;  and 
now  Robert  Tompson  of  Thorncott  is  owner  of  it  and  lives 
in  it.  In  theise  times  alsoe  lived  diverse  of  the  Cookes ; 
in  Norrell  and  att  Calcott;  there  was  then  liveing  both 
John  Cooke  and  Walter  Cooke  and  theise  Cookes  att  that 
time  were  owners  of  diverse  Land  and  houses  in  Norrell 
and  Calcott:  The  house  and  a  small  close  to  it  called  a 
Croffe  in  Norrell  neere  unto  the  Colledge  and  now  alsoe 
part  of  the  possessions  of  the  Colledge  is  att  this  day  called 
Cookes  close  house  ;  now  in  the  occupation  of  one  Wilkin- 
son:   this  was   10  Ric.  2  in  the  possession  of  and 
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ffrancktenement  of  one  Walter  Cooke  and  hee  solde  it  away 
and  hee  and  his  predecessors  gave  the  name  of  Cooke's 
Croff  and  Cooke's  Cottage ;  And  that  name  it  bears  att 
this  very  day. 

In  theise  days  were  Hveing  John  Blundel  of  Calcott, 
who  in  those  dayes  was  owner  of  the  Blackcroft  Peeice, 
w^^  was  att  that  time  held  of  the  Parsonage  mannor. 
In  theise  times  the  Windmill  att  Windmill  hill  in  Calcott 
Feild  was  then  upp  and  used ;  and  their  was  one  Henery 
Kilkenny  owner  of  it,  and  then  held  both  that  and  diverse 
other  lands  in  Calcott  ffeilds  of  the  parsonage  mannor: 
and  alsoe  a  certeine  Cottage  and  a  Croffe ;  theise  lands 
of  Henery  Kilkennyes  were  coppiehold  then  and  all  held 
of  this  mannor  aforesayd. 

In  theise  Tymes  lived  Sir  Roger  Trumpington  alias 
Sir  Roger  de  Trumpington,  Knight ;  it  seems  hee  lived  att 
a  place  called  Trumpington ;  hee  was  a  very  great  owner 
of  landes  in  Bedfordshire  &  Cambridgeshire  ;  yt  is  thought 
hee  lived  att  a  towne  called  Trumpington  in  Cambridge- 
shire, neire  Cambridge  Town ;  hee  was  owner  of  those 
lands  that  now  Mr.  Everard  has  in  Beeston  and  Norrell. 
In  theise  times  lived  Sir  John  Trayly ;  but  the  place  where 
hee  lived  it  is  not  as  yet  knowne ;  but  he  was  owner  of 
diverse  lands  in  Norrell  and  Beeston. 

The  name  of  the  Huntingfeilds  of  Beeston  lived  [sic] 
long  before  this  time ;  for  they  lived  in  the  time  of  King 
E.  I.  in  whose  dayes  there  was  Walter  de  Huntingfeild, 
otherwise  called  Walter  Huntingfield  ;  and  there  was  alsoe 
Sir  Ralfe  de  Huntingfeild,  otherwise  called  Sr  Ralfe 
Huntingfeild.  The  name  of  these  ended  in  the  time  of 
33.  E.  I.  &  these  lands  and  mannor  of  his  [in]  Beeston 
came  to  the  possession  of  the  Abbie  of  Warden  in 
Bedford  shire. 

A  Catalogue  of  the  Rolles  and  Rentalls  of  this  Court 
Baron  and  Leete ;  from  4°.  R.  2.  Anno  Dom:  1381,  unto 
iqo.  Jacobi.  An:  Dom.  1612,  w^^  was  the  last  Court  held 
for  the  Mannor. 
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As  alsoe  a  Catalogue  of  the  Names  of  those  that  were 
Lordes  of  this  Mannor  att  the  time  of  every  particular 
Courte  kept.

6d.  and  this  appeares  by 
noe  Courte  Rolle  nor  Rentall,  but  as  it  is  said  by  a  cer- 
teine  note  by  which  the  sayd  rent  is  demanded  of  Symonds 
alias  Harryott,  soe  being  that  there  is  noe  better  proof es 
of  the  Rent  or  Service  there  is  but  small  hopes  of  ever 
getting  of  it.
